Si%, la all free countries the prefs ought to be 
the chief cenforial power^ in all cafes of perfed or 
knperfedl obligation^ above the reach and penalties 
of law. It gives me, as a citizen of the United States^ 
as a lover of order and government, of morality 
and religion, great complacency to obferve, that 
Hothiog of turpitude, whether it be the aA of the 
individual, or the legiflature, whether proximate or 
remote^ efcapes your cenfure. 1 am led to this 
opinion more flrongly than I ever before entertained 
it, from noticing in your paper of the 13th of No- 
vember, your ftriAures on the refolutions of the laft 
AiTembly in refpe6l to the property called church- 
lands or glebes, which have been for ages, by the 
noft facred laws, fecured to the clergy of our epif- 
copal church : I perceive too, in a fubfequcnt Ga- 
zette of this month, you have detedted the falfe 
reafoning they contain, and expofed to contempt the 
author of fuch a flimfy produdion. If you think it 
worthy of attention, you may publiflitheenclofed Re- 
prefentation. The defence of our fociety will ftand 
on arguments fimilar to thofe which are herein urged. 
When the Convention met in Richmond, the 6th of 
tfcis month, they entered into refolutions, in the fpi- 
rit of this Reprefentation, ^nd left a Committee tq

fupporf, with arguments irrefutable, the c^v^{c of the 
church : but, Sir, what avail argumcnis howevq: 
found, however ably enforced, againli power, above 
all ihame, without fear and without remorfe ? 

Keprejentalion, — " Refolved, That a reprefontation 
be prefented to the delegates in AlTembly, moft re- 
fpc^fully to reprcfcnt, that this meeting of the bi- 
Inop, clergy, and laymen of the Proteftant epifco- 
pal church is agitated with concern and grief, that 
there are, and have been annually fome members of 
your honourable Houfe, who feem to have at heart 
the confifcation of the property of the church, to the 
great injury of this fociety of religionifts, in dero- 
gation of their rights as citizens and Protedant epif* 
copalians, in oppofitlon to all the principles of civil 
fociety, and in direct repugnance to the laws of the 
land, efpccially that pafTed Odlober 7th, 1776, 
that ena^ed, ^ that there fhall, in all time coming, 
be faved and referved, to the ufe of the church by 
law ^ftablifhed, the feveral tracts of glebe land al- 
ready purchafcd, churches, chapels, &c/ 

'^ To rcprefent that this fociety has not read with in- 
difference certain rcfolutions offered to the Houfe 
of Delegates laft feflion, whicli have no other tend- 
ency, from the manifcft and fludicd fophiflry in 
which they are framed, than to delude the Houfe in- 
to an opinion, that this meditated confifcation of our. 
properties, en/urcd to us by the very principles on 
which civil fociety, that inflitiilion of beneficence, 
cxifts, and afccrtaincd to us by law, which i$ only 
beneficence adliiig by a rule; would be an aft of 
meritorious liberality; an ,\^^\ of impartiality alto- 

f ether confoiiani to the principles of religious free- 
om, and to thotc of our conftitution. They proceed 
in an artful tilfucof faltb prcmiles and conclufions, 
which it is not to our purpofeyiV/V///^// to expofe, and 
in a ftylc of quibble that would confer no dignity on 
the pleadings of the lowcfl courts, to embarrafsj and 

confound 
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confound the queftion in all the inextricable ambi- 
guity of language, the more eafily to lead aftray the 
judgment of the Houfe, which the framers of the 
refolution defpaired of convincing. 

" To reprefent that the rights of men infociety do 
not depend on words, however artfully and logically 
difpofed in elaborate phrafeology ; but on principles 
of civil fociety and government. Government, 
your reprefenters have ever been taught, was for the 
happinefs of the governed, for the maintenance of 
the liberty and property of thofc who lend to rulers 
their confidence. Reprefentative government is a 
fyftem for the confervation of the rights and proper- 
ties oiF the reprefented ; the guardian and regulator, 
not proprietor either for ufe or dominion. To this 
end no man can take his feat in your honourable 
Houfe who is not qualified by property ; this is one 
of the important bafes which give you this import- 
ant fituation : our conftitution then prefumes that 
to this principle you will for ever advert; and as men 
of property, legiflators by virtue of that property, 
you will not be, cannot be, the violators of pro- 
perty. 

" Your oaths too, that facred appeal to the Searcher 
of all hearts, whofe fcrutiny of them never relaxes, 
bind you in every a6l of, in every thought on, your 
duty, as great truftees of the rights and properties of 
the people, to adhere to the principle above ftated, 
* confervation of property.' If you ever blink 
this principle, and look to that of power, make this, 
the polar flar of your policy, and lofe fight of that ; 
all confideration of duty, of charadler, and of relative 
fituation will be fubordinate and merged ; and thofe 
iacred ties of confcience, the ftrongefl: holds that 
can be taken on man, to keep paflSon and iniquity 
in fubje6lion to reafon and juflice, will be hooted at 
as the dotages of the bigot, or the prejudices of the 
unenlightened.

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•* But though your rcprefenters will not flay critical- 
ly to examine the rcfolution laid on the table of the 
laft Houfe of Reprefentatives, becaufc tihcy iiifift 
that the Legiflature hath no right, not in any exi- 
gency, nor under any ncceffity, even if any exifted^ 
which is not now pretended, to confifeate the 
property of our fociety, unlefs they mean to dilTolve 
all the ligaments by which civil fociety is held to- 
gether, they cannot forbear ta notice the glaring pa- 
rallogifm contained in the fixth : * That the fovc- 
reignty of the State refiding in the people, they 
fucceeded to this benefit, as reprefenting the ancient 
^ntees of Virginia ; the King,, the focial compadl 
previous to the revolution, and private donees, *m all 
cafes wherein an* heir fhould not appear/ Here is 
crcdled the fi<Slion, which was introduced into Eng- 
land by the feudal fyflem, that all landed property 
is derived from royal grants, for a purpofe difTer^nt 
from the adoption of any fiction that ever was coun- 
tenanced in law or equity, Fidlion has been defined 
by an able jurifprudifl *, to be a fuppofition in law> 
for a good reafon, againfJ the real truth of a fa6t, in 
a matter pofBble to have been adlually performed ac- 
cording to that fuppofition. Judge Bkckftone de- 
feribes its utility and force in his 3d vol. p. 43, in 
the following words: * No fidtion Ihall extend to 
work an injury, its proper operation being to prevent 
a mifchief, or remedy an inconvenience that might 
refult from the general rule of law ; fo true it is, in 
jiltione juris Jenifer fuhjijiit equitas.^ The fidlion 
introduced into the above refolve is on the principle 
of the feudal fyftem, that the State is the fovereign 
and granter of lands; a purpofe diametrically oppo- 
fite to the principles of this beneficent invention^ 
which has for its objedl the convenience and accom- 
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inodation of the citizen or fubjcdt, not his vexatioti 
and ruin. It is fuppofed to be for a good reafoH, 
not for the confifcation of th^ properties of men who 
have committed no crime. So cautions have oar ari- 
ceflors been in all poffible cafes, by the creation of 
fidlion, to prevent mifchiefs, and remedy inconve- 
nience ; fo a6live the malignity of our enemies in 
extending one to work an injury contrary to its pro- 
per operation and its benevolent origin. 

" The whole of thefe refolutions are grounded on 
the peMio principii, taking for granted that which has 
never been proved, that the church property is the 
property of the public. To this your reprefentants of- 
icr the moft diredl contradidlibn. It not only is not, 
but never was, a property of this nature. On this af- 
fitmption, as iniquitous in principle as falfe in rea- 
foning, the claim to confifcate it is fupported. Whe- 
ther it be of this defcription or not, may be a cjuef- 
tion of law fit for another tribunal : to that let it be 
carried ; to that your reprefenters are amenable ; and 
by the decifion of the dernier expounders of the law 
of the land, they are willing to abide. In their minds 
no do6lrine can be more perilous to the right of all 
property, than this which is now aiTumed. Power 
will then be fubftituted to right in all cafes, wheti 
this facred right, which is decidable only by a judi- 
ciary tribunal, is held at the pleafure and mercy of 
legiflative difcretion. Then will be broken down 
all the facred barjriers of property, and the beft and 
fairefl titles to eftates be done away, by that com- 
pendious injftriiment of Ipeedy alienation, * a curt 
aaofAflembly'.'' 

How unifofm in their courfe are bafenefs and 
robbery, whether perpetrated in an eaflern or a 
Weftern hemiiphere ! Except their horrid murders 
and profcriptions, no meafure attendant on the 
French revolution, hath brought on it more merited 
reprobation, than the confifcation, by the outftretch-

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cd arm of ruthlefs power, of the church property 
One, who is, alas ! no more *, who was as great a 
fiatefman as he was a moraliH:, hath condemned this 
t£l df the National AiTembly, as, the confummation 
of tyranny: *^ Who,*' exclaims he, ** but a tyrant 
(a name expreffivc of every thing which can irritate 
and degrade human nature), could think of feizing 
on the property of men, unaccuied, unheard, un« 
tried, by whole defcriptions ?'* — He proceeds : " Ec* 
clefiaftics, they fay, are fictitious perfons, creatures 
of the State, whomatpleafure they may deftroy, and, 
of courfe, limit and modify in every particular ; that 
the goods they poffefs are not properly theirs, but 
belong to the State, which created the fitftions ; and 
therefore they are not. to trouble themfelves. with 
what thefe men may fufFer in their natural feelings 
and natural perfons, on account of what is done to- 
wards them in their conflru6live chara6ter." Of what 
import is it, under what names you injure men, and 
deprive them of the juft emoluments of a profeC- 
fion ? To this, fome flippant fophifter will reply, It 
16 not in the contemplation of the enemies of the 
church to deprive the prefent incumbents of their 
freeholds. — O fhameful and fhallow artifice ! Can 
it be fuppofed, that thefe reverend perfons will relax, 
in every conftitutional and legal mode, their oppofi- 
tion to this iniquitous meafure, from fuch a fordid 
and felfifh confideration as their retention of the . 
glebes for their lives ? Were fuch a contemptible mo- 
tive to influence them, they would juftly merit the 
icoffs and indignation of every worthy man. — ^No, 
Sir ; this has no operation on their minds or con- 
dufl:. They well know, they feel, this meafure has 
its root in intolerance. The enemies of our church 
arc not to be taught, that it cannot be fupported by 
voluntary contributions. Relying, as our paftors do,

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On the cxeellency of the inflitution, on the purity of 
'its rites, on the fimple elegance'of its liturgy, and ou 
its unoftentatious mode ot adminiflering its fervicc 
and its iacraments, (hey do not addrefs themfelves 
to the paffions of their auditors : their difcourfes do 
not aim at fuch infidious objedls ; they may be deli- 
vered with warmth and piety ; but furious geflicula- 
tions and more, furious exertions of lungs and 
voice, would have no other tendency than to bring 
on them the derifion of tlicir congregations, and aa 
^Kputiion from the altar. Our religious fociety 
lias lels of the intriguing fpirit of profelytifm than any 
other; and the profane praftices that toomany of 
the fe<&aries adopt for the accoraplifhment of this 
.end, our clergy rejeft with difdain. What argument 
will this inftance afford to the fupporiers of the tcft 
and corporation adls in England f The hand that 
\5rrites this paper, by the grace of God, will nar- 
rate to fome of the dignified prelates of that church, 
the proceedings on this bufinefs ; it will be a leflbii 
to them, and an inftruftive one, to fliow, that, if 
ever they concede one point to the enemies of the 
cftablifhment, it will only encourage them in their 
main purfiiit, the overthrow of it. All things efla- 
blifhed, facred and profane, it is the unceafing en- 
deavour of thefe men to fubvert and tread under 
foot ; be it your objedl then, Sir, as it has ever been, 
to counteract them-r-proceed as you have begun ;

Then may the fons of order and friends of America 
(ay, your walk will not be circujufcribed, nor your 
reward a pittance.

JS^are of 'Deception, — The following articles from 
^rowfCs paper feem to me. intended for no other 
purpofc than that of deceiving the public. 
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" We are authorized to fay that no d!ipatcfa(is 
** have been received by the Government from our 
*' Commiflioners fince their arrival in Paris." 

Who authorized Mafler Brown to fay thb I know 
not. If the General Government wiilied to com* 
municate this information to the people, I am per- 
fuaded its officers would have found fome other 
channel than a printer's devil. By the we^ indeed, 
it may be fuppofed that fome other perfon beiides 
Brown has received the authority ; probably Mf. 
Captain Patton of the Poll-office ; and if fo, it is 
well enough: Not but fome ill-natured people may 
and will^ake their farcaflic remarks : but what do 
nve care for that ? Lei them laugh that win. 

Again.— *^ The Conful General of the French Rc^- 
" public in this city has received a letter from M. 
** Talleyrand Perigord, the French Minifter for fa- 
" reign Affairs, dated on the day after the arrival of 
*' our Commiffioners at Paris (28th Sept.), which 
** mentions, that they had been cordially received 
*' by the French Government — that the negotiation 
" would be commenced as foon as poffible, ajid that 
** he had no doubt of an amicable adjuftment of af- 
** fairs between the two countries.*' 

This is the lure. The little paragraph above 
quoted is a fort of introdu<ftion to this laft ; and the 
object of both is, to lull the Congrefs and the peo^- 
ple afleep. Having faid that the American Govern^ 
ment has received no difpatches from the Envoys^ Mat- 
ter Brown then boldly declares, that the French Con-^ 
fid has received a letter, dating that they had been 
cordially received on the 28 th of September. I quef^ 
tion Browns having any authority at all to fay this ; 
but, be that as it may, the fiatement is an abfolutc 
falfehood. 

Our Envoys did, I believe, arrive at Paris on the 
27th September, or thereabouts; and Brown fays 

that 
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that they xwre^ cordially received by the French Go- 
^^vemmenf on ^^fame day ; and this he fays is afcer- 
tained by a letter from Talleyrand, dated the day af- 
ter. A very probable ftory ! But it is not reafoning 
and calculations that 1 have to oppofe to this felfc- 
bood; I havefadls, andfuch fa6)s as Mafier Brot^n 
and his fetters-on will find it difficult to controvert. 

I poflefs a complete file of a Paris paper called 
the " Gazette Hiftorique et Politique de la Frandc 
" et de r Europe y' down to 21ft 06lobcr. Under ' 
the Paris head of iQ.th October ^ I find the following 
artkle : 

^< Les trois n^gociateurs Am^ricains, arrives a 
Paris, ont ete prefent^s le 17 de oemoisau Miniflre 
dcs Relations exterieures.** — Tranjlation. The three 
American negotiators, now at Paris, were prefented 
on the 17th Vendemiaire (8/A of OBober) to the 
Miniifter of foreign Affairs \and not io the French 
Government — mind that^. 

So that our Envoys, inflead of being prefented 
immediately on their arrival, were fufFered to cool 
their heels and blow their nails from the a7th of 
September to the 8th of 06tober ; and then, inftead 
of being '^ cordially received by the French Govern^ 
** nient^^ were only prefented to the Minifter of fo- 
reign Affairs, the old Biftiopof Autun, who wanted 
to come to Peter Porcupine's houfe to learn 
Englifh. 

1 will not fuppofe any of my readers ^o ignorant- 
as not to know the difference between being prefent^ 
edto a Secretary of State j and being received by the 
Government. When a foreign aml^ffador is receiv- 
ed by the Grovernment, he is acknowledged in a di- 
plomatic capacity, and placed under the fafeguard of 
the law of nations ; and if he be an envoy extraor- 
dinary (as ours are) the reception of him implies a 
willingnels to enter on the negotiation with him* 

But 
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But being merely prcfented to a Secretary, does not 
imply that he is to be received y and much lefs does 
it indicate a dcfire on tlie part of the Government 
to enter into a negotiation with him. In ftiort, fach 
a ceremony, when the reception is delayed, can only 
be intended to aniule, and to ileal out of him the 
defigns of his Court. 

Thus it is in the prefent inftance. Oiir Envoys 
were not received, as Brown aflerts they were, on the 
28th of September ; and what is more, they were 
not received on the ^^Ji ofOdoher^ which is the date 
of the laft Paris paper in this city. They arrived at 
Paris on the 27th of September; on the 8th of 
Odlober, the Secretary Talleyrand had the conde- 
fcenfion to admit them to his prefence, to examine 
their credentials, and to hid them wait. They have 
waited from the 8th to the aift of Odlober, to learn 
the pleafure of the fovereign Dire6lors of the io^^-^ 
reign people, and there .is little doubt but they are 
flill in wailing. And this is their " cordial recep-* 
** tion from the French Government ! r 

What the effect of this nefarious flatement of 
Brown's is calculated and intended to produce^ h 
clear enough. Congrefs have, it feems, put oflF the 
confideration oi fpirited meafures till February; when 
it is believed, and it is lioped by every friend of Ame- 
rican independence and honour, ih^Xfuch me^fures 
will he taken. Now, if, previous to that epoch, a 
belief can be fpread abroad, that our Envoys have 
met with a " cordial'' reception from the rulers of 
the poor French, this belief will furnifti a handle 
for the Oppofition in Congrefs, and for the infernal 
French hirelings without doors ; whofe endeavours^ 
favoured by the folly of your hoping ^ peaceahle^ tame^ 
and avaricious men, will raife a clamour againft every 
meafure that may be taken to obtain juftice or pro- 
vide for fecurity. 

Such 
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Such IS ihe object of the paragraphs quoted frpm 
Brown ; and a Ibame, a reproach it is to Philadel- 
phia, that fuch a fellow fhould meet with fupport 
amongft them. Wherever his malicioCis Gazette 
goes, it will find copiers ; and thus will the perni- 
cious falfehood fteal itfelf all over the country, by 
the means of one of the moft contemptible tools 
that fadion pv^r employed. 

Republican BrUon^.-rrl fometime ago mentioned 
that there were four d-devanf delegates of the Xow- 
dm Correfpotiding Society.^ cooped up in the gaol of 
Philadelphia.; one for debt, two for forgery, and 
one for coining. But it feems I was miftaken with 
licgard to their quality. Fearce, the debtor, who has 
wiped all off with the infplvent fpunge, requefts mc

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Does my old friend Goofy Tom mean this as news^ 
I wonder ? The ctrcumftanoe of my having Iblicited 
a removal of my cauies from the Supreme Court of 
Pennfylvania, to the Courts of the United States, on 
the ground of my being ^.fuhjeS of his Brifarmic Ma^ 
jeftyj might, indeed, be worthy of notice ; for it is 
the firft infiance of the kind that has ever occurred; 
and I fhould certainly have mentioned it in my own 
paper, had 1 not feared that it would have been inter- 
preted into a hoafi. But what Tom feems to lay the 
greatcfl ftrefs upon is, the difcovcry that he has made 
of William Cobbett, the Editor of Porcupine*s Ga- 
zette, being really a fubjed of King George. Tliis 
is a wonderful difcovcry indeed ! Almofl as often 
as I have ntentioned Old England, I have boafted of 
its being my native country. I have a thoufand times 
exprdled my attachment to it, and my re(pe6l and 
veneration for the King's Government, family^ and 
perfon. 1 have, in my Cenfor for November laft, 
given my opinion fully on the fubjeft of tranfporting 
or fliaking off one's allegiance : I have plainly de* 
dared, that for an individual to attempt it, is con^ 
trary to nature and to juftice, and that for a nation 
to permit it, is as contrary to the fundamental prin- 
ciples of public law and found policy. Nay, no 
longer than about ten days ago, I told the Boflon 
Ccntinel (and I told him very truly), that he, who was 
a natvoe American^ had not (hown half fo much zeal 
in tl)e defence of the condu6l of his Gk)vernment as 
had been Ihown by me, " aJubjeO of his Britamnc ^ 
Majefty'' — So that my Lc«d Bradford's news is fome- 
thing like an Irifh whifper. 

But 1 am almoft inclined to think this paragraph 
niuft have been inferted by the other partner, Lloyds 
of Newgate memory ; for my Lord knew long ago 
my immoveable refolution in regard to tiUzenflnp and 
alhgiance. I have a thoufand times told him, that I 
would not take an oath of abjuration ; that I would 
4 xiot 
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not do or fay any thing that could poflibly be con- 
flrucd into' an afewindonment of ray country, or a de- 
nial of my obligations to my lawful Sovereign, for 
all tiaegold in America. Bradford knows well (and 
he might have told it when it would have been news) . 
that I was refolved not to flay in this country, if the 
Brittfh treaty was not ratified. He often heard mc 
fay, that if a war broke out between this country and 
Britain, I ftiould immediataly leave it ; and what 
is ftiU more, he knows that I was at one time, 
ia the year 1794, a6lually preparing tp leave it, un- 
der the perfuafion that a war was unavoidable. This 
would have been news three years ago ; but now it 
is no more than what every one who knows either 
roe or my writings miift look upon as perfedly na- 
tural and confi flent. 

Bradford publifties the difcovery as fomething cal- 
culated to injure me in the minds of the people of 
America. But where is the fcoundrel who will have 
impudence enough to fay, that I am the worfe for 
being, and declaring myfelf to be, a native of Eng- 
land, and a fubjedl of the heft of princes ? — Where 
ifrthe unnatural brute who would carefs me fordif- 
owning the land where I firft drew my breath, 
where my forefathers lie buried, and where my pa- 
rents yet live ? What ! forfwear my kindred, my 
country, and my King! — I would almoft as foon 
forfwear my God. If there be a wretch among my 
fubicribers, who would not execrate me for doing 
this, let him ftrike his name out immediately. 

Thus it is, you fee. Goofy Tom^ that I dread the 
effedls of your wonderful difcovery. 

Sovereign People of Virginia exercifmg the Rights of 
Ele£lion.'"Exira6is from the proceedings of the Houfe 
of Delegates, December 8, 1797. ^* appears to 
your Committee, from the information of William 
Munford, Efq. that he was prefent at the ele<ftion 

which 
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which was commenced for the county of Pittfylvania, 
aiul acflcd as a clerk of one of the polls ; that the 
clcdlion was extremely crowded, and the crowd very 
Tiolcnt and diforderly ; that they prefled on the Shc- 
FifF in fuch a manner, that he could not keep hii 
ftand within the bar, and at length forced the clejrks 
crut of their feats, aiid took pofleffion of the table; 
that fcvcral perfons appeared on the table and at 
the door in their (hirt fleeves, apparently prepared 
for combat ; that the Sheriff was very induftrious in 
endeavouring to fupprefs the riot, and clear the 
Court-houfe, fo that he might proceed with the elec- 
tion ; and once or twice thehoufe was nearly cleared, 
and the votes again taken : but that the diforder and 
violence at laft was fo great, that the Sheriff and his 
clerks were compelled to retire from the Court-houfe ; 
that the Sheriff, finding it impoffible to proceed with 
the election, was advifed to clofe the polls, and re- 
turn the truth of the cafe ; that many perfons applied 
to the Sheriff, defiring to give their votes, but the 
Sheriff told them he could not take their votes ; and 
thereupon the Sheriff, with the confent of the can- 
didates, proclaimed at the door or window that the 
poll was clofed, and that Meffrs. William Clarke 
and Robert Devin had a majority of the votes taken : 
that the informant could not fay who were the cauie 
of thofe riotous proceedings, but thought the can- 
didates in general fcemed rather to encourage ihem, 
and that none of them took proper fieps to fuppreft 
them ; that application was made to the informant 
by Mr. William Clarke, one of the candidates, to 
continue to take the votes at a time when the Sheriff 
was out of the way, and had refolved not to proceed 
with the eledlion ; to which he replied, that he could 
not proceed to take a vote, until diredled by the

It further appeat^ to the Com-* 
mittee from the information of the faid William 
Munford, that the candidates agreed that pcrfons 
who were on the militia liftj Without legard to the 
diftincSlion of the right of freehold, fhould be per- 
milted to vote, and the perfons admitted to vote were 
examined by the Sheriff only with refpeft to their 
being on the militia lift, and not with refpeil to 
their being freeholders.

*^are known; the time is come; / arrive to-day ^ 
''and to-morrow you Jhall not exijir 

This is ihort work. It is a proclamation that 
would have become Death or the Devil. There is 
nothing that hiftory, either true or fabulous, pre» 
ients equal to the infolent cruelty of thefe t)rrants, or 
the fubmiflive bafenefs of their flaves. As Du 
Gour very juftly obferves, the French are now no 
more fit for real civil or political liberty, than la- 
vages are. Their rulers are, therefore, in fome 
meafure, juflified in thus treating them as a fort of 
two-legged cattle. Thi& fans-culotte general uies 
much lefs ceremony than a butcher would.

For myfclf and for many thoufands of my 
ello^-citizens, I may fay, with a late writer, "Asi 
to me, placed at a diAance, feeing nothing dif- 
tinftly, hearing nothing diflinftly, enthu^aftically 
fond of fireedom, I was in a dream, and rapture 
of liberty and revolution, 

But, bleflfed be the fun of truth, which h^s diA 
pelled the dark mifls of error and falfehood ! I 
greeted his dawn with gladnefs of heart ; I fedu- 
loufly watched his powerful progrefs, and I bailed 
his meridian with tranfports of joy. 

My waking to reafon was painful and fore, but 
it was complete and radical. When I faw this dread- 
ful tyranny, which, with the frown of hell, had ap-. 
peared to my deluded fenfes with the fmile of 
heaven, I fhould have defpifed myfelf for ever and[ 
ever, had not my line been taken decidedly frppi that 
moment. 

When Ami mounted the walls of the Baflile, I

The fhades of the brave and free did not 
tune their harps to the immortal fong of liberty ! 
The fpirits of the abyfs difcordantly howled the 
dirge of the human race. 

We felt proud in believing at the commencement 
of the French revolution, that a new aera was fafl: 
approaching ; that the nod of the tyrant and the 
chains of the prifoner were about to be broken ; 
that celeftial Liberty, in all her charms, was thence- 
forth alone to prefide over the world ; that Religion, 
firipped of the trimmings of fuperflition, was about 
to be discovered in her native Simplicity, pure and 
vmdefiled.

Sir, Laft evening I wa^ fitting in a room with fevc- 
^^1 gentlemen of confiderable information, and z\\ 
Americans, when your Gazette was thrown into the 
door. One of the company tookitup, and faid, '^ Come, 
let us fee what Peter has. to tell us this evening," 
— ** I warrant you,'* faid another, " he has fomc- 
thing extravagant enough, ahoniXhc terrible Republic ^ 
and i5£y dear old England.'' — " No matter," replied the 
third;^ " we will hear him. I had rather bear with him 
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in praifing his own native country, than fome of 
our haftard American printers, who are eternally 
celebrating the cruelties and murders of France, 
and degrading their own country and Government 
If nature has any meaning, it ought to fhow it- 
felf in an attachment between thofe that are in the 
relation of parents and children ; and next to this 
relation, is that more general political one which 
ought to exift in the hearts of all men, to the coun- 
try and people of the fame community that gave 
them birth. This fentiment among the Romans was 
called patriotifm ; and thofe who poflefled it, pa- 
triots. Very different, indeed, from what is deemed 
patriotifm now- a- days among the Americans, who- 
call themfelves republicans and democrats. With 
Ihefe, none arc patriots but fuch as prefer France to 
Ihenr own country ; the French Grovernment to that 
of the United States ; the officers and adminiflra- 
tors of the former, though they get into office by- 
fraud and blood, and keep themfelves there by an 
unconfiitutional union with the armies, to the of- 
ficers and adminiflrators of the latter, though freeJj 
and conftitutionally elefted by the people at large."^ 
The demo's may fay what they will, continued he, 
about our connexions with France ; he would ac- 
knowledge it always ftruck him like the marriages 
that fometimes take place between blacks and 
whites ; there is fomething in it that muft appear 
nmatural to every one who will examine it ; and, 
excepting that it enabled America to put a happy 
termination to a very &7/wtf/«r^/ quarrel, which then 
exifted between them and their mother-country, it 
has and can be productive of no good. Hitherta 
France has only a6led the part of a robber, who 
was called in to aid an hotieft man in repelling a 
trefpafler, and then cleared the houfe of all its fur-, 
niture. The eyes of Americans begin to be open, 
4 and 
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tbe fooner this connexion is diflblved the better for 
the United States. 

He added, he would not take upon him to pro- 
nounce, that Peter gave good advice, when ho re- 
commended to America a treaty offeniivc and 
defenfive with Great Britain. ** But what!" 
feid the one reading the paper, ** do you wifli 
to revive that unnatural connexion with a nation 
who have endeavoured to fubdue us and make 
us their flaves ? — Nature forbids it !"■ ^ ^ The lan- 
guage," replied the one who had been interrupted, 
" that is ufually adopted on this fubje<ft, by thefal/i- 
hearUJj France-devoted Americans, is the moft ab- 
furd, and contrary to the original meaning of words, 
that can be imagined." The facft is, that the war, 
which once exifted between England and America, 
was an unnatural one. It was a war between pa- 
rents and children, brothers, lifters, and all the dear 
tics of nature and afFe<ftion ; while on the other 
hand, the connexi'on, if not the peace, that was 
cooked up with France, was equally repugnant to 
the principles of their governments, and natural af- 
fedion of the two parties. The natural, original 
Hate of America and England is that of a family 
which ought to continue in peace and perpetual 
harmony. When difleniions and mifunderftand- 
ings break out in families, every body but thofc 
who are inimical to their happinefs, endeavours to 
reftorc peace among the branches. It need not be 
added, becaufe every body, the leaft acquainted with 
the hiftory of this fubjedl, already knows, that the 
original, natural ftate of France to this country is— 
enmity. They only ceafed to ufe the fcalping-knifc 
and tomahawk againft us, after having wielded 
them for near a century and a half, that they might 
have us, as a nation, more completely under their 
defpotic control. 

It ought to be remembered, and it cannot be too 

otVeiv 
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ortcn repeated, that the quarrels, not the friendfhijii 
between parents and children — between mothers- 
countries and their colonie.s, are umiaiural; and the 
fooner they are made up and forgot, the better fot 
both parties. Till this is done, and all deceitful, 
felf-intereficd intcrmeddlers are fet at a proper dif* 
lance, both will be uneafy, more or lefs, in an un- 
natural fituation. DiftlTcnt nations cannot mix to* 
pother with much mote harmony than different fpe* 
cies of animals of bottilc qualities, though the indir 
viduals of two governments, Springing from one 
common fource, may. There is hardly a fentiment 
or principle common to France and America. They 
do not fpcak the fame language — they do not adore 
the common Father of all. The French feem lately 
to have revolved from atheifm to the worfhip of a 
kind of republican demon. Their governments are 
at variance ; the American is reprefentative and 
free, the French is a military defpotifm. The ge- 
neral difpofition of the people of thefe States leads 
them quietly to agriculture, commerce, and naviga- 
tion, with their attendant arts.

— At Yarmouth, in England, it \s 
jfaid, that a rich fubfcription had been made for the 
wounded failors and marines, and that lach was the 
philanthropy of the fubfcribers, particularly the 
Quakers, they applied the money to the lervice of 
the Dutch as well as the EngTiJh failors.

forn it off with indignation. I hate the citizens of 
the world and their indifcriminating benevolence, 
" / love my dog— you love y ours ^ That's my motto« 
Who would not call a man an unnatural monfter, 
that ihould profefs to have the fame aiFedion for his 
neighbour's children as for his own ? Yet let me 
/ay, that this is much more natural, than it is to re- 
ceive, with the very fame kindnefs, thofe who were 
corning to ruin the country, and thofe who had ven- 
tured their lives in fruflrating their deftrudlive in* 
tcntions. 

Befides, the people of Yarmouth ought to have 
rccplledfted, that thefe Dutch fwabs were not an ho- 
nourable foe, but a gang of ungrateful traitors to 
the Stadtholder, and the lawful States General ; and 
that, to carefs them thus, was to encourage the 
malcontents at home to follow their example. 
What conftrudlion will thefe treacherous rafcals put 
upon this generofity ? Why, they will fay (and not 
without fome apparent reafon) that it is an indica- 
tion, that, had they efFedted an hoftile landing in 
England, the people would have received them as 
friends. 

The word philanthropy has, like many others, been 
corrupted and debafed by the modern jargonifts. It 
means an afFedtionate tendernefs for mankind ; but 
nevet fill now was it thought to convey the idea of 
a blinds flupid^ ga^ping love for every one, good or 
bad, friend or foe, that comes within its reach.

about their endeavours in the caufe of humanity^ 
while their wives and children are ftarving in rags. 

To return to Yarmouth — I fhall be told in defence 
of the condu6l of the pkilanfhropijls, that the Scrips 
ture enjoins on us to forgive, and even to love our 
enemies. Very true ; but the Scripture no where 
tells us, that we ought to love them better than out 
friends; and I am perfuaded that the reader will 
agree with ine, that the philanihropifts mi^ht have 
emptied their purfe into the hands oi people of their 
ownparyhy who flood in greater need of it than 
prifoners of war, who were receiving a plenty of 
every thing neceflary from the Government. But 
difpoling of their money in this old beaten way 
would have made no noife in the world \ it would not 
have been worth putting into a newfpaper : inftead 
of philanthropy J it would have been mere charity^ 
Believe me, reader, had it not been for the oflenta-^ 
tious vanity of the philanihropijls^ the Dutch prifonera 
might have gone to the devil for their largefles. 

So much for modern philanthropy.

The EngHfli fleet, which had cruifed ip 
Jong on the coaft of Holland, had been compelled 
tofeekflielter from the fury of the weather. The 
wind footi proved favourable, and the Batavian fleet 
imiriediately put to fca. To the aftoniftimcnt of 
eveiy one, the Englilh fleet, crippled by fliorms, 
afldlefs in number than ufual, appeared in fight the 
day after: ihc\vfpies, and traitors ^ had not failed to 
convey to them the information ; and treafon, more 
fatal, was afloat, A battle enfued — ^it can fcarcely 
dcferve the name — for the Englifli feemed to know 
who were their friends in the Batavian fleet. Citizen 
iVoe/promifed us further details, and that the confpi- 
rators on (hore and on board fliall be known.

Medical Legifators. — The morning papers contain 
a letter from Governor Mifflin to the College of 
Phyficians, requefting their aid in planning meafures 
for the prefervation of the health of the city ; and 
another letter from the College in anfwer thereto. 

One would think a correfpondence of this kind 
Ihould be confined to fubjcdls exclufively apper- 
taining to the profeffion of medicine, or, at moft, 
to fu^e6ls on which it ought to be fuppofed that 
medical men arc the beft informed. But this is the 
age of prepoficroufnefs : every thing is out of place : 
the dodtors make us laws, and the legiflators feel our 
pulfe. 

That doctors fhould give their opinion about pu- 
rifying the air and clcanfing the ilrcets and gutters, 
15 very reafonable : nor have I any obje<5lion to their 
being confulted as to the formation of a Board of 
Health ; but I would never fuflfer them to compole- 
nearly one half of its members, as the College have 
recommended. This Board, according to their ad- 
vice, is toconfift oi Jive pcrfons, two of which are 
to be doSors^ and the other three are to be perfons 
whofe inter ejl can he in no wife affe£fed by the laws of 
quarantine ! — A pretty Board truly ! In this city it 
would be hard, very hard indeed, to find three men 
of credit or capacity^ whofe intcrefl is pot aifedted 
I by 
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tiy the quarantine laws. Some three obfcurc ignorant 
mortals muft be picked lip, whom the two fons of 
Eiculaplus would handle and twift about like fo 
many patients, arid the city v^ould be governed by a 
fort of medical defpdtifm. Whoever fliould dare to 
oppofc the ravages of ;nercury ot the lancet, would 
be profecrited to the laft letter of the futbifhed-up 
feode of the Litelli Fatnofi. 

What the notions ot this College are refpec^ling 
lAw arid juftice, how facred its members hold the 
civil rights of the community, we have alfeady had « 
a fufficient proof in the yellow flag and tranfportaUon 
proclamation^ iflued at theit requeft ; and that the 
unlverfal horror which that meafure excited has 
worked no reformation in them, is evident from the 
propofitions contained in the letter now before me. 

The medical legiflatorsy after having propofed a mo ft 
linreafonable and fevere quarantine law, which, if 
adopted, muft and will drive the commerce of this 
port into other channels, come to the provifions 
for enforcing its execution.—^" Let," fay they, 
" the punifliment of a mafter of a veflel who evades 
'^ the law, by landing cargo, crew^ or paflengers, 
*' contrary to the intent and meaning of it, be the 
** fame as for jnurder of the fecond degree ! !" 

Surgeons and butchers are, by the Engtifh law, 
excluded from fitting as jurors on trials for life and 
death ; and as the far greater part of thefe phyficians 
are alfo furgeons^ they appear to me to be very im- 
proper perfons " to eftablifh the foundations" of an 
addition to the criminal code. A man who has let 
gallons upon gallons of human blood flow, can ne- 
ver have that tendernefs about his heart, which the 
frainer of a criminal law ought to have ; and of the 
truth of this obfervation we need no better proof than 
the propolitipn juft mentioned. What ! the punifti- 
ment of amirJkrer to be inftidcd on a man, whe- 
D 2 thee 
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ther native or foreigner, for the evafton, of a law ; and 
of a law too, the neceffity of which is, and ever will 
remain, a. matter of doubt and fpeculation ! Nearly 
pne half of the phyficiaris aflert that the fatal fever 
originates at home ; that it has appeared here an- 
nually for forty years pafl: ; and yet the College re- 
pommpnds^the punifhment of a murderer to prevent 
its introdudlion ! It is a difgrace to the State and to 
the nation, that fuch an incoafiderate, fuch a cruel 
prbpolition, fhould for a momi^nt be lifterxed to, 
roucli lefs fubmitted to thip LegifLature for theic 
adoption. 

Expatriation. — It will be retqembered that the 
comely Mr. Edward Livingfton has long been 
plaguing his brain and the Houfe of Reprefentativcs 
of the United States about an aft to protedl the ex- 
patriated Britifli feamen from being fcized by autho- 
rity of the imprefs orders of their King. This was 
too, at one time, a very popular notion through this 
country ; but for my part, I not only infifted on the 
abfurdity of fuppoling that Great Britain would 
fufFer her rights to be invaded by any a6l that Coa- 
grefs would pafs, but alfo the bad policy that there 
would be, and the danger to America, in attempting 
to eftablifh fo wild and pernicious a principle. I long 
combated in vain, becaufe I had intereft to oppofe, 
and had no experience of the evil to aid me ; but 
fmce the French privateers have been found to be 
often manned with expatriated Americans^ lince Ha--' 
ley &? Co. have plundered the American commerce 
in the Englifli Channel, and J5^r«^ has hoifted his 
tri-coloured flag in her ports ; I have the plcafure to 
fee my opinion adopted by almoft every news-printer 
in the country ; and that it has not been adopted 
without good reafons, will appear from the follow- 
ing extradl taken from the New-York Gazette.

** ./// Enemy to French Prhiciples aud Defpotifm^'* 
Four years ago, who would have tlwught of 
living to tec fcntimenls like thefe publiftied in an 
Ameriean paper ? The very Gazette from which 
this cxtnuSl is taken, then aboundsd in the moft 
virulent attacks on the Britifh Government and na- 
tion : it en lied down, vengeance on them, and 
; »«//v pra\ ed for tlieir annihilation. But now, be- 
luUI, in the hour of danger, it as pioufly prays for 
their prclervntion, and for their triumph over thofe 
very identical diiwr aiiics, whofe viflories it then ce- 
lebrated. 
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lebrated, and of whofe bloody progrefs it unequivo- 
cally approved ! Wonderful change, indeed ! And 
whence does this change come ? Not from any 
change in the general conduct of the French fince 
that time — no; for their horrid principles and am- 
bitious projedls were then as well known as they are 
at this day ; and their career in dcvaftation and mur- 
der was then arrived at its meridian height. Not to 
any change on the part of the Britifh Goverrement 
and nation : for that Government was then the 
very fame that it is now ; its n>cafurcs and obje6ls 
ti'erc the fame; and, as to the nation, they arc 
what they ever have been, and what 1 hope in God 
they ever will be, fincere, loyal, brave, and free. 
No; this change has been produced, not by any 
char>ge in the principles or motives of the two 
mighty powers, not by any augmentation of evil 
which the principles and arms of the French have 
produced, but by that evil's being at lufi brought home 
to the threjhold of our own doors. While the depre- 
dations of thefe fedu6live and ferocious marauders 
were confined to the States of Europe, all was 
right. Government after government, whether mo- 
narchical, arifiocratic, or republica^n, fell amidft 
the plaudits of America.

The readers qS this paper will remember, that tbc^ 
Porcupine of Monday, the 15th of January, con- 
tained an article entitled the Wonderful Change. 
Under this head I quoted a paragraph from the New^ 
York Gaze^fCj abounding in high compliments on 
theBritifti Government and kin^om, pious prayers 
for their duration, for the fucccfe of their arms 
again ft the Freiich and their principles, and repre- 
fenting Old England as ^^ihQonly barrier between 
'US and om dear allies.*' 

Such a paragraph as this, appearing in fuch a 
paper, furely merited the title | gave it, and loudly 
called for the remarks which 1 thought proper to 
fubjpin. The perfons cchfured in thefe remarks, if 
they had had common difcretion, would have made 
tio reply. Such flagrant, fuch grofs iriconliftency, 
admits of no jufiiification or excufe; and thofe who* 
attempt a like violence on our recolledion and our

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rcafon, only provoke an inquiry that mufl: inevitably 
add to the notoriety of their bafenefs. 

This is a truth of which the editors of the New--

That period is paft ; and however cjefirous 
they may be to avoid literary altercations, this hire- 
ling, this ikWen-^hcKOj this open foe of whatever is 
not decidedly Britifli, muft expedl that his infamies 
•will not hereafter always pafs without remark." 

The perfonal abufe, the old ftale cant of the 
French faction, pontaincd in this jufiificatory ap- 
peal, I Ihall notice by and by ; but I muft firft at- 
tend to the only fentence in the paragraph which 
has the leaft tendency to remove the charge of incoKf 
fiftmcy^ brought againft thele editor^ in my former 
remarks. It is this: ** When afFairs were apfarently 
advancing to a crilis between the United States and 
Great Britain, in confequencc of the villanies excr- 
cifed by the armed veflels of that power againft the 
American commerce, they (the editors) felt and ex- 
prcfll'd their indignation in common iviih their fellow ^ 
citizens.

What they have aflerted in this 
filly excufe is falfe, and the falfehood fo grofs, as 
luirdly to be equalled by their mcatinefs in advan- 
dng it. There never exiftcd a period when " the

Emhargo proppfed.'-^l for a long tiine perceived^ 
that the editors of the Nezv^Yori Qazeite were trou- 
bled with fomething flicking about their gizzards ; 
and^ looking upon myfelf as the poHtical phyfician 
of the firm, I took the liberty to fend them an 
emetic. 1 gave written diredions for its being taken 
little by little, till it began to operate : and, had 
ipy prefcriptions been followed, the patients would. 
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at this Iiour, have been as perfedly found as if they 
had never fwallowed a grain of fans-culottifm in 
their lives. But, behold ! what do they do ? In- 
Head of proceeding with this fo neceflary caution, 
and confulting the flrength of their llomachs, they 
took the whole phial at ouce, and fwallowed it 
down, like ** a fugar-dram fweetened with mo- 
laflesP ^ . 

Proportioned to this inconfiderate caufe has been 
the dreadful effeft. They began a m6ft violent vo- 
miting laft Saturday morning, which has continued 
to pour out ever lince, in a fort of cafcade that 
threatens the unfortunate inhabitants with ^n inun- 
dation of political and patriotic nonfcnfe, of a na- 
ture more naufeous than any thing I recollecSl to 
have obferved in the whole courle of my exlcnfive 
pra6lice. . 

To quit figure ; they have abfolutely propofed an 
(embargo ! Their reafons for this 1 beg leave to be 
cxcufcd from producing ; but I'll tell yot^ what they 
Jay about it^ which is this : that ^^. when Great Bri- 
** tain was exerciling her unprincipled depredations 
" upon our commerce, and affairs were rapidly ap- 
*' proximating to an open rupture, our Government 
♦^ difpatched an Envoy to London. In confidence of 
*' an amicable adjiijlment^ the embargo which had 
" been impofed, was not long afterwards taken off, 
" and a free vent afforded to pur productions. 
*^ The event juftiiied .the anticipation. Now, on 
** the cofitrary (mind this contrary^ 1 befcech you), 
•* after two fuccelfive folemn miflions to the haughty 
*^ Executive of France, our Envoys are retumhig 
** 'Without even being heard. What, therefore^ fliould 
*• difluade us from incurring one evil — an evil once 
** attempted — to avoid another of a more extenfive 
" magnitude ? What fhould prevent u$ from laying 
" an embargo^ and, by keeping our property at home, 

♦* prevent

•^ prevent it, at leaft, frani being piratically taken 
''frorans?" 

Now, I think, I could venture to challengt^ 
the whole rej^uhlic of letters to produce lb much uon- 
fenfe as is here contained in fo narrow a fpace: 
but it would be cruel to criticife on the eflufions of 
acknowledged ignorance. If the palFage here quoted 
has any meaning at all, it is this : * That vvc once had 

* a difference to adjuli with Great Britain ; that we 

* laid an embargo, feut off an Envoy, and took off 
' the embargo before we heard from him.^ So far all 
is true. Well, then, it further means, ^ that an 

* embargo was laid, while one Envoy was going to a 

* court with whom an amicable adjullmcnt zvas con-- 
^fidently expe£ted\ and, therefore^ one ought now 

* to be laid when three Envoys are returning from a 
^ court with whom an adjuftment is not expelled at 
'all: 

Such barbarous dog logic as this is not worthy of 
the flighteft attention ; but it furnifhes an opportu- 
nity of combating the neceflity of an embargo, as 
the only refource of the country ; which I do not he- 
fitate to pronounce the moft ftupid and degrading 
notion that ever entered a lans-culotte brain. 

America has declared herfelf independent \ and fo 
much has ihe prided herfelf on this lit nation, that 
the word independence is become a fort of national 
motto. Now, let me alk, what fpccies of W."- 
pendence that is which dares not talk of meaftire^ 
cither offenfive or defenfive ; but which, at the ap- 
proach of an enemy, Ihrinks back into its (hell like 
a fnail ? 

No nation is worthy of the epithet indepeyident^ 
which cannot, cither by its own forces, or by the 
means of auxiliaries or alliances, enforce its rights^ 
or avenge the infringemefit of them. Without this the 
name of independence is far worfe than nothing ; it is 
a dclulion and a curfe. 
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Every man, and particularly every merchant, has 
a right to expe6l and demand of the Government 
the exertion of its power, \o proteS him in thepurfuit 
«/■ his lav^fid trade. But what prvNdioH does the 
merchant receive from a Government that fights with 
embargoes? In time of peace he pays heavy duties 
OD every thing that goes through his hands. Whcu 
war comrs, when juftice entitles him to the protec- 
tion which he has fo long been paying for, the Gro* 
Temment yields him the blefled fuccour of a fufpcn- 
fion of his trade : under its paternal ihclter he has 
the comfort to fee his veffels rotting at his wharfs, 
^hile his purfe, or his perfon, is haraiTed with 
militia laws for the defence of whatever is lucky 
enough to belong to the proprietors of the foil. 

As to the deflruftive effedsof an embargo, I have 
not time to enumerate one hundredth part of them^^ 
A fingle year of this gallant fpecies of warfare would 
fee the United States without a failor, and almofl: 
without a fhip. The tars would not flay here to 
ftarve for liberty^ fake ; the merchants would fell 
Iheir vefiels to foreigners, whofe governments are 
able and willing to protedl them in the ufe of them ; 
and the farmers might prowl about in rags over their 
uncultivated fields. 

*' But," fay the ingenious New-York embargo- 
men, " we have to choofe between two evils : an 
etitbargo or a war we muft have/' Now, then, we 
Ihall fee what their ideas of war are. *^ We dif- 
** claim all wifh of going to war ; for, after it is 
** ended, after much blood is fpilt, much treafure 
" exhatifted, and every misfortune now experienced, 
•^ is aggravated an hundred-fold, differences are at 
•* laft to he accommodated hy a treikty^ the fiipulations 
•* of which would be more or lefs advantageous, or 
•' the contrary, in proportion to our fuccefs or dif- 
•* after. We therefore reprobate the infidious fug- 
•* gefiions of that qrch-hcretic in poIitiCii, Cobbctt, 

** wiio 
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'* wtio recommends war, and an alliance offcnfive 
•' and defenfive with Great Britain.** 

Profound politicians ! they have difcovered, that 
war muft at laft be put an end to by a treaty ; and 
that this treaty muft be advantageous, or the con- 
trary, in,proportion to the fuccefs or difafters of the 
war ! Sagacious obfervers ! And thefe arc the rea-* 
fons why America ftiould not venture on a war ! It 
would be degrading contempt to beflow it on fuch 
miferable wretches ; therefore, in repeating my rea- 
fons why war, and an alliance offenfive and d^enfive 
"jiith Great Britain^ are now become abfolutely ne- 
ceflary to this country, I beg leave to be underftood 
as addreffing myfelf to the public. 

1 fhall, for the prefent, fay nothing about the 
fupporl of the national character and honour; 
which, however, always did pafs for fomcthing till 
the modern light broke in upon us. I Ihall confine 
myfelf to the counting- houfe calculation of lofs and 
gain. 

Firft, then, what could America, backed by the 
invincible fleets of Great Britain, poflibly lofe in a 
conteft with France ? The maritime flrength of 
America, fmall as it is, is more than capable of 
fweeping the coaft of all the French veflels that in- 
feft and harafs it ; a fquadron or two of flout Ihips 
is, therefore, all that is wanted to protedl the fea- 
ports from any expedition that might flip out of the 
French harbours in Europe. Next, America wants 
convoys to and from the Weft and Eaft Indies, and 
in the European feas ; and thefe would be always 
at hand under the Britifli flag. 

The trade with France would be cut oflT; but 
what is this trade to America ? Manufadlures they 
have none ; and, if they had, the people of this 
country would not ufe them ; and, as to the want 
of their four wine, I appeal to the reader's ftomach. 
As a market for American produce, France has 
1 \>ecn^ 
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been, to be fure, of late yt\vrs, oi great imporia7t\:e i 
for, of all the millions upon inillions worth that 
ha^ been inveigled to her |)oireffions, fhe has not> 
vl^mw an averaije, paid more than the freight . Al- 
moft every merchant that has failed (and the num- 
ber is awfui ) was a trader to France or lier colo- 
nies, and all the dillrefs that now weighs down 
x\v: f ounlry is tu be atcrihed to this deflruflive caule* 
Of tlii foreign capitals that are to be found in the 
funds, in the banks, or eniployed in trade, how 
contemptible is the i>art that belongs to any French- 
man ! and there is not a lingle fous that belongs to 
a .man, who does not, as much as I do, execrate 
the abominable oppreflbrs of his native land. What, 
then, is there to lofe by a war ? ^' The friend/hip o( 
*' ihejjer Repihlic'^ This is the mighty lofs ; the 
frundjhip of a nation who has trampled you under her 
feet, and now aims at the deftru6tion of your Go- 
vernment ! 

Now, on the other hand, let us fee what would 
he gained by a war. Tlie immediate tffc£t would 
be, a free pafiage over the ocean, without the 
hazard of leizure, or even of exumi?iation. 

The con»merce of America would immediately 
revive its drooping head ; the confidence of commer- 
cial men would be re-cilabliflicd, and the fpiril of 
trade and enterprife renewed. American feamen 
would no lon^Tcr be fhot at, and flogged, within 
fight of their own ihores; nor would the red-headed 
ruffians add to tht- twenty millions they have already 
feized : no peace fhould be made with them till they 
refund their plunder, which would amply difcharge 
all tlie delv.s incurred by the war. 

Louifianatiiey might be compelled torelinqulfli ; 
ana thus would thefe States be completely rid of the 
mdft alarming danger that ever menaced them; and 
which, if it be not foori removed, mutl^, and will^ 
Jn tt fc\v Jtiara, efJe(flthcit difunion and dcftru61ion. 

But, 
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But above all, the alliance with Great Britain 
Would cut up the French faftion here. It is my fin- 
cere opinion, that they have formed the diabolical 
plan of revolutionizing (to ufe one of their execrable 
terms) the \vhole continent of America. They have 
their agents and partifans without number, and very 
often where we do not imagine. Their immoral 
and blafphemous principles have made a moft alarm- 
ing progrefs. They have explored the country to its 
utmofi: boundaries and its inmoft receffes, and have 
left a partifan on every fpot, ready to preach up thi 
holy right of infurreiHon. 

They have no intention of invading thefe States, 
with the fair and avowed purpofe of fubjugating them. 
No ; they will come as they went to the Brabanters 
and the Dutch, as ^^ friends and deliverers.** A An- 
gle fpark of their fraternity would fet all the fouth- 
ern States in a flame, the progrefs of which, as far 
as Connecticut, would be as rapid as the chariot of 
Apollo. This dreadful fcourge nothing can prevent 
but a war. That would naturally difarm and dif- 
credit their adherents ; would expel their intriguing 
agents, who are now in our ftreets, in our houfes, 
and at our tables. It would cut off the cankering, 
poifbnous, fansculotte connexion^ and leave the 
country once more found and really independent. 

Such are my fentimeuts on this fubjedt. I do not 
publifti them with much hope that they will ever be 
generally adopted, but as a record of my proteft 
againft the fhallow and pufiUanimous politics of the 
day. Some few mifcreants will, upon reading them, 
revive their old cuckoo charge of my being a hireling 
of Pitt J as if Great Britain alone were interefted in 
the lalvation of thefe States, or as if ^^ flood in need 
(f their aid. I know that this latter opinion is too 
prevalent ; but its abfurdity is fuch as can be account- 
ed for by nothing but the ridiculous vanity with 
which a variety of f^aufes has contributed to inflate

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the AmericaD people. I ihould be glad If any one 
would point out to me one fingle advantage^ that 
the alliance for which I am an advocate would 
produce to Great Britain ; except that which flie 
would participate in common with all other civilized 
nations ; namely, flaying the deftn^he torrent of 
jacobinifm. 

-Emigration. — Says Brown, the number of inha- 
bitants of North ^America have increafed from the 
year 1790 to 1794, by one million three hundred 
and twenty-one thoufand perfons, as appears from a 
late cenfus. Such an increafe is a^onifhing ; but it is 
the reward the United States have obtained for their 
prudent neutrality in the wars which have defolated 
Europe; Calculating the value of each perfon in a 
pecuniary view, only at the price of a negro, this is 
an augmentation of national capital equal nearly to 
one hundred million fierlpig. In the fame period of 
time what has Europe loft » by the folly of her rulers, 
in prefent happinefs, in the fources of real wealth 
and power ? 
. Brown {OT Patton) (hould have ^iked one more 
queft:ion, and that is, * What have the poor devils 
* loft, who have thus increafed the population ? 
Why, fome have' loft their fortunes, others their 
health, and others their lives; while the gainers 
might be counted without much recourfe to arith- 
inetic. Aik Dr. Prieftky what he has gained ; and 
put the fame queftion to a man who is now going tp 
return in the William, Penn, after having been moft: 
decently Iheared of his little competence. 

Brown is very tender of .his countrymen's feelings, 
when he calculates their value to be precifely that of 
a negroy and reckons them as fo much property ac- 
quired by America. But with all due fubmiffip^ to' 
the fuperior judgment of this printer's devil, Ame- 
. . rica 
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rica ha^ gained nothing either in wealth or power by 
this increafe of population. 

As to the wealth Ihc has gained, let it be efti- 
mated from the following fads. 

Four hundred of the emigrant Irifli, juft landed,; 
were maintained by public charity during the yellow 
fever ; many of the fame perfons are yet fo main- 
tatned ; and all the workhoufes and gaols are full 
of them. Thefe truths are notorious, and yet this 
deflrudbive emigration is encouraged. It is abfo- 
lately a fort of flave-trade. 

Population makes power, tobefure ;' but it is only 
when the Government is foconftitnted and organiz-. 
ed as to be able io cammand the ufe of that power ^ thati 
it can be looked upon as a national benefit. EieiideSy 
before it can be eftablifhed as a fad):, that America 
his acquired power «by the emigration that has: lately . 
taken place, it muft be proved that the emigrants are. 
her friends^ which, I believe, it would be extrernely> 
difficult to do. Has fhe acquired any power^ think 
you, Mr. Brown, by the importation of your Lloyds, 
your Callenders, your Reynolds's, yoiir O'Careys, 
&c. &c. ? 

This fubjefl: would admit of much more being, 
laid on it ; but nothing that Brown can print merits^ 
fo much as I have already beilowed on it.

Lyons Spitting. — A mifreprefentation of the tfanf- 
action which happened yefterday in the Houfe of 
Reprefentatives, between Mr. Lyon and Mr. Gx\€- 
wold, having been publiftied this morning in the 
Aurora, the following more corredl ftatement of the 
is^ is handed to you, to prevent the injury which 
that mifreprefentation feems defigned td do the c^a- 
radler of ^n injured man. 

Yefterday in the Houfe of Reprefentatives, while 
the members were balloting for managers to condu^l 
the impeachment of William Blount, Mr. Lyon, 
ftanding by the bar of the Houfe, and addreffing 
himfelf to a circle, of which Mr. Grifwold was one, • 
made the following obfervations — " That the Repre- 
fentatives to Congrefs from the State of Connedlicut, 
were conducing themfelves in the Houfe in direft op- 
poiition to the wiflies of their conftituents ; that they 
were purfuing their own interefts, and cared nbthing 
about the public, their pbjedl being to obtain offices 
for themfelves ; and that it mattered not whether the. 
office was worth one thoufand or nine thoufand dol- 
lars ; that the Reprefentatives of that State were admi- 
niftering opium to their conftituents to lull them 
afleep ; and that if he ihould go into that State, a^d 
take on himfelf the management of a printing- prefs 
for fix or twelve months, he could effect a revolu- 
ion, change the whole politics of the State, and 
turno ut the prefent Reprefentatives." 

On which Mr. Grifwold replied to Mr. Lyon, 
that he was much miftaJken ; for he could not pro* 

duce . 
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duce the efFcft if he fhould go into Connc(aicut, or 
change the opinion of the meaneft hoftler. 

Mr. Lyon faid, he. knew the temper of the people 
of Conne<aicut ; he had to fight them in his own 
diftridt whenever they came there. Mr. Grifwold 
afked him, whether he fought them with a woodm 
/word? Upon which Mr. Lyon fpit in Mr. Grif- 
wold's face. 

Mr. Grifwold, from refpedk to the Houfe,and be- 
ing inftantly cautioned by fome of his friends, r6- 
preiled his indignation* 

The motion to take up the fubje<St in the Houle, 
was made without the previous knowledge of Mr. 
Grifwold,

Mr. Jefferfon encouraged him to fepublifli his libels 

"here— and he has called the Congrefs thieves. 

Doctor Reynolds was a United Irifhman, He 

'fled hither for repofe. He aflifted at the hanging of 
King George in effigy, on board the fliip in which 
he came paflenger — and he has ajftfled in a r-^H baji 

■ attempt to vilify the charaQer of the American Secre- 
tary of State. 

Matthew Lyon cfamc from Ireland. He not long 
ago drank *• Sdccefs to the United Irijhmen^' then in 
open rebellion againft their King — and hefpit in the 

' face of an Afnerican Member of Congrefs. 



• Lyon in Congrefs^^ — Houfe of Reprefentatives, Fe-r 
' bruary i. The Speaker informed the Houfe that 
he had received a letter from a miember froni Ver- 
' xnont, which he was rcquefied to lay before them. 
Mr. Rutledge thought that in all cafes, when let- 
ters were fent to the Speaker to be laid before the 
^ Houfe, it would be proper for him to flate the fub- 
' Aance of fuch communications before they were 
• read, otberwife improper matters might be brought 
bfeforethfem. 

The 
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The Speaker allowed that the fuggeflion was a 
proper one, and proceeded to ftate the contents of 
the letter in his hands ; which having done, the 
reading of it was called for, and it . was read as 
follows: 
Sir, 
As the attention of the Houfe of Reprefentativcs 
has b^n called to my condu<5l in a difpute with Mr. 
^ Gri/woldj on a fuggeflion of its being a violation of 
the order of the \Houfe, and of the refpe6V due 
to it from all its members, 1 feel it incumbent on nie 
to obviate the imputation of intentional difrefpedl. 
. Permit me, Sir, through you, to aflure the Houfe of 
Reprefentativcs, that I feel as much as any of its 
members the neceflity of preferving the utmoft de- 
corum in its proceedings ; that I am incapable of 
an intentional violation of its rules ; and that if, in 
the prefent inflance, I am chargeable with a difre- 
gard of them, it is owing only to my ignorance of 
their extent, and that the Houfe of Reprefentativcs 
claimed any fuperintendence over its members when 
not formally copftituted, and when they are not en- 
gaged in adiual bufinefs. If I have been miftaken 
in my underflianding on this fubjedt, I beg the Houfe 
to believe that my fault has been without intention, 
and that lam very forry 1 havedeferved its cenfure.

through, a member propofed that it Ihould lie on 
the table ; when

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ation. Gentlemen \yould rccolle6l, he faid, that on 
a former bccafion, when an offence of the fame na-- 
tare was committed, a letter written by the offend- 
ing member was not only referred, but was alfo 
deemed a fufHcient apology to the Houfe. He did 
not know that this would be the cafe in the prefent 
inf^ance ; but that it might be, was evinced by the 
cafe to which he alluded..

>9vould be referred. — Agreed. 

As for this letter, no one will fay but it is ex- 
•a<5Hy what was tobe expe<fted from the Lyon of Ver- 
mont \ nor will any one be furprifed, that the ben 
Citoyen ISichdlas fhould exert his (lender abilities in 
favour of it. But there is one phrafe in his Ipeech, 
that I fhould not have expe6led even from him. I 
allude to his calling Lyoti^ offence, an offence of the 
fame nature as one formerly committed. Now, for 
my part, I never heard that any member ever af-- 
faulted another any where, much lefs ht the halt, and 
while the ffotfe was fitting ; and if even all this had 
before taken place, certain lam, that no man of any 
defcription was ever before known ioffit in another % 
face, except in fome dirty grog-fhoppr blackguard 
brothel. . I have paffed a confiderable part of my 
life among private foldiers, and I never faw or heard 
of fuch an action amidft all their vehement and 
drunken wrangles.

cafions. The Speaker was fitting in one of the 
members' feats, next to the bar of the Houfe, and 
members near him, of whom Mr. Grifwold was 
one. 

Mr. Lyon was ftanding without the bar of the 
Houfe, leaning on the fame, and holding a conver* 
fation with the Speaker ; he fpoke loud enough to 
be heard by all thofe who were near him, as if. he 
intended to be heard by them. The fubje6l of his 
converfation was, the condu6V of the Reprefenta- 
tives of the Slate of Connedlicut (of whom Mr. 
Grifwold is one). Mr. Lyon declared, that they 
a6ted in oppofition tp the intereft and opinions of 
nine tenths of their conftituents ; that they were pur- 
fuing their own private views, without regarding 
the intereft of the people of that State ; that they 
irere fecking offices, which they were willing to ac- 
cept, 
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ccpt, whether yielding niur thoufand or one thoo- 

fand dollars. He further obfervcd, that the people 

of that State were blioded and deceived by Ibofe 

Reprefentatives ; that they were pertnittcd to fee 

but one fide of the qucfiion in politics, being lulled 

, afleep by the opiates which the members from that 

'State adminiAered to them; with other expref^ 

. fiona equally tending to derogate from the. foMical 

integrity of the Reprefentatives of the State of Con- 

. neSiciit. 

On Mr. Lyon's obfcrving, that, if -he fhould go 
into Connecticut, and manage a prefs there fix months^ 
although the people of that State were not fond pf 
revolutionary principles, he could effed a resolutions 
and turn out the prefent Rcprelentatives ; Mr, 
Grifwold replied to thelp remarks, and among other 
things faid, ** If you go into Connedlicut, you had 
better wear your wooden fivord,*' or words to that 
efFedl ; alluding to Mr. Lyon's having been cafhier^d 
in the army. 

, Mr. Lyon did not notice the allufion at this time, 
but continued the converfation, on the fame fub- 
je6l. Mr. Grifwold then left his feat, and itood 
next to Mr. Lyon^ leaning on the bar, being out- 
jfide the fame. 

On Mr. Lyon's faying, " that he knew the peo- 
pie of Connedlicut well, having lived among them 
jnany years ; that he had frequently had occalion to 
fight them in his own difirid, and ths^t he never 
failed to convince them ;" Mr. Grifwold afked, " if 
he fought them with his wooden fwordf^ on which 
Mr. Lyon fpit in his face. 

The Commillee, having attentively confidered the 
foregoing flate of fa6\s, and having heard Mr. 
Cyon in his defence, arc of opinion, that his con- 
du<ft, in this tranfa6lion, was highly indecorous, 
and unworthy a member of this Houfe. 

They therefore recommend the adoption of the 

refolution 
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refolution fubmitted to their confideration by the 
Houfe,^ in the words following, to wit : 

«' Rcfolved, That Matthew Lyon, a member of 

this Houfe, for a violent attack and grofs indecency 

committed on the perfon of Roger firifwold, ano- 

; ther nrcmber, in the prefence of tHis Houfe, whilfl 

.fitting, be, for this diforderly behavour, expellbd 

therefrom." 



Accept of- a 
few obfervations on the attacks which have lately 
been made on you and your writings ; conftrtt&them 
not into a panegyric, but into a love of truth in the 
author ; who, in the detailing of fadis, Ihall have 
in view the. trite, although excellent maxim of 
Othello's—" Nothing to extenuate, nor aught to 
fct down in malice."

firange to tell, fome of the teachers of our holy 
religion adminiftered at fome of their, wild and 
frantic orgies * ; the bells of our churches, formerly 
ufed for facred convention, were fet a^ringing upon 
every real or fuppofed vidtory of the terrible Repub- 
lic ; their gaude and pageantry of folly, liberty caps,

tivals in William Street, faid grace to the gracelefs fans-culottes. 

The novelty of the thing plealed them fo niuch,that they inftantly, 

Di^hiscouclttfion, ialuted hioi with three cheers, plaps, hazz^, &c. 

4- aiid, 
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and tri-colourcd flags, were daily exhibited to a mo- 
bility, who overawed the rational part of the com- 
munity ; indeed, every fcnfiblc man flood appalled^ 
in thefc times of melancholy recoUec^ion. 

About that period, and at that criiis, you deter- 
minedly fteppcd forward the oppo/er of thcfe anarchs ; 
and you have ever fin^e, in a train of ronliltency, 
continued to hunt them down It is alfo to be ob- 
fcrvcd, that in your whole courfe you have never de- 
viated from being the friend of virtue and the foe of 
vice ; no man's name have you ever held up to ridi- 
cule or detefiation, if he was truly attached to reli-' 
E'on or government ; on the contrary^ fuch as you 
ive fatirized have been their known and declared 
enemies, dntifederalifls, infidels, traitors, pecu- 
]ators> and timc-ferving, Janus-likc printers. That 
you have utcd an afperity of language, againft them 
IS not to be denied. Juvenal and Perfius, Pope and 
Swift, nay, even the gentle, the polite Horace met 
with the fatuc accufations : mark the words of the 
latter — 

** Sunt quibus in fatira videar nimis acer." i Sat. 

Defpcrafe difeafcs require violent remedies. It is 
not a weak but a powerful dofe of fatire that will 
cure us of democracy. If our bane is fl:rong, our 
antidotes mull be ftronger. To cenfure vice is not 
fufficient ; the vicious muft be held up to public 
view. 

One of your aflfailants complains bitterly agaiufl 
you for not even fparing the dead. *^ De morluis nil 
tiifi bonumy^ is in general a good maxim ; but in 
many cafes it ought not to be obferved. The braad- 
ing the memory of the noted wicked vvith lb a me, is 
paying a tribute to virtue ; and fo thought the cele- 
brated Arbuthnot, when he wrote the never-dying 
epitaph upon the worlhlcfs Chartres. 

The laft, although not leall in the catalogue, ^of 

ofi'enccs^ 
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offences, wherewithal you are charged, is being a 
proflituied hireling to a Britifh faiftion. Credulous in* 
deed muft that man be, who can give ear to fudi an 
idle tale. For what purpofe fhould this fadlion exift ? 
Britain has all fhe defires from us ; we ufe her ma- 
nufa<Siures, and indeed fhe knows we can get them 
no where elfe : but, fay the democrats, fhe wifhes to 
be our ally : I fiifpeft this is overrating our confe- 
quence ; for I am afraid " fhe neither begs our fii- 
vours, npr fears our hate.*^ Indeed, as to an alii* 
ance, I believe fhe is pretty well cured of that dif- 
temper. The truth is, the democratic junto oppofe 
you, and all men who will not tamely fubmit and 
crouch under the lafh of the bafefl: tyrants that ever 
God permitted to curie mankind.

" This r'lfmg frofpertty of our country being ob- 
'' fervcd fnjl by the Britifh, they, /;/ confequence^ 
^^ began fpoliationson our commerce." This is a ma- 
lignant imputation of motives, hacked with an ab- 
folutc, and even an exploded falfehood. We well 
know, that what they call fpoliations on our com- 
merce by the Britifh, arofe out of the circum- 
llances of the j)refent war, and not out of any plan 
on the part of Great Britain, for checking the *' rifing" 
•* profperity of the country." And, as to \\tt hegiti" ' 
w/V/f fpoliations on this commerce, the charge is no- 
torioufly falfe. France iffued her decree for begin- 
ning, and did ahfohtely begiriy on the 9th of May, 
1793 5 whereas the orders of the Court of St. James's ^ . 
were not iflticd till the 8th of the following month. 
But what is this to the publifhers of a trimming 
Gazette ? They will as foon promulgate falfehood - 
as truth, and fooncr, if they can get more by' it. 

They next come to the ' French depredations, 
which they as falfely fay were " unhappily produced 
" by the Britifh treaty.'' Pray, modeft gentlemen,* " 
you who have the impudence to accufe me with lying, 
did you ever read the Prefident's Report to the two 
Houfes of Congrefs on the fubjedl:, or did you read 
ihy Gazette of the other day, which contains the fol- 
lowing extradl from that Report ? " Againfl the

« affignats/' * 

Now, if you have never feien this 'before, I will tell 
you, that this report was made in March, 1794,. 
Dot only before the treaty with Great Britain was con- 
cluded, but even before Mr. Jay failed for England. 
But why am 1 aftoniihed ? — It is the bafe pra^Aicc 
of you alii You are lifting and hunting — ^trumping 
up fomething or other continually, to juitify the 
vile conduct of France, by attributing all her plun- 
dering to the treaty with Britain, and thus finally 
throwing the blame on your own Government : — 
and this is your federalifm.

•' me, bafe varlet, with i/>?'* And yet you have the 
brals to accufe others of fpreading abroad fentiments 
calculated to invite the enemy to your ihores. What, 
I pray you, is fo well calculated to do this as your 
hypothetical, cowardly cant — ^your ifs and your buts^ 
and yonx fdhsfaSlion and riftUution? Is this the way 
to make foreigners believe you united, and bravely 
refolved todefenc^ your country ? " Let us bcjfrw,'' 
iky you. What ! Jink with 5^ ? Firm, while you 
are balancing bdween your own Grovernment and 
that of France? Firm, while you talk of giving 
faiisfaElion and making compen/ation ? I am mighty 
fond of this firmnefs, with an if at the end of it. 
It is farcical, and bears an infinite refemblance to 
the firmnefs of Harlequin, when, upon his kheesi 
he boafls the floutnefs of his heart. 

But, to tell the truth, all this would have paifed 
unnoticed by me, if the boorilh Yunts had let me 
alone.

^' bjackguardifm and infamous abufe. What honour 

^^ caD refult from a profeffion, in which the editor 

*^ is defptfed, difrefpt^Sedy and pointed out as an tm^ 

*^ generous liar and grofe calumniator, and in daily 

*^ fear of being chaftifed by an infulted body of men ?'* 

Now, what do thefe garrets-birds deferve for this ? 
Two contemptible animals, that live on garlic and 
cheefe, arid that are, I dare fvyear, bitten raw-boned 
with the bugs, have here had the effrontery to vilify 
me and my friends, as having fet the example to the 
ion of Old Franklin, when it is notorious to the 
world, that my paper was begun from no other mor 
tive than that of oppofing him-— of providing an 
antidote to his poifon. They unfortunately j(lumble4 
on the name of General Wafhington. Was it I 
that called him a legalizer of (orruption^ and that 
accufed him of murder j on his retreat from office ?-

•* The liberty of the prefs !'' After Judge 
M'Kcan's famous charge, I never thought to be 
teafed any more on this fubgedl. I was in hopes. 
the boa^, and even the name^ of any fuch liberty, 
would have been prudently kept out of light ; but, 
to give the — • his due, the mumper§ go farther 
than his Honour. They will allow the prefs to 
communicate nothing but " hi/foricj commercial^ and 
'* political news.^^ They will not dllow it to hold up 
the quack to ridicule and contempt, the villain to 
fcorn, or the traitor to public hatred aridihdigna^' 
tion. They will not fuffer the dull furfaoe of their 
oblivious pool to be difturbed by the curling of a 
fatire, an anecdote, or an epigram. Much gotxl may 
if do thfem ! This fort of liberty of the prcfe does not 
fuit me ; and it it did, it would not fuit my readers. 
I have often expreffed my aftoniihment, that there 
ftiould be people found to fupport a dronifti flaeet 
like that of the Yunts. For my part, juft in the 
very form that it comes to iny houfe, I coniign it to 
the pafleboard-man's bag ; and it was by mere acci- 
dent, that one of my minifters caKl his eye on the 
polumn and a quarter of impudence that has called 
forth this reply.

Lyon. — ^Yefterday the Houie of- Reprefent^tives 
came to a decifion on the filthy condudl of this ipit- 
ting hero. . 

An amendment was propofed by the fupporters of 
Lyon (for, ftrange ^s it may feem, fupporters J[\ti has), 
the objedl of which was to fubftitute a reprimand in 
place of expulfwn. This was rejedled by the gentle- 
men with difdain. They very truly faid, that to pu- 
nifti fuch an odiolis, fuch a bafe offence, in fo flight 
a manner, would be infinitely worfe than doing no- 
thing at all ; as it wpuld, in fome fort^ be giving a 
fan£tion to brutality. 

The original refolution for expulfion was then put, 
when there appeared 52 for it,-^ and 44 againft it ; and

** the A\fv World r—^' This enlightened Gouncil/* 
continues lie, " formed under more happy aufpices 
*• than that of ancient Greece, will be the common 
'• refcrvoir into which the ftreams of particular inte- 
** rcfts from every part, will fall and be united. 
*' The delegates font to this auguft, Aflembly, will 
** there acquire more enlarged and fecial ideas, and 
** accomplijhments more ormwiental and dignified \ and 
•' all thefe, at their return, they will communicate to 
•* their conjliiuents'*' Ave AmphyCfioniaU Would to 
^Heaven the enthuliaftic Abbe were now alive ! 

The filthy affair of jL>'o;r, as for as relates to the 
difcuffions of the Houfe of Reprefcntatives, is now 
over. His /nf porters^ bis frierids^ and his e^mb^ 
though they provoked the examination of evidences; • 
before the Houfe, were extremely anxious to avoid 
debate on the fubjcih They wifhed to keep the 
thing as much as poffible hidden from their coofti- 
tqents, as well as frpm the world in general ; and it 
is. for this very reafon, that I have refolved, if it 
pleafc God to grant mc life, to make the whole bufi- 
nefs as notorious as the courage of Alexander, or the 
cruelty of Nero.

A Burning Shame. — ^The afl^ir which took place in 
Congrefs yefterday wa.s but imperfedlly related in ipy 
Gazette of laft night; I (hall therefore, now, en- 
deavour to give it more in detail.

You muH: needs think the maa 
was not very much at his cafe in this fituation. He 
ran to the fireplace, and catched up a'pair of /o«f^ 
(jufl: like — a lady)j and attempted to ufe them ; but 
his antagonifi prefently difarmed him, and continued 
to beat away with as regular a flroke as did tke drum- 
mers of Gen. Gates i on a former occafion. At lafl: Lyon 
made ihift to clofein with him, when Mr. Grifwold 
immediately kicked him up, and made him meafure 
his length on the floor. Here fcveral Gentlemen 
came and took ofi" the enraged New-Englander, or 
it is reafonable to fuppole that he would have con- 
tinued to pummel away for fome time longer.

" no enemy but vice and wickednefs. They alone

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** fapport that, perfidious Government— ft rikc it 

*' down, and let its downfall inform the world, that if 
the French people are the benefadlors of Europe^ 

"they are alfo the avenger^ of the rights of 

'* nations/* 

After this there was a patriotic drunk, juft fuch 
ones as we have feen at Philadelphia ; and the fol- 
lowing toaft was given : 

** The liberty of the feas\ — and may tlie republican 
" armies fooh refcue them from the yoke of that op* 
*' preffive Government which has fo long tyrannized 
« the globe." 

Thus, you fee, they have determined on tlie fate 
of this poor fellow. If ever he gets out of the fight 
of land, he is^ gone. He*ll never trouble them any 
more.

Pi£lure of Virginia.. — To the Editor of Porcupines 
Gazette. Sir, I have fometimes entertained the opi- 
nion, that we too, in this State, experience many 
evils from the reflraints laid on the liberty of the 
prefs. In your State, its freedom is aflailed qnder 
the fandtion of legal authority ; in this,, it is kept 
under complete thraldom by the printers themfelves. 
With the exception of a very fn^all number, oqr 
Dewfpapers (we have no other publications from our 
prefsj are conduced by violent democrats^ who bow 
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to the authority of ihc/overe/gn people; and wh* 
admit nothing into theirpapers that may fcem, in the 
fmallcll de;;rce, to trench upon the prerogative of the 
fovereli^n. Hence it is, that all our public proceedings^ 
beiij^ condiu^cd on democratic principles, e&ape 
tiiufe remarks and flridures which might be of feir- 
vice to the public. Since thd eflabliihment of your 
paper, we are now and then rubbed up a little ; but 
you are too diftant from the fcenc of adlfion to 'be 
able to get fufficient information concerning our 
proceedings, and are too much engaged olhetwife 16 
have it in your power to beftow that attention on ta 
and our tranfa6tions that we merit. In fadi^.fuch is 
the complexion of the times, that we could give 
fafficient employment to almoft every quill io you^' 
Porcupine. 

You have occalionally, I obferve^ noticed fomfi of 
the proceeding* of our State Legiflature. I wifli I 
had Icilbre and ability to give you a full account of 
all their proceedings ; of the motives by which they* 
were actuated ; and fuch remarks on the two grand 
parties, ihe Federalifts and the Anti-federalifls, pr^ 
as they are fonietimes defignated, t*he lovers of goofil . 
government, and the anarchifts, as their conduft 
deferves. Such an account would merit the atten- 
tion of the whole Union. Such an account, hoWr 
ever, I don't at this time pretend to give. I can 
onlv mention a few particulars.

took place, lixty-fix voting in the affirmative, and 
fifty-one in the negative., Unlefs the French, our 
dear friends, fhall, in their great wifdom, decree 
fomething that may glance a little towards the fide 
of religion and morality, which is not very likely, 
you may cxpe6i to hear, that, next feflion of our 
Affcmbly, 'an aft is paffed prohibiting all our good 
citizens from paying any homage, any degree of 
worfhip to the Supreme Being, under the (evere pe- 
nalty of being accounted vilg artftocrafs. Had our 
great political leader been in the AiTembly at the 
time when tl^c French decreed the burying-ground 
" the place of eternal flcep," wc Ihould have fol- 
lowed the example. We now poffibly may pafs a 
decree that " there is a God," but that any degree 
of worftiip afcribed to him, would be utterly incon- 
fiftent with our dignity. And to our legiflators' 
juftice it muft be allowed^ that in every thing that 
faa» a tendency to abolifheven the appearance of re- 
ligion among us, they ftridlly comply with the prayers 
and injundlions of their conftituents. We are re- 
markably fond of aping the French ; and therefore 
ftudy with the greateft zeal the writings of Tom 
Paine, particularly his Age of Reafon. Your prin- 
ters and bookfellers to the northward of us, with 
becoming zeal, have, poured in upon us thoufands 
and teti thoufands of copies of ihdii fubUnie produc- 
tion, and we have not been backward in acknow- 
ledging the obhgation. You can fcarcely form an 
idea of the refined pleafure it affords us. The plan- 
ter whp has not perhaps opened a book fince he left 
fchool, eagerly ftudies T. Paine ; devotes days and 
nights to him \ in his going out and in his coming 
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in, is never without hrm ; reads bim to his children dd 
Sundays, and quotes his wife fayings at all times 
and feafons. The merchantj when he retires from 
behind his counter, fludids T. Paine with thenioft 
profound attention ; and, on all occafions, feema 
as eager to diffrminatc his writings as to fell his 
broad cloth. The lawyer often lofes the thread of 
his argument hy interlarding quotations from 
T. Paine. In fhort. Sir, we are become a nation 
t( Painltes ; and if you wifli to do us a real fervicej 
do you advife your friend Bache inftantly to get 
read}' a fufficient flumber of copies of Paine*s writ- 
ings, with fuitable elucidations of the text, to in- 
troduce into our fchoolsandfeminariesof learningi 

The next part of our enlightened Affembly's pro- 
ceedings that attrafled the attention of the public 
was what related to the />rg/^«/£j//W of the Federal 
Grand Jury. I obfcrve you have already heard 
fomething of the bufinefs ; but it would have don6 
jrour heart good to have been prefent during the • 
whole of the Jiuings on that occafion. If I am nof 
miflaken, it was moved, that the Juings (hould be 
declared permanent during the difcuffion.

I recolle6l:, at the 
beginning of this feflion of Congrefs, you once or 
twice ox pre fled fomeToZ/WW^ at his not appearing 
in his place in the Senate. It was faid he was thed 
«ttunufa<J\uringthe faid petition forXhe fovereigfUj^eo-^ 
pic of CabcrjE. difl:ri6l. It would be well to give it 
a place, at full length, in your paper when you can 
fparo room tor it. During the time it wa^ before the 
Howfc, which was for feveral days/ 6ur grand poli- 
tical 
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ficai B^o poured forth torrents of true xilemocratic 
eloquence and antifederalifm. About two thirds of 
the members ftrenuoufly fupportcd him with theijr 
IpeecheS and V()tes whenever he delired them ; and 
it. is believed by many, that they would have fup- 
ported him in ^11 poffible cafes^ rignt or wrong. 
Allow me to whifper to you the prime fource of this 
gentleman's antifederalifm — hatred to General fVaJh" 
ingtQu. During the revolutionary war, his condu6t 
wAs (uch, on a particular occafion^ that, bad miTi^ 
t^ijy difcipline been enforced, be would have been 
tafliiered from the army with infamy; The conl^ 
inander iii chief did all he bould to fave him froni 
difgrace.

But let us 
reafbn from experience ; let us fee what has inva- 
riably arrived to other countries, and let us not in- 
dulge: the deceitful hope, that we are to be exempted 
from like calamities. 

When the Government of iPrance was over- 
thrown, when property in that country was felzed 
on as, public fpoil, and when the proprietors were 
mafiacred, the people of America attributed the 
deflruflive and bloody work, not to the principles 
now in adtion, but to the long oppreffio?i under 
which the people had laboured. Had the revolu- 
tionary defolation been confined to France, this 
reafbning might now hold good ; but we have feen, 
that in all countries, whatever might be their go- 
vernment, their language, or their religion, where 
French influence and French principles have gained 
a triumph*— in thefe countries we have feen that 
anarchy, pillage, univerfal mifery and vaflalage, 
have been the immediate confequences. How vain^ 
how fiupidly prefumptuous, then, muft it be in us 
to hopp that the like caufes will not here, as well as 
in Europe, produce the like effects ! 

If the people are prepared for another revolution, 
if they have refolved on fplitting their country to 
pieces, -or on furrendering it to France, it is ufelefs 
to fay any more on the fubjecSV : if they have doomed 
themfelves to deftrudlion, the efforts of Congrefs 
and of individuals are vain ; but while they continue 
to boaft of their independencey for God's fake let 
them do- fomething to fupport it. They have /aid 
enough ; but it requires fomething more than talk-

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;«§•. Empty gafconadcs and toafts never yet van* 
quifhed or dilheartencd an enemy, and particularly 
an enemy that reads into the very hearts of men^ 
that knows how to infinuate himielf every where, 
to carefs thofe whom he hates, and to be the confi- 
dent of him whom he betrays. Feafling on the 
birthday of General Wafliington will, believe me, 
do no good, while the hero himfelf is at Mount 
Vernon, and keeps his perfon, his opinions, and 
his very name, from giving weight to Goveroinent, 
and a fandlion to its meafures. Indeed, this cele- 
bration, this teflimony of afFedlion and gratitude, 
though highly laudable in itfelf, has anfwered, at 
the prefent time, no other purpofe than that of ex- 
hibiting an unpleafant contraji^ and of difcovering a 
feeming coldncfs towards the man who jGtands in 
need of the countenance of the friends of the coun- 
try, and who well deferves their confidence, their 
love, and gratitude. He took the helm m the -mo- 
vieni of danger ^ of greater danger than ever was 
known to this country ; and it is he who ought to be 
the objeft of fupport, of cordial, hearty, and open 
fupport. I have been led into this laft topic rather 
unwarily ; but I fee not a word that I will blot. I 
have exprefled my fentiments ; and, however they 
may differ from thofe of others, I am confident 
that they are juft and pertinent. 

No opportunity, not the moft unfavourable, 
Ihould be negledted to give ftrength to that on 
which our all depends. Every man of talents fhould 
contribute his mite ; yet how few do we fee who 
have public fpirit enough to write, or even to fcratch 
out a paragraph ! Were I a Fisher Ames, or a 
Hamilton, I fhould think myfclf almoft a traitor 
to my country, if I remained buried in my farm, ot 
fpending my time pleading at the bar. No Go- 
vernment but a defpotifm ever long exifted without 

puhlie 
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public Jpirit ; and as to a free republic, it is its onlj 
Support.

the friends of the Government. Should thcjrwow' 
find you amongft the number of their enemies, will 
they not fay, and with reafon too, that you ever, in 
the day of trial, give your weight to the foes of your 
country ? Will they not fay, that you are always 
oppofed to its independence ? 

JDepend upon it, that (under God Almighty) your 
fafcty, the fccurity for your property and yourlives, 
lies in the ftability of the Government. If that falls, 
you ate cruftied in its ruins. Therefore, if your 
principles will not permit you to arm in its defence, 
do not, in the name of God, furnifh arms to its 
enemies 1 Do not excite difguft and contempt ia 
your friends, and render the name of Quaker a re- 
proach. As the canting hypocrites come to you on 
the errand of peace, in peace let them depart ; but do 
not diftionotir your names by placing it at the bot- 
tom of a petition, which will be brought forward and 
fupported by the defenders of Lyon ; which will be 
extolled by the Aurora^ and applauded by thofc who 
have declared Jesus Christ to be. an impojlor. 

I fhould not have faid fo much on this fubjedl^ ii;i.- 
deedj Ihould not have troubled you with a word, had 
1 not been aflTured that fome very worthy men. of

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your fociety had already become the dupes of this 
nefarious artifice. Meflrs. James Pemberton and 
David Bacon ligned the petition (and were followed 
by feveral others), without perceiving what they were 
about. Thefe two gentlemen have lince exprefjfed 
their regret for having figned, and Mr. James Cref- 
fan has had the commendable refolution to efface 
^lis name from the lift. Thefe circumftances fug- 
.gefted to me the propriety of putting you on your 
guard ; and thoHgh you may, at prefent, think the 
intrufion impertinent, I am confident the refuU of 
the petition, will not fail to furnifh my excufe*. 



tVeatherill^ the fighting Quaker^ turned Peace-maker. 

.—As fome of my diftant readers may wifli to have 
more particular information refpe6ting fo incon- 
liftent a chara6^er as Weatherill, and left they 

.ihould imagine that he is ftill a Quaker, I beg the 
Philadelphia reader*s permiffion to give a rather more 
full account of him and his principles than canpoiP- 
libly be gathered from the imperfedt hints and allu- 
lions thrown out in my paper for fome days paft. . 

At the breaking put of the revollitionary war, 
this man was. one of the fociety of Friends, com- 
raonly called Quakers ; but he loved liberty, as it 
was called, better than obedience audpeace ; and there- 
fore he took fuch a part in hoftility againft the 
King's Government and authority, as fubjetfted him 
to expullion from the fociety. I do not fay that he 
did wrong as an American, but as a Quaker he cer- 
tainly did; and his expulfion was no more than 
what he had in reafon to expedl. 



* This article, which was circulated in hand-bills alfo, com- 
pletcly dcftroycd the petition. Thofe who h^d figned it, went and 
crafed their names. 

Several 
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Several others took the fame part with himfqlf, and 
>^fete, like him, expelled ; but thisj though the na- 
tural confequence of their condudt, was refented by 
them as unjuft; and counting lipon the prejudice at 
that time prevailing ^ainft the fociety, they fued 
them for a partition of the eftate, confifling of the 
meeting-houfes and property attached thereto. No- 
thing, furely,. could be more abfurd than any pre- 
tenfion of this kind, unlefs it viZA.DoSor Prlejtley\ 
propoiition for the church clergy in Great Britain 
to give up part of their glebes and tithes to the diC- 
fenting minifters, of whom he was one. But it was 
thought by the expelled Quakers, that no abfurdity 
or injuftice was too great to be overcome by the 
partiality at that time exifting in their favour. They 
were, however, iniftaken. The caufe was pleaded 
before a Committee of the Aflembly of Pennfylvania, 
and the decifion was in favour of the fociety ; wbicb^ 
confidering the temper of the times, I have always 
looked upon as refle<Slfing great honour on the AjfTem- 
bly ; and it may be citied as a proof of the injufticc - 
of the comparifon which has been often made be- 
tween the revolutionifts of America and thofe of 
Prance. 

It will be eafily believed that gain^ and not godti^ 
mf$y was the flimulus to this fuit. But having failed, 
the expelled Quakers were refolved to make a fchifm , 
m the fociety if poflible ; they therefore formed 
themfelves into a feparate fe6l, denominated them- 
Iclves Free Quakers, and built a fort of temple or 
fynagogue. They were at firll pretty numerous^ 
but they foon began to fall off, and have been upon 
the wane ever fince, till at this time they are hardly 
known as a religious fociety. To turn an honeft 
penny, their temple has been let out for a fchoot, 
and for various other purpofes, not one of which, 
it may be fafely affirmed, is lefs ufeful than that foj: 
which it was originally intended. 

K 2 Weathcrill, 
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Wcatherill, who from the. flexibility of his priii* 
ciples might be very properly called Weathercock, 
has bcei), and yet is, tlieir prielt or Rabbi. He 
holds foith to them at times, and performs the other 
ceremonies of his office ; but as to his doctrines, 
they bear no more rcfcmblaiice to thofe of the 
Sociefy of Friends^ than' the manners of the Popes 
bear to thole of Saint IVter and his companions. 
• The prieft VVeathcrill has, all this while, been 
very indefatigable in attacking the principles of the 
ibciety from whicl) he was expelled. He, about 
eighteen months ago, \vrole a pamphlet, called, 
" An Apology for the Free Quakers,'* ihowing, as 
he fays, that excommunicdl'ion is inconfifieni voUh the 
CoffeL And, to tell the truth, it was in order to 
introduce this publication, and to contrafl: the fen- 
timents it contains, with thole he now is the advo- 
cate of, that I have taken the trouble to draw both 
him and it from that obfcurity, to which, without 
any kind^ of interference, they were irretrievably 
doomed. 

In tins pamphlet, which for fophifiiral cant yields 
not to the writings of either Prrejileyov Old Franklin^ 
he labours through many a page to prove that war, 
in defence of one's fclf, or one^ couniry^ ts juftijiahU^ 
After having faid a good deal on the fubjedt, he con* 
eludes thus : — ^' It is agreed that government is of di^ 
*^ vine ordinance : this the people called Quakers a'd- 
"*mit. I trufl: it is here fhown that government cannot 
*' cxifl: without defence, the /word being its fmews. 
" Government, in its effence, is a defenlive v^iar ; a 
•^ defenftve ivar^ therefore, cannot be sinful.*' 

The comment on this text needs to be but very 
ihort. The man who has thus -apologized for the 
hoftile condudl of himfelf and his fellow-apoftates ; 
the man who thus infifted that the fivord was the 
Jinems of government, and called to tlie Quakers to 
gird it on ; the man who thus explicitly declared his

This is not, I think, a proof of that anxious defire 
which it has been vainly fuppofed Great Britain has 
tp xqak^ a pomioxpn caufe with America. She con-

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fults her own iritereft, her permanent intcreft ; that is, 
the ferpeitcation of her maritime fupefiority ; compared 
to which, the trifling advantages attending the pro- 
fperity of hrr maniiracftories, is hardly worth men- 
tioning. I am very much afraid thatihe would ftand 
by, and view with indifference, if not with pkafure, 
the defiru6lion of the commerce of this country, of 
its infant navy, and even of its independence. Ame- 
rica is becoming a dangerous rival to both England 
and France ; and though it is next to impoffibic that 
they fliould ever unite for her deftrudtion ; yet, were, 
the work begun by the latter, I am ftrongly perfuaded 
the former would not interfere till it was finiftied. 

It is faid, that of lb much importance isHhe trade 
which Britain carries on with America, that the peo- 
ple would not fuffer their Government to.fland a calm^ 
fpe6iator of. its ruin. By the peopli, I prefume, arc 
meant the merchants^ ; and thefe, though numerous 
and very re1pe6table, do not conipofe one thouiandth 
part of the nation; nor arfe men, whofe views are 
'necefTarily confined to objedsof a pecuniary natut«, 
the fitteft perfons to judge of what is the true policy 
of an extenfiv^ and powerful empire. Trade, give 
us trade ! is the burden of their prayers. For trade 
they cry war^ and for trade they cry peace. But very 
weak indeed muft be a cabinet who is influenced by 
their clamours. The advancement and the prefer- 
vation of the power and the glory of the nation, 
and the happinefs ofhisfuhjedfs in general y will evel^ be 
the grand objedl of a wile prince, aided by able and 
faithful counfellors. 

If, indeed, a cprdiafl and hearty alHa"nce for th^ 
mutual benefit of the two nations^ had taken place be- 
tween this country and Britain, the great immediate 
advantages that the latter would have derived from 
the curtailing of the duration of our enorrtioufly ex- 
penfive war, and from the means of making a peace 
according to her wifhes ; if this had taken place. 

Great 
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Grc^t Britain would probably have found rt conve- 
nient to become inftruraental in the advancement of 
the greatnefs of America. But to fuppofe that ftie 
will become fo gratuitoufly ; to fuppofe that fhc 
will fofter the growing flrength of a dangerous rival, 
merely for the purpole of preventing a fmall dimi- 
nutk)n of her trade, is an abfurdity that nothing but 
the moft prcpofterpus vanity could ever have engen-« 
dered.

My readers will recoiled that thefe young Ega^ 
lit6s were l^ere for a long time, and that they ex- 
plored the Wcftcrn Countries of thefe States. Af- 
ter having examined the very corner of the promijed 
land J we now fee them difembarked at the mouth of 
the river that leads to it. 

It is well known that the revolution in France was 
firft ftarted by the ever infamous father of thefe 
young Egalites, with the view of placing himfelf on 
the throne. ' He met with his juft punifhnxent.. His 
fans-culottes, whom he employed to murder his king, 
at laJft tprned their knives againft his own breaft, and 
he fell an abhorred and execrated monfter,-r— 
But, notwithftanding this cataftrophe, the Orleans 
faSion has ever exifted, and does yet exift in France. 
It is even faid that part of thofe who now rule that

Tluit this proje6l is abfoliitely matured, I will no* 
fay; but the circum fiance of tlicir being fo cordially 
received by the Spaniards is a ftrong prefumpliv^^ 
proof that things arc in train towards it. We hav^^" 
Jcen the devotion of the King of Spain, and of alf- 
his governors and oliiccrs, to the will of the French 
divan. They made him declare war againft his ally ; 
they have driven out his fleet to fight their battle?, 
and when it was beaten, they have called on him to 
punifh the comma ndci^. We have fecn them ufe 
him like a vaifal, like a mere tool, and we have fecn 
that his ambaffadors and officers in every quarter of 
the world, have firidlly followed the example of their 
inafler. Is it poffible, then, that thefe young Ega- 
lites would have met with fiich a favourable recep- 
tion from a Spanifh Governor, had they not been 
furniftied with fome particular recommendation from 
the defpots of the day? We ha"ve feen the Spani- 
ards drive out other emigrants by thoufands, at the 
nod of Barras and Co. : ought we not, therefore, to 
^ conclude, that the Governor of New-Orleans had 
received fome fpecial orders refpecfting the hanijhed 
fons of the traitor of traitors ?

Much afraid I ana, that they will find but too 
many dupes. What men wipi to he true they gene- 
rally helieve, whether the^e be any reafon for their 
belief or not The jiational pride too, 1 am afraid, 
is funk, if not quite extindl. It is the natural con- 
fequence of fubxniffion to a long feries of injuries 
and infults. Tamenefs in' time becomes habitual. 
When once men have brought themfelves to fubmit 
to degradation with contentment ; when once they 
have been able to find an apology for their humi- 
liation ; in a word, when national prejudice, par- 
tiality, and f)ride,r have all given way to avarice and 
cafe, the commonwealth is on the brink of de- 
ftruflion^ 

I Ihall be happy, to fee my miftake — to fee the 
fpirit of the country prove my fears to be ground- 
lefs ; but thefe are not the times for flaftery. Till I fee 
fomething more energetic and decifive on the part 
of the friends of Government than I have yet feen ; 
till I fee them adding as well as talking ; in fhort, 
till I fee five hundred gentlemen of this city fpend 
their leifure afternoons toiling a mufket iq place of a 
glafs, I (hall have but a very poor opinion of the 
public fpirit of the country.

This is the firft of their underhand circolaf 
epifllcs that has come to light fince the publication 
of the fatal difpatches ; and it defervcs particular 
attention, as it clearly indicates the line of condudt 
they now mean to purfue, and the grounds on 
which they hope to juftify themfelves in the eyes of. 
their cortftituents. '•

«* Dear Sir, 

*^ I haftcn to inform you, that the Prefident did, 
in purfuance of a refolution of our Houfe, confi- 
dentially lay before iis on the 3d inft. the ttiftru£iioni 
to, and difpatches from, our Envoys extray for the 
purpofe of adjufling our difFerenccs with the French 
Republic. 

** Permit me now to call your moft fcrious at- 
tention to the communications of the Prefident to 
Congrpfs, on the 5th and 19th ultimo, as their im- 
portance and magnitude muft firongly enforce upon, 

your 
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your mind, that the prefent orifis is truly awful arid 
portentous, and, as fucH, ought to claim the aid of 
the beft voifdom^ patrioiifm^ ^hdfoUcy, founded upon 
temperance^ that America poflefles, to aid in the 
Adoption of meafurcs the beft' calculated to ivert 
the dangers which now threaten her, as the Ame- 
rican mind muft be flrongly imprcflcd with this all- 
important truihy that peace is the ilrong hold and 
bans of hernational greatnefs, profperity, and hap- 
pinefs : on the other hand, war alt-ruinous thereto, 
as it prefents evils innumerable, the extent and re- 
fult of whidi, no human wifdom can forefec. 
However, left you may not have feen the communi-* 
^tions alluded to, I will bring to your view the 
mofl prominent features : viz. the one of the 5th ult. 
contains a letter, dated Paris, January 8 th, from 
our Envoys,' wherein they ftate, they were not then 
accredited, nor did they entertain any hope of ac« 
oomplifliing the objeA of. their miffion; and that 
ibey had every aflurance to believe, that, in con- 
formity to a recommendation from the Executive 
Diieftory,- a detree would pafs both Councils, autho- 
rizing the (eizing and condemning all neutral v^f- 
fels, loaded in whole or part with Britifh manufac- 
tures. In the fecond meflage, that of the rgth ult. the 
Prefident tells us, that the powers vefted in the En- 
voys extra, were commenfurate with a liberal and pa- 
cific policy ; knd that he now confiders it incumbent 
on him to declare, that he perceives no ground of ex- 
pectation that the objefts of their miffion will be 
accompliihed, on terms compatible with the fafety, 
honour, or eflential interefts of our country ; and 
that, after a careful review of the whole fubjedt, with 
the aid of all the information he has received, he 
difcerns nothing that could have enfured its fuccefs, 
omitted oh his part ; and therefore he thinks ft|r- 
tbcr attqnpts cannot be made, confiftent with thofe

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maxims for which our country has contended, «t 
ever}' hazard^ and which conflitute the baiis of our, 
national fovereignty. Then proceeds to recommend 
the adoption of luch meafures as the ample refburces 
of our country afford, for the protedjon of our fca- 
faring and commercial citizens ; and alio adds^ tfa^ 
the prefent (late of U^ing^ is fo efleatially different 
from that in which inflrudlions were giveji[i to the 
coUeAors, to rellrain vefTels of the Unitqi States 
from failing in an armed condition, that the pdnci* 
pie on which thoic orders were iitued has cc9&AAfi 
cxift, therefore the reflraint (except in. parjLicalar 
caies) is difcontinued. When you conten^plate the 
import of the above, and weigh coolly and a^tt^Q^ 
tively the awful confequences that may arife theart>- 
from, and examine the caufes which have coptr^ 
buted to engender a flate of things fi>^ inaufpicious tp 
America's befl intierefls, 1 and fenl^ble you muAibel 
the keeneft regret and deepeft af^i£lion thero&F^ 
]iay, couldi the progrefling events be coipmi^nic^ite^ 
to the tombs of our departed Iji.eroeS; I am fure tb^ 
would ligh and mourn ; but, alas I tljie criiis has fXr 
rived, big with the fate of our country, and bri^gr 
ine with it fuch impelling force, as to render it iu^ 
diipenfably neceffary that we fliould aiTume ^jpoHr 
tipn and adopt a line of policy by which we are de- 
termined to be governed. 

** Therefore, in order to enable us to fix on a^ 
courfe of condu6V, that may beft comport witll our.

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Envoys, and then bring into view the advantages 
derived from the prefent reftridled ftate of our com- 
merce to France and her allies, conne6\ing there- 
with the prefent high prices agriculture enjoys for 
the various articles of its produce ; i^tnd, repreffing 
irritation, appeal to our beft refle<5\ions, and weigh, 
with oor fober judgments, in the (cales of our na- 
tional intcreft, the extfting date of tilings; and, as 
it retpeAs commerce, it is greatly elucidated by the 
fol^ned official fammary of exports to foreign na- 
tions, and then pronounce as to peace or ivar. 

•* You will readily perceive our exports to France 
and her friends, amount to 36,462,752 dollars, and 
thole to Great Britain only to 8,569,748 dollars ; fo 
th9t a war would unavoidably lead to an exclufion 
of out commerce from the ports of France and thofc 
ef her allies, and which muft inevitably tend to 
augment our taxes, whilft it diminifhes the means of 
payment. And when we contemplate the wonderful 
events which have marked the rife and progrefs of 
the prefent European war, and review the great 
igfeffion of the coalefccd powers, though operated 
on by the ftrongeft poffible incentives to remain 
firm to ^ach other, and behold their prefent pofition, 
wonder ceafes to exift % with proof fo recent and fo 
all-abundapt before ns, that no tie or engagement 
can pqifefs fufBcient hinding force to induce one na- 
tion to continue in a ftate of warfare^ for the ad^ 
vancement of the intereft of ariother nation, when 
Ae can feparately embrace terms of peace advan- 
tageous for herfelf, will furely powerfully admonifh 
the American mind, at this critical pera, ta treat 
with difdain and fovereign contempt, all do6lrines 
which have for their objed qur interference in the 
prefent oonteff, and thereby plunging ourfelves into 
Ae vorlex of foreign intrigue and policy, from 
whence it 19 evident we can derive no good, but put 
to hazs^rd ev^ thing that is dear and ^rod to free- 

Is 4 men ; 
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men ; and l)y thus intcrwcavinp our defliny, wc muf 
coinmii \he. repofe of our country to foreign agency^' 
in iiK h a manner as will by no means correfponc^^ 
with ils true intcreft. Added to this, do not appear-'--" 
anres Itrongly combine to prove, that the war is ra-* ^ 
pidly approaching to aclofe, when we advert taita^ ^ 
prclcnt itatc ? France and her allies, Spain and Bor, 
taviay arrayed on one part, and Great Britain oa 
the other, for the invalion'of whom, the French Re^, 
public is making the moft formidable prepaiationa 
that ever were known, under the influence of an ^- 
thuliafm, it is faid, unequalled heretofore ; and alt 
accounts infpirc a belief that it will be fpeedily at- 
tempted, under the diredion of Buonaparte^ tbQ 
ilfue of which, time will beft unfold. ' 

*• Therefore, under thefe circumft^nces, let mci 
afk you, if it would not be wife in the United Statea^ 
to exercife forbearance, by drawing herfelf withia 
herfelf, and dire^ her fole attention to the arrange- 
snent and improvement of her refources and Hiilitarj;i 
llrength, and animate them with a vigour which on^ 
readily bring them into prompt and adiive energy, 
without anticipating the fmallefl connexion withy oc. 
aidfroniy any nation whatever ; and thus fituated^ 
and thus influencedj to ufe the Tailor's phrafe, Ui, 
upon our oars, as it is poffible, a ijiort lapfe of time, 
may produce harmony and adjuflment ? 

" I fhall now proceed to give you the outlines o^ 
the difpatches from our Envoys extra. They purport,

cards of hofpitality ; after which they were amufed 
with frequent vilits, by two perfpns (defignated to

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the Executive Diredlpry, who, they fai4, wer^ 
^uch exafperated at the FVelident's fpeech to Con- 
gtch in May laft, 

^^ One of thofe perfops only pretends an acquaint- 
ance with the French Minifter of Foreign Affairs, 
and declared he was not authorized to make any 
propofal from him, notwithfianding he talked of a 
loan from America to France, of 32,000,000 of 
Patch florins, beiides a fufficieucy to pay all de- 
mands of the American citizens againft France s 
alio a douceur of 50,000/. ilerling. Thefe fubjedls 
were repeatedlyurged to the Envoys, ^vd conftantly 
ifepelled by telling them they had na power to give 
inoney^ nor were they authorized to negotiate a 
loan. On the loth of December ult. our Envoys 
wrote to the French Minifter for Foreign Affairs, 
pointing out their awkward and delicate iituatioUt 
^nd the unfortunate Aate of their countrymen and 
their property, together with a recital of their 
powers, and their aftoniihment at no perfons being 
authorized to treat with them ; about the fame time 
ihey came to a refolution, to hear nothing farther 
urom unauthorized perfons. After this, feveral atr 
tempts were made to introduce the fubjeft by the 
fame perfons ; and a lady, who declares flie is not 
in the Minifler's confidence, urges the fame kind 
of pecuniary negotiation, and infifis on the pro* 
priety of America's lending money to France, 
France having done the fame to her in the hour of 
her neceifity. 

** Some time in January, our Envoys concluded, 
that if their letter to the French Minifter of Foreign 
Affairs was not anfwered by the week enfuing, 
they would addre)(8 the Diredlory. After this, one of 
the unauthorizedperfons who had before conferred 
with our. Envoys, called on Mr, Gerry, and accom* 
iianied him to the French Minifter for Foreign Af- 
^ fairs ; 
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fairs : who, affer much conyeriation, iatimated « 
williDgnefs to ferre our Envoys in an introdu<Slion ta 
negotiation, provided they would come forward 
with a propofition on the part of the United States, 
to lend the French Government fixteen millions of 
florins (being fix millions four hundred. thoufand 
dollars), by purchafing Duich fcrip to that amount ; 
and furthermore, to lend a fum adequate to pay the 
demands of American citizens againft the French 
povemment. 

'^ At this interview nothing feems to be faid about 
the 50,000/. fterling, douceur. On Mr. Gerry's in- 
quiry, the French Minifier of Foreign Affairs in- 
formed him, that the perfbn prefent was a man pT 
veracity, and to be relied on. 

" Mr. Gerry invited the French Minifter to dine 
with him ; th^ invitation was accepted — ^the other 
Envoys were to be prefentr— the day was fixed the 
(^ecade after the prefent : the loth of January had 
not arrived when the difpatches were clofed. 

" How far fuch unauthorized converfations, as 
held to our Envoys extra, by thefe perfons delignated 
by X, Y, &c. are entitled to attention, and how far 
they ought to have weight in criminating the French 
Minifler of Foreign Affeirs as an accomplifie ip that 
nefarious fcheme to fwiudle 50,000/. fl^erling from 
our; Envoys; and how far fuch communications, 
coming from fuch fources, at this moment are cal- 
culated for the promotion of the peace and true in- 
tercft of our country, I muft fubmit to your judg- 
ment. 

<* Permit me now to affure you, that no man i& 
more deeply impreffed with the great truft repolcd 
in him, ind the refponlibility attached thereto, than 
myfelf ; and that no one can eflimate the bleflings of 
peace within the pale of our independence higher 
than I do ; and therefore, as the dilpatches yet hold 

out 
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pjit a ray of hope of adjufiment, nothing on 'my 
part ihftU he done to impair or endanger nego« 
tiation. r ^ 

f* I am free to own, I am oppofed to arming out 
fnerchantrveifpls, a& I am fuUy perfuaded it 'has a 
tendency to lead to war, and 1 am apt to believe it 
would illy comport with Congreffionalrefponfibility 
to transfer the mofi facred depofit of all the powers 
confid^ to them, to the difcretion and prudence of 
fnafters of veflcls, oiany of whom, probably feeling 
no refiraints, having flrong prejudices and attach-- 
ment for ope or other of the belligerent powers, 
might 1)e tempted by the fmalleft irritation, under 
iuch influence, to commit aggrellions that would 
plunge us into war : thus, therefore, I will accede 
to no meafure that will deprive my conftituents of 
their difcretion on that awful head, as far as depends 
on them, through the medium of their reprefenta- 
tive. Remember, peace is like health — we never 
know its value until loft ; war is ever in our power, 
our cohfeut being neccffary therefor ; but peace, 
when once gone, is to be reftored by the confent of 
another ; its terms, modifications, &c. regulated by 
fortuitous circumftances. 

** As to CongreiHonai bufinefs, it has progrefled 
to flow, and has been fo difagreeably impeded, that 
I have nothing to communicate on that head worthy 
of mention, as you have long feen ere this, through 
the channel of newfpapers, thofe adls worthy of 
mention* We voted a repeal of the flamp-a6l, in 
our Houfe, by a vote of 5 1 to 42, but it was imme- 
diately rejecfted ;n the Senate, fo that it goes into 
operation the firft of July next. A partial embargo 
'jvas propofcd in the Senate, and rejedled, only five 
inembers being for it. 

*• I muft now conclude, by requefling the aid

Illiterate as he is^ he 
faw the danger of fubmitting thefe contents to thp^ 
perufal of cowitry fans-culoitn^ before his mind w^ 
duly prepared to refift the efFeds which they are cat- 
x:ulatcd to produce; and therefore, after juft. meur 
tioning that the difpatches had been communicated 
on the 3^ inji. he flops Ihort, and begs leave to caljL 
his friend's " mojlferiotis aUention to the cprnmunica^ 
" tions of the Prefident of ^th and 19/A ultimo I^^ 
What neceffity Avas there for this ? Thefe commu- 
nications were on the fame fubje<5l ; but they were 
1 ihort 
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fhort and unfatisfaftory, compared to thofe of the 
2d inft. which contained the difpatches themfelvcs. 
Why then fly back to the 5th and \ 9th of laft month ? 
Why not enter on the difpatches at once, if the 
writer was not afraid that even the bafenefs of his 
Jacobin friends would not be proof againft the in- 
dication they are calculated to infpire ? 

J5y thus introducing the Prefident's prior commu- 
liications, Cabell takes occaiion to comment on them 
naked as they (land, without any reference to what 
the difpatches havd brought to light. He takes oc- 
cafion to infinujtte, that they prove a propcnfity to 
war in the Executive ; and bafely adds the (till more 
injurious infinuation, that it is tne Federal Govern- 
ment which has " engendered a ftate of things in- 
"juriousto America's heft intereft;" and this too, 
obferve well, he does after the Houfe of Reprefent- 
atives, after he himfelf had declared, that the Execu^ 
the had done every thing that could and that ought to 
he doney to effe6l an accommodation with France, and to 
pre/erve the peace and the honour of the tiation. 

Having reprefented the President as bent upon 
war at all events, he next proceeded to reafon (if 
his dog logic can be called reafoning) againft war, by 
adopting Gallatin s degrading calculating fyftcm of 
policy. He attempts to Ihow, that it is much better 
for America to fubmit to all the loflcs, all the infults 
and injuries (he now experiences at the hands of the 
French, -than to take any meafure that may irritate 
them, *and produce open hoftilities.; becaufe, he 
fays, the exports to the French aTtd their allies are 
more than four times as great as thofe to Great Bri- 
tain. And here it is well worth obferving, that on 
this fubjed, the letter contains the very fentiraents, 
and even the very expreflions of Gallatin s fpeech, 
which was not delivered till ten days after the date 
of the letter/ Without fome concert between the 
parties, fiich an exadl coincidence could not poflibly^ 

have 
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have taken place. One of the gentlemen told Galli^^ 
iju thai 1)18 fpccch had been fabricated fonie time 
hack. The Genevcje denied it; but CabelPs letter 
proves the obfervation to have been jufl. 

Allowing, for a moment, that the queftioh of t^tfr 
or peace ought to be determined by mere calculation ; 
aUowin^^ it to he a mercantile trabiadlion reducible 
to the rules of arithmetic ; allowing that naiibnal ho- 
mur and independence ^ permanent fecurity {ox property 
and life, are objedls not to be put in competition 
with tlic profits of commerce ; allowing all this, than 
which nothing can be more prepoflerous and dc- 
crading* yet upon a fair calculation it will even then 
be found, that the prefent lituation of the country 
is intinitcly worfc than it would be if at open war 
with France. 

Inthefirft place, with refpe^l: to exports^ the ac^ 
rount is not fairly ftatcd. In confequence of thein^ 
famous decrees of the French, a great part of the 
morchandifc cleared out for France, Spain, and HoU 
land, is in reality deftined, and does adtually go, 
to the dominions of Great Britain ; and of the por- 
tion which goes to France and her poiTeilions, more 
than one third is never paid for. But I will even al- 
low of Gdlhitin\ arithmetic, and then I will infift 
that the redu6tion of the exports would be very 
trifling. The produce of America would find its 
way to the half-ftarved territories of France, Spain^ 
and Holland, in war as well as in peace ; and it 
would be nmh better paid for ih^xi it is now. 

One of the (landing objedlions to war is, IVhat will 
sQti^et b\ it ? France has nothing to lofe. And here 
it is to he remarked, that, when the dangers of war 
arcfpoken of, the allies of France are drawn up in 
battle array againll us ; but when its advantages are 
the topic, the lifter Republic Jlands alone. This is 
lonlilicnt with Jacobin impudence; but it oiipit not 
to iuipole on any one who has the leaft: preteniion to 

undcrilanding. 
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underfiandmg. If the two poor (ateUites . of the 
French join them in the war agalnft America, their 
poileilions will be expofed to her arms ; and if they 
do not, the exports io them will fufFcr no diminution, 
*Tis true that fifler France has nothing to lofe, ex- 
cept a few worthlefs colonies and freebooting priva- 
teers ; flie has brought herfelf to the happy perfec- 
tion of fans-culottifm, which leaves her every thing 
to hope and nothing to fear. But this is not yet the 
cafe with refpeft to Spain. The American adven- 
turers would find pretty pickings in the fouth. Be- 
lieve me, a ga)leon would be as welcome to the tars 
of New England as to thofe of Old England ; nor 
would the Prefident and Congrefs feel themfelves at 
all encumbered with the addition of Louifiana and 
the Floridas to their government. No ; policy would 
compel France to leave Spain at peace with Ame« 
rica ; as a contrary condud would put vengeance 
completely in the power of the latter, and would in- 
evitably deprive the lifter Republic of her land of 
promife on the MiffiflSppi. In a word, Spain, in cafe 
of a rupture with France, muft remain at peace (and 
confequently an open mart for American produce), 
orlhe muft furnifh a fource of riches and of conqueft, 
which alone would defray the expenfes of a war. 

After dwelling with all his drawling humdrum elo- 
quence on the dangers of war with *^ France and 
hr allies y^ CVi^^// winds up with calling on his con- 
flituents to *^ be wife ; to exercife forbearance^ and to 
lie upon their oars.^' Had he called on them to lie 
Upon their arms, he would have fpoke like a man. 
This is thepolition Americans now ought to affume, 
and that too in a literal and not a figurative fenfe. 
He and his democratic crew are lying upon their oars, 
and there let them lie ; but let not the people of the 
country follow their Ikulking example ; if they do, 
deftru(^ion fuch as devils never dreamed oij awaits 
them and their pofterity. 

Above 
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Above all, lays he, do not anticipate the "fmalleli 
" counexiou with or aid from any nation whatever." 
This, this is, and ever has been the favourite maxiin 
with the French fad ion. They very calmly tell 
you, that France will bring into the field the repub-* 
lie of Batavia and the monarchy of Spain ; that fhe 
has formetl ulliances ofFeniive and defenfiye, with 
many of the kings of the e^n-th, and that flie is 
ftrfttlly right in fo doifig ; but they tell you, at the 
ianie time, jou muft not do, or even think of any 
luch thing; that jott arc republicans, and that you 
ought to ftand and be kicked to death, or have your 
throats cut, rather than receive " the/malleft aid from' 
arty tuition whatever / / /*' 

How long, good God ! how long will the people 
of America lillen to this barefaced impudent Ian* 
guagc ? How long will they fuffer their unjuft and 
filly prejudices to render them the tools^ the fport, 
tlie prey of their infolent and barbarous foes ? This 
prejudice is the flrong hold of France ; it is the an- 
chor of her hope ; and fo long as flie can count upon 
it )i^ith certainty, Ihe will laugh at all the refentment 
which now is, and which can be exprefled againft 
licr. Let her once be aflurcd that the people of this 
country are ready to fubmit to her yoke, rather than 
form an alliance with Great Britain, and her yoke 
will foon be at their fervice. This alliance is the 
great objedl of her fear ; it is that, and that alone, 
which reftrains her from fending in her hordes from 
Louifiai\a and the Floridas; and when once that 
reflraint is done away, either by a peace with Great 
Britain, or by a clear indication of a general diflike 
to an alliance with that nation, Ihe will pour out the 
vials of her wrath to thelaft drop. It is for this rea- 
fon that a principal part of the labours of her agents 
is, to keep alive a hatred againft Great Britain, by 
reviving and mifreprefenting her condudl towards 
America during the lafl: Und the prefent war. — At 

other 
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other times, left the good fenfe of the people fhould 
have furmounted their, prejudices, they appeal to theit 
fears. They tell them that Great Britain is on the 
brink of deftruilion ; that fhe cannot long withflind 
the power of France, and that any connexion with 
her would involve them in her fate. In fhort, there 
is not a device which they have left untried to render 
unpopular the only meafure^ which, in my opinion, 
can long preferve thefe States from becoming the 
prey of the vultures of Gaul. Whether they will be 
fuccefsful or not, I (hall not take upon me to fay ; 
but this I have no hefitation to pronounce, that un- 
Icfe an alliance, a lincere, honeft, and efFedtive alli- 
ance, offenfive and defenfive, is formed with Great 
Bntain, before fhe lays down her arms, the man of 
fourfcore will not outlive the independence of Ame- 
rica. 

I (hall not dwell on CabeJH difguifed, garbled 
fummary.of the diffatches. The papers themfclvcs 
are before the public, and are the heft commentary 
oh his canting letter ; but I cannot help obferving 
how pathetically it comes off at the clofe. It begins 
with the difpatches from France, and ends with the 
death of his father ! I am pleafed, however, at this 
mark of filial piety, fo rare in a democrat ; but I 
think the fon will confole himfelf forthe ^^ afflidtive** 
event, if it fhould put him in pofleffion of fome fcorcf 
of pdunds, and particularly when he refledls that it 
has fpared his parent the inexprcffible pain of pe- 
rufing this fadtious epiftle.

Is not i\mjijierly love? . Yet, you fee, it rouieg 
^nobody. The gallant, the generous Ned Livingfton^ 
who let fall the precious pearls from his fparkling 
eyes, while he was relating the hardfliips of the 
American &ilors who were iippreffed by the Britiib, 
beholds all the atrocities of France with eyes as dry 
as gunpowder. 1 dare lay that the flabbing of thefe 
fellows in the guts, even if he had feen it done, would 
* have had no more efFed upon his tender feelings, thaa 
would the flicking of a pig. If a Britifti privatecir 
(though the inflance had been a folitary one) thu^ 
treated an American crew, what would have heet^ 
faid ! How loud and how univerfal would havebeer^ 
the outcry ! Satisfa£lion or war^ would have re-—*" 
founded from every quarter. But lince the fcornfu^B 
cruelty is committed by the French,^ by the ruffians^ 
of the lifter Republic, it paffes offfmoothly; it i^^ 
fwallowed without a hiccup : it appears in the papers^ 
under the head of Maritime News^ as an occurrence^ 
•of as little note as the carrying away of a top-fail, or^ 
the ftarting of a plank !

'3d, Refolved, That a Committee, confiding of 
fix perfons, be appointed to draft an addrefs in con- 
formity to the foregoing refolutions, to be prefented 
to the Prefident of the United States ; and that Sa- 
muel Relf, Edward Bridges, Charles Hafe, John 
Woodward, Charles W. Goldlborough, and Rich- 
ard Rufh, be the Committee for that purpofe, with 
infl:ru6liofis to report at the next meeting. 

Adjourned until Monday evening next at fevea 
o'clock. 

According to adjournment, on Monday evening, 
April 30th, 1798, upwards of eight hundred young 
Xtten aflembled at the houfe of Mr. Cammeron, Ship- 
pen Street ; whereupon the Committee appointed at 
the laft meeting, for the purpofe, reported the form 
of an addrefs to be prefented to the Prefident of the 
tTnited States, which, having been twice read, was 
Unanimoufly agreed to. 

The following refolutions were then propofed and 
Adopted, viz.

Prendent and Secretary.

Thus, then, are accompli fhcd my predidions and 
my wifhes refpedling this fordid, bafe, and degene- 
rate republic. Where are now fled all the imaginary 
virtues which Mably, Raynal, the rafcals Voltaire 
and Rbufleau, and all the filly tribe of minor pbilo- 
fophers and fmall politicians have afcribed to the 
Swifs? Whither are now fled that love of country^ 
which, if not now and then gratified by a fight of the 
dear fpot, was faid to produce ficknefs ; that un-

former ; but their number, I truft, is now very fmall : 
I trufl that the views of the French, now fo evident, 
and the dreadful examplesy before us> will eflfedlually 
dp away prejudice and infatuation. If, however, ^ 
f^Quld be miftaken, if any confiderable portion of 
the friends of Government fhould ftill rejeft the 
means of fefety for the fake of indulging their ili-

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grounded rancour, I repeat (and in the day of tri- 
bulation my words will be remembered), I repeat^ 
the independence of America is gone for ever. 

I know well that thefe fentiments of mine have been 
interpreted into^a: contempt of the courage oi the peo- 
ple of America. Such an interpretation is abundantly 
abfurd as well as malicious ; for, if the events of 
the laft war, which fo amply proved their courage, 
were effaced from the memory of man, yet I can 
never be fufpedled of holding in contempt the cou- 
rage of the defcendants of Britons. No, ; it is not 
that I fear a want of courage, but that I know there 
is a want of means. Let any reafonable man cafl his 
eye along the extent of this coaft ; let him for a mo- 
ment refle61 on the lituation of the fouthern States, 
and then let him fay, whether any earthly power 
but that of Great Britain can prevent an invafion : 
and if an invafion takes place, let him well remem- 
ber, that France has yet a faction in thebofomof the 
country, ready to take up arms in her' caufe.

To the People of America. — If the French were to 
invade this country, as a public enemy, in order to 
conquer it, to burn our towns, or to levy contribu- 
tions, there are few men, except they are citizens of 
France, that would be daring and profligate enough 
to join them. But this they will never do ; they 
have ftudied their part, and they know their bufinefe 
too well to attempt it. This would be ading like aa 
open and an honourable enemy, which they have not 
done againft a fingle State in Europe that they have 
CpprefTcd. No ! their forte lies in the curfcd arts of 
diffimulation ; and to thefe chi^y they owe their 
fucceft. 

They do not declare fo much rancour even again ft 
the Englifli nation, their ancient, powerful, and 
inoft dangerous enemy. It is againft George and 
Pitt that they denounce their vengeance. It is to re- 
ilore the freedom of commerce, to reduce the ty- 
rants of the ocean, and to annihilate the ariftocracy 
of the Government, as they pretend, but in reality, 
to plunder the nation of every thing valuable that 
they can carry away, and to leave behind them a re- 
public of Jacobins, dependant folely on the republic 
of France; They expect by this artifice to lull John 
Bull afleep, and if they fhpuld be fortunate enough 
to land, to' be joined by many of his bafe and dege- 
nerate fons. 

Juft fo would it be here ; inftrad of publifhing a 
manifeflo againft the people of the United States^ 
the)^. would declare, ai)(l if neceflary they would 

fweac 
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iWear by all the gods of their heathen calendar, 

that they feel no enmity againft any body but Wafh- 

ington and Adams, Jay and Hamilton, the Arifto- 

crats and Anglo-Americans : but as to the bon pen- 

fhy by which term they mean the indigent, corrupt, 

and profligate, thefe they would greet with the falu- 

tation of health and fraternity. Nay, I fhould not 

wonder if they fhould carry their effrontery fo far, as 

to declare that' it wa^for their fakes only, that they 

took the trouble to pay us a vifit. 

Depend on it, that, by prefacing their operations 
by fome fuch artifice as this, they would fecure the 
ajQiftance of an army of native and imported trai- 
tors ; fome of whom have been rebels in their native . 
country, and others have been poifoned by the mi(^ 
reprefentations of Bache and other incendiaries. 

There is nothing that has prevented them from 
making the trial before this day, but the naval power 
of Great Britain, which fo many fools and knaves 
.among us wifti to fee deftroyed. But (hould this ca- 
lamity be added to the many others that have hap- 
pened fince the commencement of the war, I would 
not give the pinch of fnufF I hold in my fingers for 
the independence of America ; nor would I accept 
the befl: private eftate as a gift, if I were obliged to 
refide on it ; for I am fure thofe remorfelefs free- 
booters would confider my wealth as a crime, and of 
courfe take away both life and eftate. 

What then can equal the ftupidity of thofe men of ' 
property (and fome few fuch there are) who ftill hug 
this dangerous predilection.^ From a vain hope that 
their eftates will efcape in the general plunder, and 
that becaufe they have patronized French principles, 
. they will, at leaft, be treated as friends and bre- 
thren. 

*' Qiiem Deus vult perdere^ frius dementaty Such a 
ftrange infatuation is really a gloomy fymptom, 
|f thefe men confulted the concurrent eviderrce of 

fads— J 
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faiJls — if they paid any regard to the experience of 
other countries, where the French armies have made 
an impreflion, they wou}d fee that, vmder one pre- 
tence or other, all the rich have been felc6led as the 
firft vidtims of defiru<5tion ; that no profeffions what- 
ever have faved their cftates from the fpoiler. The 
wealth of others is the natural food of a hungry 
French Jacobin ; he fccnts it from afar^ and he 
purfucs it as inflindlively as the vulture does a 
carcafs. 

After having ruined their own country, and ex- 
haufted their enemies on the Continent, in&tiabl'e as 
. the jaws of death, the monftCTS now feek to toh and 
to rule the ocean : and there is nothing but the naval 
flrcngth of Great Britain that can flop their career, or 
fix a neplusuhra to their ravages. It is not the dif- 
tance of America, or its woods and mountains, that 
can prote6l us from their bloody fangs. They knoW' 
the country as well as we do ; they have their emifla- 
ries in every corner, and they have their countrymen 
and allies in our bofora. When they have made 
their peace with Great Britain, if (hislhould unfor- 
tunately happen, while our difpute ispending, the 
Lord have mercy on us, for I am fure thefe demons 
of deftru6lion will have none. 

The French do not intend to give up a foot of their 
ancient territories if they can avoid it. They have 
never digefled the lofs of Canada, and with it, their 
dcfigns on the Atlantic fettlements. They always 
mention it with regret ; and at this time, when their 
ambition is not fatisfied with any thing fhort of the 
limits of ancient Gaul on the continent of Europe, 
it is quite natural that they fhould contemplate the 
recovery of this country. But they know this is not 
to be done by dint of arms, fo long as Great Britain 
and America unite to oppofe them, and they have 
accordingly fet every art of infernal cunning at work 
to embroil us in a war. Having been foilod in thia^ 

attempt 
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attempt by the firmnefs of our EKecutive, their buli- 
nefs now is, by means of mercenary writers and a 
difcontented fadlion, to keep up a jealoufy between 
the two countries, and thereby to .prevent them from 
acSing in concert. But be aflured, my fellow-citi- 
zens, if they Ihould reduce the flrength of Great 
Britain, or even weary her into a difgraceful peace, 
which God forbid ! one article of the treaty will be, 
that fhe Ihall not interfere in their difputes with the 
United States. Our bufinefs then will foon be fet- 
tled. With thofe hordes of unprincipled, profli- 
gate natives, and auxiliary blacks, whom they would 
liberate and armi ftrengthened by the accurfed divi- 
iion in our councils, we fhould hardly hold out two 
campaigns. This diiaftrous fate we have a chance of 
efcaping, by inflant and manly preparations for war, 
ofieniive as well as defenfive ; but none, not even 
the fhadovv of a chance, by continuing to fuffer 
their infults anid depredations like criminals and 
cowards.

to me the affumption of them in its fupport. Thtrl'^^ 
prefent tranquillity which pervades the United States^^* 
I fincerely hope to be but vengeance aileep ; anc:> ^^ ' 
when the recent meafures of the French Govern^r:^'*^^^^ 
ment Ihall be known, it will be time, in my opii^^^/'j 
nion, for it to roufe from flumber, and grapple witH-'^ ^ 
its antagonift. That the United States are at peac^^^^^ ^^ 
wifh all the worldy may yet afford to Chief Juflicc^^ 
M'Kean triumphant occalion to render thanks td 
God ; in me, I freely confefs, it infpires no fuch 
holy fervour. Whether this difpbfition of mind fa- 
vours of impiety, 1 know not ; but hypocrify at leaft 
has no fhare in it. 

"In fpeaking of the Chief Juftice, I allude to a 
late very extraordinary charge of his, to a grand 
jury, delivered in Philadelphia, in which the old 
man fpeaks about the necejfity of a government 
which " may be called a reprefentative democi^acy/' 
In . the fame charge, he denounces a printer for 
calumniating and traducing, in his newfpaper, bur 
magnanimous allieS; and recommends to the jury to 

prefent 
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prefent the impudent, fellow, who, in flagrant de- 
fiance of a recognizance to keep the peace, fiill per- 
fifts in his outrageous behaviour, in contempt of his 
(the Chief's) authority ; now, the high guardian of 
the laws fays not a word to the jury about certain 
other publifhers of newfpapers, from whofe prefles 
the vilefl. flander is continually iflTuing, againft all 
the decent iand refpedlable characters in his darling 
democratic government. No ! no ! fcandal, falfe- 
faood, defamation ; in (hort, every engine which is 
of ufe to deflroy reputation, that belongs to his own . 
countrymen, is very far from meeting his animad- 
verfion. It is only againft Porcupine (who fome- 
times dxv\x\gts family fecreis^ to be fure rather unfca- 
fonably, but whooftener tells monftrous true tales of 
OUT great allies and their little allies), that the rage 
o( his Honour is printed. * The market fcoundrer 
may go on with his hireling abufe upon American 
-citizens, and never Hand in, awe of a reprimand 
from the fame honourable gentleman. 

^* I beg pardon for digreflions, but I do cohfefs- 
that this Arain pleafes me greatly ; it flows with cafe 
and rapidity from an abundant fource, for fcarccly 
^ny fubjecSt fo much occupies' my thoughts, and irri- 
tates my nerves, as the tolerance of fuch a :prefs as 
Bache's at the feat of Government. I am not fond 
of reforming abufes by the help of mobs, but I 
would cheerfully abate fuch a nuifance in a fummary 
manner. Were I a perfonal fuflferer by French 
fpoliation, I could not bear to fee the mockery o( 
my .calamities, the exultation in my diftreflfes, of 
which Bache is fo prodigal : the reading of thefe de- 
teftable papers has made me as intolerant in politics 
as they are themfelves. I hate the dirty, low, hypo- 
critical democracy of them, and I fincerely hope for 
every Bache there may be a Porcupine throughout 
the world. As to coroplaifance, or decency, or de* 

licacy, 
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licacy, (hcfe are words not to be found in the dic- 
tionarj' of the I'ltlgar iou^ue^ which is doubtlefe the 
only one conlnhed by editors of newlpapers in the 
amendment or reformation of their orthography;

Frei}ch Rcpubhc is their caii/e^ I am glad there 
lives another man to tell the people that he lies.'' 



The Djfpdkhes from the Envoys which accompa-^ 
nied the Prefident's meflage of the 4th inftant, con- 
tain a copy of a very long letter to the French Minifter 
of Foreign Affairs, being a complete refutation of all 
the mifreprefcntations and falfehoods, on which the 
Paris defpots have built their pretext for aggreflion. 
This letter is entitled to gredt praife as a piece of com- 
pofition : the arrangement is happy; the arguments 
are ftrong and clear, and the ftyle is exadly that 
^hich is proper in a diplomatic correfpondencc ; 
but the introduiSory part of the letter, to give it the 
very mildeft epithet, is moft lamentably humiliating. 
It begins thus : 

" The underiigned Envoys Extraordinary and 
Miniftcrs Plenipotentiary from the United States of 
America to the French Republic, have been hitherto 
reftrained by the expe6lation of entering on the ob- 
jects of their miflion in the forms ufual among na- 
tions, from addreffing to the Executive Diredtory, 
through you, thofe explanations and reclamations 
with which they are charged by the Government' 
they reprefent. If this expectation is to be relin- 
quifhed, yet the unfeigned wijh of the Umted States 
to refiore that harmony between the two repuhUes which 
they have fo unremittingly fought to prcferve, renders 
it the duty of the underiigned to fay before the Go- 
Ternment of France, however informal the commu- 
4 nicatioift 
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nication may be deemed, (bme confiderations in ad- 
dition to thofe already fubmitted, relative to the fub- 
iifting differences between the two nations. 

" Openly and repeatedly have France and Ame- 
rica interchanged unequivocal teftimonials <5f reci- 
?rocal regard. Thefe teftimonials were given by the 
fnited States with all the ardour and fincerity of 
youth. It is STILL believed, that on the part of 
France they were likewife the offspring of real efleetn. 
They were confidered on the other lide of the At- 
lantic as evidencing a mature friendfhip, to be as du- 
rable as the republics themfelves. Unhappily the 
icene is changed, and America looks around in vain 
for iheaBy or the friend. The contraft both of lan- 
guage and of conduft which the prefcnt fo avowedly 
exhibits -to a portion of tke paft, has been repeat- 
edly attributi5d by France to a difpofition alleged 
to exift in the Government of the United States, 
unfiicndly to this Republic, and partial towards its 



enemies.*' 



What the Envoys might think of the matter I. 
know not, but I am bold to declare (and I will 
prove it by documents if required), that it is not 
believed here^ that, on the part of France, " thefe 
teflimonials were the offspring of real efteem ;'* but, 
oh the contrary, mere harlot^ike blandilhments, in- 
tended to delude and corrupt the people of Ame- 
rica, and finally inveigle them into an oppofition 
againft their own Government. 

The following paffages are flill more humi- 
liating. 

After fpeaking of the condudl of Genet, they 
fay : " Yet the Government, refolved to fee in him 
'* only the Reprefentative of a republic to which it 
" was fincerely attached, gave him the fame warm 
*' and cordial reception which he had experienced 
*' froni its citizens, without a fingle exception, from 
" Charlefton to Philadelphia. 

TOL. VIII. N ** The 
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" The recall of that Minifter was received with 
" univerfal joy, as a cbufimiation that his whole .fyf- 
" tem of condu6l was attributable only to hinifelf\ 
" and not even the pubUcation of his private inftruc- 
'• tions could perfuade the American Government to 
•^ afcribe any part of it to this Republic." 

My God ! could not the publication of Genef s 
private inflruflions perfuade the American Govern- 
nient to ajcrihe any part of his conduit to the Repub-^ 
lief Jufticc demands, that I fhould declare, that 
the American Government was npt fo wilfully blinds 
fo ignorant y or fo perverfe. Read Mr. Pickering^s 
letters, and then fay whether the American Govern- 
ment did not attribute Genet's conduiSl to his 
Republic. 

The merit of hlind infatuation has been pleaded at 
the throne of lans-culottifm ; that o( pafjive forbear- 
ance follows in its turn. 

" From the Minifler of France aJone could this 
" extraordinary condu6l be borne ivith temper. The 
*^ perfeverance with which they (the United States) 
^^ apologized for, and afcribed any occafional injuries 
^* they fuftained to the force of circumftances^ the in- 
*^ tereft which they continued openly to take in all 
** the fortunes of this Republic , manifefted partialities 
*' of a very different fort from thofe which have been 
" fo unjuftly attributed to them.'* 

Their ^^ perfeve/mg apologies'^ for ^^ occafional in-' 
*^ juries'^ committed againft themfelves, and their 
afcFibing the " occafonal injuries'" to '* the force of 
** circumflancesy^ and their continuing openly to take 
an intereft in the fortunes of the dear Republic, 
and their manifefiing partialities for her even after 
her moft abominable injuries and infolence : all this 
is very true, but all this could not be expelled to 
foften the hearts of Barras and Co. and the folemn 
promulgation of it could do America no honour in 
the eyes of the world. 

Next 
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Next comes fometbing to which I do not know 
liow to give an appropriate name. Merely to call 
\\, flattery^ is not to do it juftice. 

Speaking of tht acknowledging of the French Re- 
public, of which they make great merit, they lay : 
** The then iituation of France deferves to be re- 
•' membered. While the recolledlion adds, Citizen 
^* Minifier, to the glory with which jowr nation is en-- 
** circled^ it eUabliflies the fincerity of the United 
^ States." 

Again — " When that war which has-been waged 
" with iiich unparalleled fury, which in its vaft vi- 
" ciffitudes of fortune has alternately threatened 
" the very exiftence of the confiidling parties, but 
" which, ;>/ its progrefsy has jurrounded France 
" mth fuch jflendoury and ^AA^^fiill more to her 
" i}^^y than her territory!^ 

And is it true then, that the progrefs of this 
War, the progrefe (on the part of Prance) of tyranny 
unparalleled, of robbery, of athelfm, of murder, 
and of every thing that is dreadful to man, and for- 
bidden by Heaven; is it true, I fay, that this pro- 
grefe " has furrounded France with fplendour, and 
" added ftill more to her glory than to her territory ?'* 
Is this the fentiment of the people of America ? If 
it be, it is to be hoped they will partake in the 
fweets of this glorious progrefs. 

But, much as I difapprove of the paflages above 
quoted;, much as I muft ever difapprove of the 
flattery of thofe tyrants, and of pleading befpre 
them the merits of winking at, and apologizing for 
their injuries and infults ; yet, what I am now about 
to quote I difapprove ftill more. 

" In addition to thcfe weighty confiderations (for 
*^ preferving neutrality) it was believed, that France 
•* would derive mote benefit from the neutrality of 
" America, than from her becoming a party in the 



« warr 
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So, then ! after all the profeflions of zfincere and 
impartial neutrality; and after all the loud curies 
againft Great Britain for doubting it, the Envoys of 
America not only boaft of the predileAion for 
France, and of the partiality this country openly 
difcovered for her in all her fortunes, but they de- 
clare, in the face of the whole world, that me cf 
the reafons for this country remaining neuter, was, 
that it was believed (by the Government without 
doubt) ** that France would derive more benefit from 
•* the neutrality of America, than from hex becotfung 
*' a party m the war^ If this be true, it is not at all 
unfair to fuppofe, that, if it had been believed that 
France would have derived more benefit from Ame- 
rica's becoming a party in the war, than from her 
remaining neuter, fhe would have taken a part in 
the war, or at leaft that it would have been one 
leaibn for her doing fo. And this is called impartial 
neutrality ! 

The beft of it is, all thcfe humiliations produce 
no efFe6l. In vain do they (to ufe their own pathetic 
language), " in vain do they look round for the 
" ally or the friend ;'* in vain do they bow them* 
felves to the earth : the tyrants are deaf to their fup- 
pHcations. 

No notice had, on the 7th of February, been 
taken of this long letter, and the Envoys were then 
about to make frefti application for paflports to quit 
the country. It was yefterday faid, that the Prefi- 
dent had received accounts, from which he had every 
reafon to fuppofe they had a(5lually quitted the 
country.

prietor. The keeperefs, it feems, entertained no 
luch ifidivijibh monopolizing notions \ but, on the con-, 
trary, according to the true agrarian fyflem, fhc 
thought that the good things of this worid ought 
to be enjoyed in common by all mankind. Refolv-r 
ing to reduce her principles to pradlice, it was quite

Poor Cifalpine Republic. — Paris, March 26. Wc 
have announced that the Council of Ancients of 
the Cifalpine Republic had rejected the treaty of al- 
liance and commerce which its Plenipotentiaries had 
concluded with the French Republic. We are a(^ 
fured that this news is not only true, but the Execu- 
tive DireAory of France, indignant at this refulal, 
has pafled a fevere decree, by which, after fiatin^ 
that all the territory of that republic has been conr 
quercd by the enemies of France, ^nd that the m- 
dependetice granted to them was conditioned on a 
treaty of alliance and commerce, of which fome in^ 
triguing perfons brought pr bribed by their ei^emies^ 
decree, 

id, A contribution fhall be railed for the fupport 
of their troops in Italy. 

2d, The citizens, to the number of twenty-one 
(comprehending therein the Preiident appointed by 

the 
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tlic General in Chief to the DireAory), (hall be Juf* 
pepded from all their fundtions, and immediately ac^ 
refted. 

It is thought that the motives which led the Coim* 
cil of Ancients of the Cifalpine Legiflative Body to 
jcjeft the Vreaty are, ift, the article obliging them 
to furniih^ for an unlimited time, eighteen millions 
for the fupport of 25,000 French troops; 2d, that 
T¥hicb obliges them to fortify at their expenfe, and 
under the direction of French engineers, placea 
deAined to remain always in the power of garrifons, 
compofed for the greater part of French troops ; 3d, 
the flipulation of fubmitting the Cifalpine army^ to 
be conftantly commanded by French Generals. 

It appears to me (as I dare fay it will be to the reader) 
that thefe reafons of the Cifalpines are very cogefit ; 
but you fee they do not appear fo to fitter France, 
She thunders againfl: them, orders contributions t^ 
be raifed, and decrees that iwenty-one of their Icgif- 
lators, including their Prcfident, fhall be immedi- 
ately fufpended from their fundtions and arrefted! — 
Glorious independence ! Thb is the independence the 
infernal virago of the fifler Republic means to give to 
America. I^l^ard a Frenchman fay, fo long ago as 
the year 1795, that France, when ihe had wrenched 
this country from Great Britain, fliould have made 
it a colony of her own. This is the fentiment th^t 
every Frenchman entertains ; it is the national opi- 
nion, and it is very evident that it is the opinion of 
the Government. They have ever looked upon thefe 
States as withheld^ unjufily detained from their 
pile. 

What is now become of the boafi of *^ gl'olng //- 
lerty to opprefTed nations/' on which fo much weight 
has been placed by the ftupid and wicked adherents 
of France ?

month, 1 790 ; together with the minutes of the con- 
tributors made at their fpecial meeting, the lA of tbe

buUding* Signed by eighteen Contributors. 

Whereupon it was agreed that the Secretary fhould 
caale the will and minutes therein mentioned^ to be 
publiihed in one of the papers.

Pennfylvania Hofpitaly ^th Months 31, 1790. ^ 
At a meeting of the managers, the following ex* 
tradl of Dodlor Benjamin Franklins will, dated the 
7th of July, 1788, was now produced, viz. 

" Itoring the nuthber of years I was in bufinefs 
as a ftationer, printer, and poft-mafter, a great many 
fmall fums became due to me for books, advertife- 
ments, poflage of letters, and other matters which 
were not colle6led, when in 1757 I was fent by the 
Aflembly to England as their agent, and by fubfe- 
quent appointments continued until 1775 » when on 
my return, Twas immediately engaged in the affairs 
of Congrcfs, and fent to France in 1776, where I 
remained nine years, not returning till 1785; and 
the-laid debts not being demanded in fuch a length 
of time, are become in a manner obfolete, yet are 
nevcrthelefs juftly due. Thefe, as they arc flated in 
my great folio ledger E, I bequeath to the contri- 
butors to the Pennfylvania Hofpital, hoping that 
thofe debtors, and the defcendants of fuch as are 
deceafed, who no>y, as I find, make fome difficul- 
ties of fatisfying fuch antiquated demands asjuft, 
debts, may, however, be induced to pay, or give 
them as charity to that excellent inftitution. I am 
fenfible that much muft inevitably be loft, but I 
hope fomething conliderable may be recovered. 

" It ispoffible too, that fome of the parties charged, 
may have exifting old unfettled accounts againft mc ; 
io which cafe the managers of the faid hofpital will 

allow 
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allow and dedudl the amount, or pay the balance it 
tbey find it againft nie. 

*' Extradlcd literally from the laft wilt of the late

The circumftances under which this legacy is left 
to the contributors being conlidcred^ it is agreed that 
it will be improper to conclude either to accept ot 
rejed it without further confideration; for the pre-^ 
fent, the Board appoint Ellifian Perot and Cornelius 
Barnes, to take off from Benjamin Franklin's ledger 
E, thefcvcral balances due thereon ; which commiit- 
tee arc n^quefted to obtain what information they can 
refpcdling the debts^ and to call a fpecial meeting to 
teport. 

At a. meeting of the managers, 6th month, 28, 

1790. 
The committee appointed to examine the ledgers 
of the late Dr. Benjamin Franklin, aad to report 
thereon, now produced a ftatement of the feveral 
accounts arranged in alphabetical order; on the whole 
of which, there appears a balance due to his eflate of 
five thoufand five hundred and eight pounds, four- 
teen fhillings, and one penny. They . alfo report, 
they find divers blank debits and credits, th^ amount 
of which they are not able to afcertain. The commit* 
tee further report, they called on fevcral of the per- 
Ions, who appear to be in debt, fome of whom ^y 
they have accounts againft the Doctor exceeding con* 
Jiderably his demands againft them ; others fay the 
cftatesof their predeceffors have been fettled many 
years fince, and divifion made, fo that they cannot 
confent to admit of any fuch antiquated claims. On 
the whole, the cbmmittee conceive there is no pro-^ 
bAbility of ^ the legacy being produdlive, becaufethe 
adt of limitation applies againft all the demands on 
the. authority of this ledger ; and it being a condition 

annexe^ 
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annexed to the bequeA, that the balance fhould be 
paid by the contributors if any ihould be due from 
the teflator*s eftate ; the managers^ therefore, cannot 
accept of this gift> at the rilk of paying the debts of 
the decedent, unlets the contributors require them to 
do it : and therefore, in order to know their opinion, 
and to be enabled to purfue their directions, it is 
agreed that the clerk ihall advertife a general meeting 
of the contributors, to be. held at the hofpital qn 3d 
- day, the 13th of the 7th month next, at three o'clock 

in the afternoon, in order to lay before them an ex- 
^ tra£^ of the will, for them to proceed thereon as 

they may apprehend the occafion requires. 

At a meeting of the managers, the 26th of the 7th 
month, 1790, the clerk reported that he advertifed 
. the contributors to meet to confider of Dr. Franklin's 
legacy, who accordingly met, and made the follow- 
ing minutes on the fobjedl, viz. 
Pennsylvania Hofpital^ yfh Month, July 13, 1797. 
At a general meeting of the contributors held this 
day at the hofpital, purfuant to law, public notice 
thereof being given in two of the newfpapers of the 
city of Philadelphia, advcrtifing them to meet for the 
fpecial purpofe of confidering of a legacy left to the 
contributors for the ufe of the inftitution by Dodlor 
Benjamin Franklin, deceafed, and to determine 
what is proper to be done on the occafion, the follow- 
ing contributors were prefent — twenty-two members. 

An extract from the lafl will and teftament of Dr. 
Benjamin Franklin was produced by the managers, 
and read. The minutea of the managers refpedling 
this cafe were then read, and likewife the report of 
the committee appointed by them to adjuft the ba- 
lances of the faid ledger, and the anfwers they re- 
ceived from a number of pcrfons to whom they have 
applied, and who appear to be in debt. An alpha- 
betical 
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bctical lift of the debts taken by the fame commit" *^ 
Was alfo infpedted, and a general view of the led^^^ 
taken by the contributors, from which it appea:^^» 
that many of the debts are fmall ; numbers of tb^^^ 
arc due from perfons unknown, and all of them a ^^ 
from thirty to fixly years old, which precludes cveT^^ 
hope of recovering as mucti as will anfwer the d^^' 
mands exhibited againft the decedent. It is thcrtfbri^^ 
the unanimovs opinion of the contributors prefenPj tha 
the lc<ra(7 cannot with fafety be accepted. Undci^^ 
thefe imprcflions it is agreed that the managers 
ihould return the ledger to Do<5lor Franklin^s execu-' 
tors, with a copy of this minute.

Agreeable to the preceding minute^ the manager^ 
appoint Elliflon Perot, Cornelius Barnes, and the 
Treafurer, to return Dr. Franklin's ledger to his 
executors, with the copy of the minute which the 
contributors made on the occafion.

XT has long been thought, that the French

There were many wellwOHraning men, who 
became members of thefe feditious ^meetings from, 
ignorance, and who difcovered no inconfiderable, 
zeal in propagating thei^ principles; bqt, as foon 
as the bandage was torn from tbeir eye$*, ^n.d they 
^rceived the real views of Dallas * and the other, 
leaders, they turned their backs on them with 4e- 
teflation. 

This leflbn induced the French to exert their 
*^ diphmatic JkilV in choofing inftruments more fit 
for their purpofe. Ignorance, when allied with ho- 
nefty, was no tool for them to work with. Real, 
fincere villainy, then, without property, without 
principles, without country^ and without charac^ 
ter ; dark and defperatp, unnatural and blood- 
thirfty ruffians ; thefe were what they wanted : an4 
where tjould they have fought them with fuch cer- 
tainty of fucce£s, as amongft that refllefe, rebellious 
tribe, the emigrated Uhited Irishmen ? The 
wretches known by this name had efeaped from 
their country to avoid a punifhment jufl^ due to 
their crimes. Here they expcded to find an or- 
ganized fyfiem of perpetual anarchy $ the needy

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anticipated a life of lazinefs and plunder ; the am-^ 
bitiou? thought to grafp on power already moulded 
to their hands ; and all counted upon a ftate of 
things congenial to their own wicked difpolitions. 

Happily for us, they were deceived. They found 
a Government, which, if too weak (like their own) 
to punilh confpirators according to their deferts, 
was yet too fturdy to fall proftrate at their feet. 
They found property protedled from their frater- 
nizing clutches ; they law their hopes of political 
confequencc vanifti like a dream ; and, inftead of 
carcfles, condolence, and applaufe, from the people,' 
they met with the fame virtuous abhorrence that 
had followed them from the Ihores of their native 
land. 

Thus difappointedy thus mortified, thus humbled 
and difgraced, it was: not to be wondered at, that 
they conceived a hatred againft America equal to 
that which they entertained againft their ovVn coun- 
try ; and it is ftill lefs to be wondered at, that they 
enrolled tbemfelves in the treacherous fervice of 
Prance, 

The firft notice I had of the exiftence of a fociety 
of United Irifhmen here^ was by a printed paper (a 
copy of which the reader will fee by and by), dated 
the 1 8th December laft, and figned Js. Reynolds. 
It was enveloped in a piece of paper addreflfed 
tome, and was left, by an unknown hand, at the 
houfe of a pcrfon in Market Street. It was on the 
i6th of January that I received this paper ; and in 
about three weeks afterwards, the plan of thecon- 
imracy was conveyed to me through the fame 
dianneL

SeSlion I. That all such persons, and fuch 
only, (hall be eligible to this fociety of United 
Irifhmen, as fhall have fiifFered in the caufe of free- 
dom 5 or who, by their zeal for the rights of 
MANKIND, Ihall have rendered themfelves diftii}- 
guilhed and worthy of attachment and truft. 

[Thus, you fee, it is not Irishmen alone who arc 
eligible to this fociety, but all such persons 'as 
flwll, according to their cant, have fiiffered in the 
caufe of freedom^ or have (hown their zeal for the 
fights of mankind! In other words, every fcoundrel, 
of whatever nation, is eligible, provided he has been 
manacled or tranfported, or has rendered himf^lf 
worthy of the gibbet, for fome attempt at rebellion 
or fome adl of treafon, no matter under what go- 
vernment, or on what occafion ; or provided his fe- 
ditious principles are fo well known and eftablilhcd 
as to leave no room to doubt of his attachment to 
|be caufe. Americans, then, and Britons, and French- 

men 
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tnen, and men of every country being eligible to fte ^ 
Ibcicty, can any one be filly enough to fuppoie, that ji 
ihc confpiracy had Ireland in view ? What had any 
of thcte people to do with Ireland? But on tbcab- 
furdity of this we Ihall have time to remark by and || 
by. Indeed, the test itfelf gives the lie to this cant 
about Ireland. All that it is necelTary to remark on 
this fedtion is, that it provides for the adnuffion of every 
difcontentedy faSious man in the United States ; and 
that the latter part of it is no more than a copy of 
tlie qualification claufe of the Jacobin club at Paris;

VER NATION HE MAY RESIDE ! Ireland, therefore, if 
not totally difmifled by the test, is no more Gon-^ 
t^roplated by it than America is, taking the words 
in their literal fenfe; and we (hall fee in the fequelj 
that this bleffed liberty and equality is intended for 
America alone. 

The criminality of the purpofe and end of the 
combination is moft amply proved by the fedlion 
that immediately follows the test. " The test of 
/* this fociety, and the intention of the inflitution^ 
** fliall be kept secret and inviolable." The 
members may tell the world, that it is a *^ /octal 
** body attached to freedom ;" that is, they may give 
out that its principles are friendly to general liberty; 
they may reprefent it as one of thofe coUedtions of 
individuals that men of fenfe, ufnally laugh at, but 
they muft not fay a word about the intention of 
the infiitution, nor muft they difcover the nature of • 
the OATH. 

Now, if nothing more were meant than an aflb- 
dation againft the Government of Great Britain^ 
which they muft well know would excite contempt 
and ridicule, why all thisy^^r^^^.^ Why conceal the 
nature of the oath ? and, particularly, why conceal 
the intention of the inflitution ? 

By the 9th fe6tion we fee, that the difcoveries, 
made even to thofe who offer themfelves as mem- 
bers, are to extend no farther than " the fenfe of the 
" fix propofitions preceding the test." The teft 
itfelf they are to know nothing of, till they have 
gone too far to retreat, and then they are bound not 
to divulge what they have learnt. Firft,. the 
initiated member fwears, that he " will never, from 
" fear of punijhnient or hope of reward^ divulge any 
f^ of the fecrets given to him as fuch !" and then 
the iNt^2iTiON of the inftitution is immediately 

given 
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given to him as one of thofc inviolable fecretil it 
there were nothing wicked — nothing highly etimi- 
nal — nothing dark and traitorous in Uils intentioit; 
why is the difcovery of it thus guarded againft? 
Men never " fear funijhmenf^ for concealing what 
is not criminal. Indeed, this test fiamps the cba-' 
radlcr of the combination. A teft of fccrecy, as td 
the motives of the members^ is ellential to a confpi- 
racy ; and it is that which diftinguifhes this fodety 
from ** a facial boiiy^^ which is the chara6ier they 
wifh to appear under in the eyes of the world. 

Here again we perceive the plan to be little toxat 
than a copy of that of the Jacobin club in Francci 
The Cbriftian religion is difcarded, and the initiated 
wretch fwears by the *• Supreme Being.** Ncxtj 
liberty and equality to mankind is the objcdl, in ivhah 
tver country they may refide. The world aie to be toMj 
that the focicty is merely a facial body^ but its ttJ 
INTENTION is to be kept a fecret under the moft fc^ 
Icmn injundlions. Thus proceeded the Jacobins ** 
Paris, \h2ii facial body who overturned the Govertf^ 
nicnt of France. Playfair fays they hadi Pa^ 
ereedsy one to awtfe the public^ and another, thaty 
for a long time, was known but to the members. 

The oath of fecrecy neceflarily forbids a commu^ 
nication of one of the pamphlets containing th« 
TEST, &c. The perfon who made this commuhica-' 
tion to me, mud, therefore, have broken his oath; 
or muft have purloined the pamphlet. I rather think 
the former; becaufe, had he not thus committed 
himfetf — were it not that he was aftiamed to own 
himfclf one of the confpirators, and, at the fame 
time, incorred the odium of having betrayed hisr 
companions, it is pretty clear, that, poffeffirig aif 
inclination to make the difcovery, he would long 
ago have come forward as the initrument of ah eN 
fedtual profecution. He telld me in a note, whiclr 

covered 
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covered one of the papers, that he has found a 
clue to all their fecrets, and, as I, before ob* 
ierved^ he writes down the name of the printer in 
the margin. This latter circumftance was enough ; 
for, if the printing could be proved, or if it can be 
proved now, the printer, at leaft, can be punilhed 
ds a confpirator ; and this may lead to a difcovery of 
his employers. 

Having thus' remarked on the dcfign of the con- . 
fpirators, 1 ihould now come to the means provided 
bx enfuring its fuccefs^ by which the reader will at 
Icaft fee the extent of the plan, and will be fully con- 
vinced that its real objedt is the deftrudiion of the 
American Government.]

lowing manner, viz. when a fecSlion fliall amount to 

eight . members, they fliall fend one delegate to laid 

Committee ; when to twenty-two, two delegates ; 

and when to thirty- three, three delegates, who fliall 

not be re- eligible until they have been out. of offic^^ 

for a time equal to their term of fervice — two 

thirds of whom fliall form a quorum. The State 

Committee fliall meet monthly, or oftener, if ne- 

ceflary, and be partially renewed by a member from 

each fedlion ever}' month. 

S^aion 5. Diftant fe£iions fliall have the power of 
appointing perfons to reprefent them in their refpec- 
tive State Committees, from among their brethren 
whole local iituation may render attendance more 
convenient. 

Sedion 6. Each fedtion fliall appoint a Commit- 
tee of Secrecy and Correfpondence, to communicate 
with the State Committee, which fliall be regulated 
in like manner. It fliall alfo eleft, every fix

in office three months, and to be accountable to their 
Committee of Secrecy and Correfpondence ; he (ball 
alfo, if required, exhibit his accounts to the Secret 
Committee of any fedVion. The State Treafurer 
Ihall be appointed by the State Committee. 

Section 12. Every officer, and every member of a 
committee, is refponfible to the body by whom he 
was elected, and liable to any punifliment they may, 
on account of delinquency, inflidt. 
' SeOion 13. No perfon mall be eligible to hold two 
offices within his refpe6tive fedlion. 

Seffion 14. That when the State Committees, or 
the General Executive Committee, or a majority of 
the feiStions, recommend a revilion of the preceding 
Conflitution, it fhall take place, 

[Now, leaving the mere formalities and other tri- 
fling things aiide, let as take this plan, and look a4 
it in its fubftance. It is very properly called an " en* 
" larged Qrganizationy^ for it embraces an extent rio 
Icik than that of the whole Union. . 

Firft, we fee, that every reftlefs wretch, of what- 
ever nation, is admitted into any fe6lion of the fo- 
cicty, and has his name, place of refidence, &c. en- 
rolled on its lift ; bat, left the alTemblages fhould 
become unwieldy, or alarming to the magiftrates, 
thefe fedlions, when they get to a certain ftrength, 
ieparate, and the detached parts form new ones, 

juft as bees fwarm when the hive is over crowded. 
The troops being thus enrolled in the fe<5lions, the 

next thing is to render them manageable. Were 

the fedions fubje6ted to no fuperior command ; 

w?re tliey to remain fcattered over the country 
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\vithout any common head, they would be like fo 
many independent companies without* a comtnander. 
But thefe troops have not been raifcd to lie in idle^ 
nefsy and therefore a mode of uniting their efforts 
is provided. The fe6lions in every State are to fend 
delegates to form a StaU Committee \ and thefe iucr 
teen State Committees are to fend delegates to form 
a ** General Executive Committee ;** and thus is the 
whole brought to one point. 

So much for the organization. Now for the ope- 
rative part of the plan. 

*• The General ExECVTiYE Commiftee** (which, I 
have not the leaft doubt, is now fitting in Phila- 
delphia) keeps up- a confiant communication with 
the State Committees, and from it, the whole fo* 
ciety, or rather army, receives " diredlions** whea 
and how to aA. It has returns made to it of the 
numbers enrolled in each State, of the names, refi^ 
dence, and occupation^ of, the perfons enrolled : l>y 
this means it is at all times informed of its fhrength^ 
and of where that ftrengtb lies. 

When it is neceffary to act, the Grcneral JExe^ 
mfifoe Committee are to difpatch their orders to the 
^tate Committees; thefe to their fedlions, and thefe 
again (by their Committee of Secrecy) to their ^^- 
feffions. Here the orders reach the affive troops ; and 
tliat there may be no confuiion in their movements, 
thefe fubfeSions confift of only eight men each, all 
living near one another ; and one of thefe eight is a 
fort of non commifiion officer, who (to ufc the very 
words of the confpirators) is to " have the charge 
" of the other feven, and is to warn them in cases

Now, 1 appeal to any man of common fenfe, 
whether this infernal combination can poflibly have 
any other objed in view than an infurreflion againi^ 
the Government of America. What " cafes of ur^- 
** i^ncf^ can arife in this tiountry? What oppor* 

tunity 
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ttinity can offer itfelf Jiere^ for werturning th^ 
Brihjh Government in Ireland f Were the villains, 
indeed, fumilhed with wings ; could ihey, like other 
birds of paflage, aflemble in a flock and take their 
flight to Ireland, then the oftenfible motive of the 
afTociation would have fomethipg like plaufibility 
about it ; but, as they are, this oftenfible motive is 
a palpable abfurdity, a mere trick, which has been 
invented in order to inveigle ignorant perfons to take 
the TEST, and, in cafe of detedion, to award thie 
punifhment which the law awards to traitors and 
fpes ; or at leaft, to leave room for doubt and con- 
tention in the qourts of juftice, a bad chance being 
better than none, and. ten years imprifonment better 
than death. 

Ttiat this confpiracy is intended to aid the caufe of 
Franeey it is hardly neceflary to inllfl: on ; every one 
muft perceive it at the firft glance. What can thefe 
ragged rufHans expe^l to do alone? How can they 
alone fupport their current expenfes, exclufive of 
** cafes of urgency^* of arms, ammunition, &c. &c. ? 
By an atteijtion to the financial part of their plan, 
you will perceive, that tbe money they colle.6l from 
the membeirs is barely fufficieiit to defray the 
charges which muft neceflarily be. incurred for 
rooms to meet in. Who is to pay for pirintlhg their 
CONSTITUTIONS, their certificates? (which I hear 
are from an engraved copper-plate.) Who is fo pay 
ftr thcL time and travelling expenfes of all their de- 
legates from the fe<9ions'tb the State Committees, 
and from them to the General Executive Committee 
at Philadelphia? Who is to" pay a fum amounting 
to not lefs th^n forty thotifandi dollars annually ? — 
Who, but thofe who boaft of " difhtfiaticfkiU,'* and 
of their •* powerful faSioti in this country \** thofe 
who have long had in pay the \tk^mg patriots in 
Iielandji and who have conftantly fupported a 

hireling 
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hireling prcTs in each of the principal cities oi 
America r 

Next, ob&rve that the clofeft intimacy exifts be- 
tween the fanS'Culotte French, who are here the 
moll diflinguiAied of the emigrated United Iriflv- 
men, and a bafe American printer, notorioufly in 
Ihclirvice of France. Obfervc too, that Napper 
Tandy went from New- York to France, and that 
the confpiracy, as appears by its date, was not 
formed till after ive heard of his arrival at Paris. 

The leaders in this confpiracy are the very fame 
pcrlbns who condu6led that in Ireland. When a 
IcAion of their deluded partifans in that country 
were taken unawares by the King's troops, no 
money but French was found upon them, and this 
in a retired part of the kingdom, where it was im* 
poflible thele infatuated wretches could have come 
at it through any other channel than that of the def- 
pols of Paris and their wicked agents. And, if a 
confpiracy could be fo efFcdually paid there, in a 
country at open war with France, with an alien kmi, 
vigoroufly enforced, how cafy muft it be for them 
to maintain a hired and regularly paid confpiracy 
here, where there is no check whatfoever to thdr 
machinations ! 

This diabolical plan was formed on the 8th of 
Auguillaft, immediately before the yellow fever 
commenced its ravages in this city : with this in his 
recoUedlion the reader will form his opinion refpedl- 
ing the following, which is a copy of the printed 
iHifer, before mentioned.

" We have caufe to deplore the lofs we have fuC- 
tained by the difeaife which lately fiifpcnded our 
meetings ; and we are unwilling to afcribe the pre- 
fent negledb of attendance of fome members, to un- 
worthy motives ; but it is deemed a duty to notify 
to you, that thofe who in future abfent themfelves, 
cannot, conformably to the iSth article of the Con- 
(Utution, be regarded as belonging to the alTo- 
dation. 

" The next meeting will be held at fevcn o'clock 
on the evening of the aiftinflant, in the African 
ichool-room, Willing's Alley, which lies between 
Third, Fourth, Walnut, and Spruce Streets. 
" Signed by order of the Committee, 
" Philadelphiay " Js. Reynolds.

I am 
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I am informed, by one of the perfons who ma- 
nage the affairs of the African school, that the 
United Irilhmen have not aflembled there for fome 
time paft, and that the reafon of this was, their 
number wa^ become too great for fo fmall a room, I 
am alfo well informed, that two EngUJhmen have been 
admitted into the fociety (I dare fay there are t\vo 
hundred), and that they earneflly folicited another 
Englijhman to join it. Their ftrength, at this time, 
in this city and twenty miles round, conlifts of above 
fifteen hundred \ no contemptible number, if we 
confider how fhort the fpace is*lince they began to 
cnlift. K feQion has been, formed at New-York, 
another at Baltimore, and another is either formed, 
or about to be formed, at Chamberfburgh, in this 
State. Indeed, there is very little doubt, but we 
ihall very loon receive fatisfadlory information of 
their being organized in every State, and in every 
principal city and town in the Union. 

With refpedl to their calling their troops into 

^Slual fervice^ it is clear that they would proceed 

in the fame manner as the Jacobins in every other 

Ciountry have done.

If the '* diplomatic Jkiir of France had been ex- 
^xxifed with fuch complete fuccefs as the tyrants of 
tl:iat wretched country fuppofed it was ; if it had 
l>ecn found, upon trial, that Ihe poffefled a very 
*^umerous and formidable fadlion here, entirely de- 
'Votcd to her orders, thefe " cafes 0/ urgency" might 
V^vc ari&n from internal commotions. This fource 
^ow feeiAs to be dried up. The dilpatches from 
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France have robbed the " lifter Republic'* of all 
her adherents, except the moft abandoned and in- 
famous mifcreants amongft the Americans, her own 
{aos-culottes, and the liatf-giblietted democrats from 
Great Britain and Ireland. Nothings then, can 
give rife to one of thofe *• cafes of urgency" ihort 
of an invafion by Franre, cither from the Spanifb 
territory, or from the fea ; and, for an event of 
this kind, the confpirators are now looking with 
hopes much more languine than the wandering 
feed of Abraham ever looked for the coming of the 
Mciliah. 

An invafion oh the coaft is a thing naturally to 
be expc6Ved, unlets an alliance is formed with Great 
Britain ; and from Louiliana or the Floridas is to be 
cxpeded, whether fuch an alliance takes place or 
not. This, then, would be the " cafe of vkgeucy/* 
and thus the confpirators would a6l. Biefore the firft 
panic would be over, the whole affiliation would be 
in movement. They would thwart, threaten, or 
colledl mobs ; openly oppofe, or fecretly betray^ 
juft as it fuited their fevcral fitiiations. They are not 
viliblc now, but then they would be feen and felt 
too. I make no doubt but they have members, in 
fome capacity or other, in every public department. 
I (hould not wonder, if they had at this time fifty 
in the different branches of the poft-office. Thus 
has it proved in every country, which the infamous 
fans-culottes have invaded with fuccefs. In Holland, 
for inftancc, few people feared the invaders. The 
barriers were well fortified, well garrifonedj well 
fupplied with ammunition and provifions, and the 
people appeared unanimous in their hatred of the 
enemy. But the fortrefles fell, nobody could tell 
how ; the French arrived as if it were hy appointment j 
and many of thofe who had been the loudeft iQ their 
cxpreflions againft them, were the firft that they 
took by the hand. Thefe villains had held a cor- 
a refpondencc 
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T^fpondence with them, and afterwards made a 
boait of their treafon ; the Jacobin affiliation ran 
through all the United Provinces ; its memters had 
crept into every department, civil and military; the 
niine was completed, and, at the approach of the 
^iiemy, it was fprung. Juft fo was it in Italy, in 
Oeneva, in Venice ; fo was it in Switzerland ; fo ^ 

Will it be in Spain, and fo would it have been in 
Oreat Britain long ago, had it not been for the - 

Valour of her navy, and the watclifulnels and vigour 
^f her Government. 

To the danger o( fuch a confpiracy America is * 

peculiarly expofed. Her di/iance from France \% 
often, and, I muft add, very ftupidly, held out as * 

a guarantee for her fafcty. I might infift, that 
there is no barrier between her and the Spanifli 
territory, which nobody would deny ; but, waving I 

that, what, without the interference of Great Bri- 
tain, is there to prevent twenty thoufand fans-cu- ^ 
lultes from landing in this country ? And, if they u 
ihoald do this, how many circumftances has Ame- ' 
Tica againft her which no State in Europe knew any ■ 
thing of! 

From various caufes, thefe United States have be- 
come the rcfting-place of ninety-nine hundredths of ^ 
the factious villains which Great Britain and Ire- 
land have vomited from their fhores. They are all * 
fchooled in I'cdition, are adepts at their trade, and ,, 
they mod certainly bear as cordial a hatred to this 
Government as they did to their own. The French 
&Ds-Culottcs now here, capable of bearing arms, 
amount to at leaft thirty thoufand, all furious ruf- 
fians, puffed up with vanity, ftarvingwith hunger, 
and lighing for conqueft and pillage. 

Great numbers of thefe wretches, of all coun- 
tries, are what are called citizens; fo that no 
alien law will touch them. Several hundreds of 
French have very lately been admitted to this de- 
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flruciivc privilege; and it is well known, that 
REYNOi.Db h not only a citizen, but the polificai 
father of other citizens ; for he has been fuftered to 
vowch for their " good moral charafler, and thm 
•• attachment to the Conjlltntion^^ a neccffary pre- 
lude to their admillion *. 1*he penal code hafs been 
foftened down, till it has no terrors, except for the 
honeft man, who ftands in need oi pr^teffitm.-^ 
There are fixtccn Governments, all in fome meafure 
independent of the general Government, to whom 
the fafcty of the nation is committed ; and thefe fix- 
teen are very far from being all in the hands of fuch 
men as would lend their cordial fupport to that ge- 
neral Government. The villain who woi!ild get bis 
neck ftretchcd in the Federal courts, would very 
probably efcape through other hands. In fuch a 
flate of things, the civil magiArate muft hold a 
blunted, if not a broken, fword ; and as to the' mi- 
litary, though I would be willing to fiake evcify 
thing on their valour^ yet valour alone, without 
fkilml commanders, arid foldiers well difciplined, is 
like a razor in the hands of a child. 

But what renders the lituation of America more 
favourable to the views of France than any other 
country, is the negro Jlavery to the fouthward; On 
this it is that the villains ground their hope. It is 
faid, that fome of ihc free negroes have a:lready been 
admitted into the conspiracy of the Unixed Irish* 
MEN, and that fome flavc-holders either in Carolina* 
or Virginia have engaged, in " a cafe of urgency/' 
to fet their negroes free, in brder \o excite diicon- 
tcntfi amongft thofe of their neighbours, and thus 
involve the whole country in rebellion and blood- 
fhcd. I do not take upon me to fay that thefe pre-

4 paratory 
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Juratory fteps to have been taken ; but this I know, 
that nothing could be thought more hellifli or better 
calculated to enfure fuccefs. 

There are two forts of people who ^^xW/mile at all 
this, and will call it a mere bugbear ; thefe are, the 
inuddv-beaded men of indifference, and the Jacobins 
thexDtelves. But I truft the real friends of Goveru- 
;DCient will fee it in its true light, and will not-fufFer 
themielves to be lulled afleep by the fongs of Doc- 
tor " Repose'^ and his adherents. All. that thefe 
people want for the prefent is, to fee the Govern- 
ment quiet and unfufpecftirig. This is what they 
wJihed in Great Britain and Irefand. Every jpre- 
i cautionary meafure of the Legiflaturc or the Exe- 
■ cutive ; every inquiry ^ however legal, however deff- 
cately conducted, they brand with the name . of 
** j^ous t)rranny ;** and to every honeft man, wha 
las the zeal to come forward in the difcovery of 
flieir infernal plots, they give the appellation of 
SPY. This has had much influence on weak minds. 
Your ^od-naturedy peaceable man cannot bear the 
name ^iffy or informer : he would fooner fee his 
neighbours burnt in their beds, and his own wife 
anachildren along with them. J hope, however, 
Aat there i& yet good fenfe and fpirit enough left 
amongfl: us to defpife every thing thefe artful trai- 
tors may fay, and to defeat every thing they may 
attempt. The man who fhall bring the leaders of 
j^i;3 conspiracy to the halter, will deferve as well 
of his country as he who fliall Ihed his blood in its 
defence. 

I fhould here difmifs the fubje<Sl: for the prefent ; 
but, apprized of the dreadful efledls which Hfo 
UniTED Irishmen have produced in their owu 
country, it is impofTible for m<^ to fupprefs a hope, 
that the above proofs of their dangerous, deceit- 
ful, and indefatigable villany may reach their de- 
iluded adherents there ; and^ fiiould this be the cafe, 
▼oi(. VIII. a there 
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there IS a remark or two, which it may not be ami6 
to add, though not ncccffary on this fide the 
Atlantic. 

That the impious and rebellious crew, called the 
United Irishmen, have been organized and are 
maintained by, and a6l under the direflions of the 
favage tyrants of France, every perfon in Ireland muft 
^ have had repeated aflurances ; if, however, there 
are any who really doubt of this, and are not yet 
quite dead to conviction, their doubts mud certainly 
be removed by the evidence which is now laid before 
them. 

The perfidious French, who have conftantly un-

After this, who would not have expedted to fee 
tiiem fatisfied with the Government of America } 
They afiuredly ought to have been contented, or at 
leaft fuietj when baiking under the full blaze of 
that precious, cheering freedom, the reflexion of 
whoic rays they fo anxioufly and pioufly prayed for. 
fiat liow has it turned out ?* Nafper Tandy be- 
haved in fuch a turbulent manner, he vented fuch 
lavage abuie on all branches of the Government^ 
that lie was very foon driven from his lodgings as a 
monfier.

Nothing ihort of a ftate of rebellion can content 
thefe wretciies. All governments are to them alike 
hatefuL Like Lucifer, they carry a hell about wiA 
them in their own minds; and thus they prowl 
from country to country.

The accident altogether is a moft melancholy one, 
but it IS greatly heightened by the. circumflance of 
tlie Captain's lady being fo near as New- York, 
where (he was every hout in anxious expe£tation of 
Uie happinefs of meeting him.

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afferting, either that your informant mentioned t© 
you the thing that was not, or that you have grofsly 
perverted his meaning ? At any rate, have you not 
attempted to injure me in the opinion of my fellow- 
citizens ? All the reparation I require is, that yon 
pttbliih this, and the public will then have both 
fides of the fiory,- and be enabled to judge for 
therofelves.

TJie Difpatches from our Envoys at Paris, which 
are publifhed at length in this day's paper, prefect us 
with nothing new. They only place all-tne prqpo- 
litions of X, Y, Z, to the account of the Minifier 
of Foreign Affairs. Infamous Bache can therefore no 
longer impute the infolent demands to ** unauthorized 
agents.''

It is Tal- 
leyrand Perigord, formerly Bifliop of Autun. He 
firft apoftatized from his religion as a papift, and 
was made metropolitan of the new church. When 
not only this church, but Chriftianity alfo, were abo- 
lifhed, he apoftatized a fecond time, and became a 
heathen, like the reft of his countrymen. He went 
to England under pretext of feeking fafety from the 
violences of the Convention ; but the abfurdity of 
this pretext and the infamoufnefs of his charafter, 
made him be fufpecfted as ^fpy^ and he was ordered 
to quit the kingdom without delay.

The Re- 
public of France has made war on twenty nations ; 
ihe has made a dozen treaties of alliance, of friend- 
Ihip, and of commerce, and has flie ever ponfulted 
you ? Has flie ever, even after thofe treaties were 
made, communicated them to your Government ? 
No 5 ftie has never treated that Government 2U3gr 
other wife than as a fort of fubaltern municipality^' 
the creature of her*' power, and the puppet of her 
will.

In England the partifans of France have received 
a fevere blow : their laft-formed confpiracy has been 
diicovered, and traced to the London Correfponding 
Society, a great number of the members of which 
y have been taken in hold. The Government has 

d aded with a degre%of adtivity and vigour that muft: 

f flrengtheD the confidence of the people, while it 
cannot £ul to difhearten the gafconading enemy. 

Hanging 
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Hanging or fhooting, fomc fort of death or tranf- 
portation, is all that the villanous friends of France 
need fear. The troubles of their country, it» 
diftrefs, or the overthrow of its Government, they 
can lofe nothing by, becaufe they have nothing to 
lofe; and, in cafe of fuccefs, they may gain. Ifyofl 
will but let them go on, therefore, that is all they 
want. Should they fail, itill they are as well offa^ 
they were before. If you continue to profper, /A^ 
Jkare in your pro/perity ; and, if you fall, they divia^ 
your property amongjl them : fo that, unlefs you mak.^ 
them fufFer for their crimes, or, at leaft^ put theHB' 
in danger, before the enemy arrives, they have all 
the chances in their favour ; they are in perfe6l fe-* 
curity, and make a mockery of your anxiety and 
diftrefs. 

Let them, then, be made to fufFer ; fqueeze thenii 
tread them down ; let them feel fome part of the 
confequences of their treafon ; and, fhould they in^ 
vitc the ferocious enemy to your ihores, let them 
have the firft tafle of your vengeance ; leave not 
the fox in the fold while you go in fearch of the 
tvolf. 

For want of this neceflary precaution, every Go- 
vernment on the continent of Europe, in which 
there exifled any thing like liberty^ has been over- 
thrown. With this example before their eyes, thofe 
who adminifter the Governtfient in Great Britaiq, 
would richly deferve everlafting infamy, were they 
not to adopt the precaution : indeed, by their late 
acls, they feem refolved to do it ; to hunt the vil- 
lains out of their receffes, and to harafs them in fuch 
a manner as fhall convince them that treafon is nei- 
ther a pleafant nor a profitable trade. 

The difcovery of the confpiracy in England ha^ 
produced a change in the coj^iuft of the wicked 
Oppoftfion^ and even in that of the bafe Morninp 
Chroj^^icle, the Bach^ of Great Britain : but this 

change 
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change is to be attributed Xofear of what is to come^ 
and not to repentance for what is pajl. They fee that 
the fpirit of the nation is roufed ; look which way 
they will, a foreft of arms eclipfes their views of 
ambition and plunder; and they very juftly dread 
therefentnoent of their injured and infulted country- 
men, who very well know, notwithftanding all their 
profeffions to the contrary, that they have been the 
prime movers of every combination, whether open 
or fecret, that Has had a tendency to affift the 
enemy or to fubvert the Government. 

It is really curious to hear the hypocritical cant 
of the reformed Morking Chronicle, which is to- 
tally under the influence of the Oppofition. On the 
19th of April it tells its readers, that a meflagc 
will the next day be fent from the King to the 
Houfe of Commons, warning the Parliament of the 
danger to be apprehended from the plots formed at 
home, to favour the attack of the enemy ; and it 
adds, ** it is with great pleafun we hear Mr. SftE- 
" RiDAN is to move, or fecond, the addrefs in an- 
" fwer to the meflage." On the lift, this fame re- 
formed patriot announces with equdX pleq/iire, "that 
" Mr. Sheridan, and other gentlemen of Oppofi- 
" tion, have come forward, in the moft patriotic 
'^ and decided manner, and pledged themfelves to 
** offijl in defending the country^ It is well worthy 
of remark, that in this very fitting, which gave the 
hypocritical fellow^S much pleafure, a bill was pafled 
ioi fufpending the Habeas Corpus a£l! ! And " this 
** condudl of the Oppofition," he fays, " cannot fail 
" to rivet JiiH more clofely the affeSlions of the people /" 

This is the laft poor fhift of a bafe, degenerate, 
and unnatural fa6lion. That there is not a grain of 
fincerity in their condu6l will at once appear, when 
we compare it with their condudt in 1793, i794> 
and 1795. The prefent confpiracy, though merit- 
ing the mbft ferious attention, does not call for una- 
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Di'mity more loudly lliau did the confpiracics in thoi 
ycnrs. In thofc years the Correfponding Societ] 
was in its full vigour: it confificd of a hundred 
tlioufand mcnilxTs more than it does now ; it had 
orj^^anizcd infurrci lion in many parts of Great Bri- 
tain; it was in dole union with the United Irifli- 
nven; and things were arrived at fuch a height 
tbat hundreds of fcoundrels met at Edinburgh, wb^ 
called thcmfelves " Citizen Delegates to tH^ 
** British Convention." Yet did this fame Op ' 
pofition clog every mcafure which Government toa^^ 
to defeat the hellifh combinations ; and when fom^ 
of the traitors were under fentence of tranfportationr^ 
they even vifitcd them as gentlemen and as frieii^^^ 
Kay, when, in 1795, his Majefty's perfon was in-^ 
lulled and openly attacked, and his hfe put in immi- 
nent danger, during his progrefs to the Parliament 
lloufe ; even then did this fame Oppofition fet their 
faces againft every thing that was propofcd "/or the 
*'^ fafety and prefervation of his Alajefty's per/on and 
•* Govermncfit.^' And will any man have the im- 
pudence to pretend that they are noiv, at once, ac- . 
tuated by a love of their King and country ? No, 
Xio; their change of condu6l is, as I faid before, 
the efFed of bafe fear. Ttiey know what crimes 
they have been guilty of: they know that the hour 
of delulion is paft, and that of relribuiion is at hand. 

Had I been in the place of Mr. Pitt, Sheridan 
never fhould have feconded the fnofion of thanks. 
With fuch a niajoiity as the Minifler has, there is 
nothing to be gcKten by a compromife with fuch an 
abandoned fad ion. lie Ihould cruji them: he " 
has it in his power; but he wants energy.

This is curious enough. The arch villain was 
TCpabliihing this deteftable performance in America, 
and liad the impudence^ before his departure, to rC" 
gret^ Jer llie fake of the people here^ that he could 
not ilay to complete it.

To fay the truth, there is but too much of this 
unnatural intimacy. It difguOs the volunteers in 
the caufe of Government. They cannot help look- 
ing upon thefe public men as playing a fort o( farce; 
as afluming zjham anger againft each other in pub- 
lic, while in private they perfeflly agree, and laogb 
At the furious efforts of their filly partifans.

Horrors of French Invafion. — Amongft a number^* 
new works that I have received from London withi^ 
tliefe few days, is a pamphlet, tranflated from tb^ 
German, which is exadlly fuited to this country ^r 
the prefent moment. It is an account of the rapa^ 
rity, the cruelty, the moft hellifh brutality of th^ 
French officers and foldiers, exercifed on the pooT 
innocent inhabitants of the CircJe of Suaiia. 

To give the reader an idea, even the moii faint, 
of the horrid fcenes here detailed, is not in my powei;. 
To do this, the book ilfelf muft be tranfcribed entire. 
The beafllinefs, the infamy committed in the 
churches; the atrocious robberies; the deflru£tion 
of buildings, of fences, of furniture, of vifluala, 
of cattle, it is totally impoffible for imagination to 
depi6l. They gutted the houfes ; feized on all they 
could carry off, and what they could not carry off 
they fpoiled. The flour, wheat, &c. that they 
could not take away, they mixed with fand, afhes, 
and fometimes with human excrement. They let 
the wine and beer run about the cellars ; they ham- 
flringed the horfes, covys, and pigs, and burnt the 
feathers of the poubry. But all this, all the de- 

ilrudlioii 
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ftruAion of property, though it includes the Burning 
tf/hveral villages, is a mere trifle when compared to 
tlieir infernal perfonal violences. The catalogue of 
murders would fill a book, if individually detailed ; 

Jet this is nof the worjt. They dragged a man from 
lis houfe, fet fire to it, and fjftened in three children 
toperijb in the flames ; yet this is not the worft! ! The 
blood runs cold ; the heart fickens at the idea of their 
more than hell-like crimes ! 

Obferve too, that all thefe were committed in vio- 
lation of a folemn compadt, made between them and 
the Suabians. When they were about to enter the 
country,- they made an agreement with thefe people 
to pay them an unmerciful tribute ; in confequence of 
^hich, their perfons, property, religion, laws ^nd 
cuftoms, were to be refpefted, and every thing 
their foldiers bought was to be paid for in caih. This 
convention was figned ; the poor people fqueezed to 
pay the tribute ; and the moment this was done, they 
poured in upon them like fo many hell-hounds. — 
Infamous monfters ! For ever blafled be the Grerman, 
or the defcendant of a Grerman, that forgives you. 

The book which I have received was tranflated in 
England by a Mr. Aufrere, and publifhed by Wright, 
CadcU, and others, bookfellers in London. It is taken 
from a German work, publifhed at Stuttgard, under 
the lan6tion of the authority of the magiftrates of 
Suabia, who had coUedted the fa6ls from the depofi- 
tions of the furviving fufFerers. 

Nothing neither ancient nor modern equals the 
crimes detailed here ; nor are there to be found in 
ail the regions of hell, monflers equal to thofe who 
committed them, and that too, without the leafl fha- 
dow of an excufe. Thefe poor people were no arif- 
tocrats ; they had never offended them ; they had, 
on the contrary, done every thing to footh and fa- 
tisfy them, and they had reduced thcmfclves to po- 
verty 
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▼erty to pay them an enormous tribute. ' In return 
for all this, the devil-born fiends committed on them 
criHies worfe than tearing out their eyes or their 
entrails. Let any democrat's wife read the deeds of 
theie lavages, and, if fhe has a human heart in her 
breafi:, (he will turn with horror from the moaflcr 
who yet dares to juftify them. 

Thefe things fhould be known to the world. The 
infamy (hould be recorded. The ttkme of French- 
men ihould be rendered hateful to the ears of every 
human being. , They liave committed crimes that it 
would be criminal to forgive or to keep hidden from 
4he world ; and the bookfelier, who, having it in his 
f)ower, does not warn his connexions and his coun- 
try againft them — deferves to. be Aigmatized as a 
bafe and unfeeling wretch. 

The rafcally newfpapers in this country have 
continually, reprefented the hordes of the lifter 
Republic, as ob/erving the ftr\3efi difcipJine. Un- 
common pains have been taken to fpread this 
notion through every country, and particularly 
through America. It therefore becomes neceflary, 
particularly at this time, to pull off the lying vifor, 
and fhow the people the monflcrs in their native 
deformity, and clothed in all ibcir abominations,— 
To do this, and that in the moft complete and 
efFedtual manner, the work I am now fpeaking of 
is alone fufficient. It will not only excite a detefla- 
tion for the French and their principles, but will root 
them out of the hearts of even their very partifans 
for ever and for ever. 

With thefe fentiments refpedling my duty as

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INTRODUCTORY ADDRESS. 



To the People of America. 

A HE defpots of France, who hare enflaved and 
^f utified the people of that country ; who have over- 
^n, plundered, and fubjugated every republic in 
•Kurope, and who have a6lually bartered the State of 
Venice to the Emperor, juft as one of you would 
barter your plantation and your cattle ; thefc unprin- 
cipled, upftart tyrants, after innumerable and un- 
l^eard-of injuries and infults heaped on America, 
^ave demanded of her a tribute^ greater in amount 
^han all your taxes for years ! To this rapacious and 
^nfolent demand you and your Grovemment have 
feravely refolvcd not to yield ; and this refolution will 
moft afluredly ftimulate them to revenge. Invqfion, 
though difficult, is yet poffible ; and therefore, no- 
thing can be more uieful at this time, than to prove 
to you, from the example of other invaded nations, 
the calamities, the horrors, the helliih barbarities^ 
to which you, your parents, your wives, and your 
children, would be expofed, ihpuld their favage 
hordes once get a footing, and, though but for a 
ifaort time, maintain their ground in your country. 

The detail which is here laid before you is fele^ed 
from a much more copious collection of fadls, takea 
by the magilt rates of Suabia, from the fufferers ia 
their feveral diflridts, md publiihed at Stuttgard, 

S3 uad^ 
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under the fandion of their author:ty, fo that it may • 
be depended upon, that the account is perfeflly con- 
formable to truth, and wholly free from exaggera- 
tion ; which is befides confirmed by the fblemn de- 
claration of the tranflator, an independent Englifh 
gentleman, who puts his name to the work, and 
who calls on the partifans of France to prove, if 
they can^ the faliehood or mifiatement of a f.ngle 

Befoie you enter on this dreadful detail, it is ne* 
ccflary for you to be informed, that all the atrocities 
it records were perpetrated, in violation of a folemn 
compadl. The Circle of Suabia (to which the rela- 
tion is confined) entered into an agreement with the 
French Greneral Moreau, to pay him the enormous 
fum of 1,767,119/. flerling, being about eigh^ miU 
lions of dollarsywhich is equal, I believe, to a whole 
year's revenue of the United States. This fum could 
not, perhaps, have been raifed infpecie, in the whole 
Circle of Suabia. Part was therefore fo paid ; the 
reft in Ihoes, cloth, linen, hats, ftockings, flour, 
wheat, oats, &c. &c. every particular article of which 
is fpecified by Mr. Aufrere, making a detail of feve- 
ral pages, of which I have contented myfelf with 
ftating the grofs amount, in order to fave room. 

In confequence of this mercilefs tribute, which 
was paid to the laft farthing, the dcvaftating ruffian 
figned an agreement, " that the perfons and pro- 
** perty of the inhabitants Ihould be ftridlly refpecSt-. 
^* cd ; that the feveral diftridls fhould remain under 
*^ their refpe£live forms of government, and be in 
" no wife molefied; and alfo, that whatever the 
^\ foldiers ihould purchafe of individuals Jhould h,c 
" paid for in eafh.^^ 

Befides this, feveral proclamations were iflued by 
the faithlefs enemy, afluring the inhabitants, that 
tjieir religion, property, perfons, laws, rights, and 
cuftoms, ihould be refpofted and preferved invio- 
late. 
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late. But it will be feen, that this was only ufed 
as a maik, under which the enemy might adl: with 
greater certainty of fuccefs, and that they were 
guilty of crimes too atrocious to be credited, were 
they not attefted by men of the moft indisputable 
honour and veracity. The recollection of them will 
for ever be impreffed upon the minds of the men of 
Suabia, and the melancholy flory will be handed 
down from generation to generation, to the ever- 
lafling infamy of the perfidious, impious, barbarous, ' 
^nd brutal French. 
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AurORF.^hfi the clofe of July, 1 796, the French 
army, in two columns, drew nigh to the Auftrian ter- 
ritories in Suabia ; and upon the 3d of Auguft, the 
advanced guard of the right wing of the artay of 
the Rhine and Mofelle, commanded by the Briga- 
dier-general Abbatucci, appeared before Altorf, the 
chief town of the Auftrian Government, whilft the 
Greneral of Diviiion Ferino (who before the revolu- 
tion had been a fubaltern officer in the Imperial re- 
giment of Bender) advanced at the head of the 
main body towards Aulendorf, and the column un- 
der the command of the Greneral of Divifion Tar- 
reau marched towards the Lake of Conflance, and 
fpread itfelf over the adjacent country. The num- 
Der of perfons in the Auftrian territory, who con- 
fidered the French as a fort of dcmi-gods, come 
to deliver them from fancied ills, and from all the 
duties of a fubjeft, and to procure them the enjoy- 
ment of the mofl: unbridldd liberty and equality, was 
far from inconfiderable ; and the neighbouring 
towns difcovered fymptoms of a difpofition but too 
fevourable to the enemy, and prejudicial to the Im- 
pejiai army. But the appearance of the French in 
tiieir own undifguiied form^ and the barbarous ex- 

ceffc^ 
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ceflcs which announced and accompanied their io'* 
tentions, by betraying their real views, caufed a 
fpeedy change in the fentiments of the peafantry, in 
which they were foon joined by the inhabitants of 
the towns. 

Upon the 4th of Auguft, Ferino required from 
the town of Altorf a prefent of 300 louis for himfelf 
and the officers of his Staff, for which he promifed 
his future protedlion to that place and its inhabit-^ 
ants. In like manner Tarreau extorted 115 louis 
from five fmall villages, whilfi his worthy colleague^ 
Stouhlen, the Commiflary at War, at the fame time 
impofed the moft exorbitant contributions of proYi- 
lions and clothing, the greater part of which he 
fold, and then exacted the delivery of iimilar arti^' 
cles. Such oppreffive conducft, joined to the ravaged 
of the foldiery, and their inhuman treatment of the 
inhabitants, fo enraged the peafantry, that thef 
took up arms to oppofe force by force, and fome vil- 
lagers actually attacked a detachment of thirty meir' 
belonging to the brigade of General Roufleau, who- 
had, dunng their march, committed a variety of ex- 
celTes, and of whom they killed five, wounded fe- 
veral, and put the reft to flight. Upon the 8th of 
Auguft this account was brought to that Genera), 
who was then at Altorf, and who ordered the 
flri(?teft fearch to be made for the ringleaders, when 
fix peafants were brought before him, and every one 
trembled for their lives, and the fafety of their vil- 
lage. But Roufleau a(5led with more humanity and 
juflice than perhaps any other General in the French 
army would have done on fuch an occafion ; for, 
after confining the peafants during feveral days, he 
reckoned as part of their punilhment their conftaiit 
apprehenfion of approaching death, and. difcharged 
them, after requiring and receiving an oblalion p( 
200 louis, which were readily given to him,: with 
Sreat admiration of his lenity. 

• The 
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The prudence and adlivity of the chief magiftrate 
had faved Altorf from mach oppreffion, and its fu- 
ture fecurity was thought to be enfured by the ap- 
pearance of an Imperial detachment upon the 29th 
of Septeriiber, which was received with the greatcft 
joy by the inhabitants, when their hopes were moil 
cruelly difappointed by a dreadful engagement upon 
the following day. For the Auftrian General Kling-' 
ling, at the head of 2400 men, having taken a po* 
fition in the neighbourhood of Altorf, and his ad- 
vanced guard having repulfed a patrole of fixty ' 
French huflars, this ikirmiffi gave time for the main 
body of the French under General Ferino to ad- 
vance, when the engagement foon became ferious 
and general, and the Aultrians having planted their 
artillery upon a hill fouth of the town, the French, 
in three columns, to the number of 1 0,000, pufhed 
forward in front of the battery and of a tremendous 
cannonade, with fuch vigour, that the Auftrians were 
under the neceffity of retreating. ' Still, however, 
they continued to engage with great bravery, in the 
ftreets of Altorf, upon the neighbouring heights, 
and within the walls of the Benedi6line abbey of 
Weingarten, in hopes that they fhould be reinforced 
by General Mercantin, according to the plan which 
bad been arranged. But fuch were the force and 
fitualion of the French army, that General Mercan- 
tin was not even able to inform Klingling of the 
obflacles which prevented the intended jundlion ; 
and to this is to be attributed the ill fuccefs of the 
day. 

The abbey fufFered feverely both during and after 
the engagement ; for 500 of the enemy, burning 
with rage, and greedy of plunder, rulhed into the 
convent, rifled every coffer and every clofet, ran- 
iacked every room from the garret to the cellar, de- 
flroyed the greateft part of the furniture, beat and 
wounded the priefis and their attendants, robbed 

thevTi 
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them of the money in their pockets, and carried 
away all the plate, linen, clothe leather, and other 
articles, exclaiming, that it was their lawful booty. 
During thefe tranfadions, the fame were carrying on 
in the town of Altorf, and many houfe9 jwere pil- 
laged even during the engagement. Bi|t this was 
^ only a prelude to greater and continued perfccution; 
for during five lon^ and forrowful days were the 
town and convent abandoned to the extortion of tbe 
commiilaries and officers, and to the excelTes and 
rapacity of the foldiers. It feemed as if hell had 
opened, and difcharged upon Altorf its mofl: repro- 
bate and execrable demons; for there is no 
enormity, however horrible, that was not perpe- 
trated during thofe painfully memorable days. 

The troops had no fooner quitted the abbey, 
than the commif%ies appeared there for the pur- 
pofe of plundering in the name of the French Re- 
public, by exa6ling the moft unheard-of contribu- 
tions, which were extorted by force of arms, and 
under menaces of conflagration and the fword.. The 
whole flock of corn, of different kinds, all the cat- 
tle, all the wine and fpirits, and, in fhort, all the 
necefTaries of life, were ordered to be delivered, 
either at the camp or into the hands of thofe privi- 
leged locufls. One loaded waggon fucceeded another, 
conveying away the plunder ; and at lafl, the empty 
cafks, facks, and common houfehold furniture were 
carried off; the horfes werefiolen out of the fields, 
many of the articles were fold or wantonly deftroyed, 
and others were infifled upon in their ftead. The 
fury of thefe banditti increafed in proportion as their 
booty was diminifhed by their numerous thefts ; and 
under pretence of fearching for hidden treafure and 
concealed arms, they were guilty of the mofl: barba- 
rous exceflfes. Whoever refufed to part with the 
Ihirt upon his back was confidered as a confpirator 
againft the French Republic, accufed of not being 
4 a good 
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& good patriot, and cruelly beaten, or maimed with a 
broad-fword ; and the prelate of the abbey was up- 
^n the point of being hanged, whilft on his way to 
entreat the clemency of the Commander in Chief, 
and was Ikved only by the timely interference of an 
officer, "iAio was more than commonly humane. 

In the courfe of the firfl: night after the engage- 
ment, fome of the foldiers purpofely and wantonly 
let fire to two houfes in the town, and would not 
permit any attempts to be made to quench the flames. 
Several other houfes were more than half confumed 
by fire, in confequence of their fcattering red-hot 
to^ls and burning candles about the rooms, under 
the beds, and amongft every heap of combuftiblcs 
they could difcover ; fo that nothing but the great 
vigilance and exertions of the proprietors could have 
prevented the entire deftru6lion of the town. 

When Altorf was reduced to fnch poverty as to 
aftbrd no further temptation to the pillagers, they 
Ipread themfelves in bands over the furrounding 
country, attacked the cottages and habitations of the 
peaiantry (to whom they had promifed liberty, 
equality, and affluence), rifled their pockets, de- 
ftroyed their furniture, tore up the floors of their 
rooms, cut open the matrafles and feather-beds, 
dug up the ground of the cellars and gardens, turn- 
ed over even the contents of the privies; in hopes of 
finding fome concealed treamre, retyirned fix or 
feven times to the fame houfes, and never quitted 
them until they had left nothing behind them but 
the bare walls. Oxen, cows, and fwine, were 
either driven off, cut in pieces upon the fpot, or left 
cruelly mutilated ; geefe and poultry were carried 
tway either dead or alive ; and fuch provifions as 
could tiot either be confumed or conveyed away, 
were trodden under foot, or mixed with fand, afhes, 
f tid ordure* I^or did tbeie rufl[ians ipare even the 

ftores 
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liores of bread, which it is ufual in that country to 
krcp dried, for confumption in the winter. Many 
cellars were left half full of wuie, which bad run 
from the caiks they wantonly bad ftavedj and the 
houfcs were long afterwards impregnated with the 
vapour of the brandy which they had poured about 
the rooms in the molt wafteful manner. They deiiioy- 
cd even the milk- pails and all the appendages of the 
dairy ; and in many dwellings there was not even ^ 
bench or a chair unbroken. The pealants were fbme-r 
times threatened w ith immediate death, and ft)me- 
times put to extreme torture, in order to procure a 
diicovery of money and other valuables, which they 
were accufed of having concealed ; and many wore 
ieverely wounded and crippled, either by mulket- 
balls, blows with the but-ends of the firelocks, or 
ftrokes of the broad-fword. The deepefl and moft 
apparent poverty was not even a protedtioo againft 
them, for beggars were flrippedof their rags; and th^ 
number of thofe who were- left without a fhirt upon 
their backs is by no means inconiiderable. Gray 
hairs and lifping infancy, the lick, the dying, and 
even women in labour, were alike expofed to the 
mofl inhuman treatment, and were dragged ftom 
their beds, kicked about, and frequently woundedj^ 
under pretence that they were the keepers of con-^ 
cealed treafure. The women and children who 
attempted to efcape, were purfued, plundered, and 
violated ; and girls from ten to twelve years of ago 
were deprived of their innocence aed health by thofe 
republican barbarians. Neither age nor infirmity, 
nor yet the mofl ofFenfive diforders, were able to fet 
bounds to their more than brutal luft; and ten, 
twelve, and even twenty of thefe depraved wretcbes 
are known fiicceffive:ly to have gratified theiir pafr- 
iions with the fame objeft, wliilft their fhamelefs 
colleagues either kept guard at the door, or held 

load^4 
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loaded pifiols and fixed bayonets at the head of the 
unhappy fufFerer. Even in the infirmary near 
Weingarten, did thefe cannibals commit the fame 
horrid' crimes, and outrage perfons fufFering under 
the moil diigu fling maladies, and fuch as preclude 
them from communication with the reft of mankind. 
But delicacy forms no part of the character of the 
French republican; for at Heidenheim, they ufed 
as Ipits for their meat the iron fpikes upon which 
they had found the heads of fome lately executed 
malefad):ors, and made their fire with the wheels 
upon which the corpfes had been expofed. Even 
twB bodies of young women, who had expired un- 
der their barbarity, and of women who but a few 
hours before had been in labour, were made ufe of 
to fatiate the infernal lufi: of thefe monfiers in hu- 
man fhape, degraded far beneath the beafts of the 
field. With menaces of flaughter, with blowsj 
with unflieathed labres, and with loaded mulkets, 
tliey enforced univerfal fubmiffion, and dreadful 
was their revenge when their inclinations were re- 
fified. Whilfl: they were plundering, deftroying, 
diflionouring, and committing fuch excefles as hu- 
manity fhudders to relate, at the village of In- 
goldingen, from the 2d to the 4th of Odober, fix 
or eight volunteers rufhed into the lK)ufe of Jacob 
Frufl:, a farmer, whofe wife they ill treated, and 
threatened with inflant death, if fhe refufed to con- 
fent to their defires ; but that refolute woman de- 
claring that flie had rather meet death than dif- 
honour, attacked the ruffians, and, affifted by her 
hufl^and, who fortunately came in, drove them out 
of the houfe. Determined, however, to revenge 
themfelves, they fet fire to the dwelling,^ which, 
with the furniture, granary, and every thing but the 
cattle, became a prey to the flames. Three other 
}ioufes met a fimilar fate, and the daiiiages fufl:ained 
pv this and an adjoining village, amounted, in con- 
tributions 
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Irihution? and in loflcs by plunder and conflagra* 
tion, to the turn of 44,824, florins, or above 4000/. 
ftcrling. 

Not a trarr of decency, not the leaft regard to re- 
lipon and itf* ruitomsj appeared in the conduct Mf 
the Frcm^h folJirry. In the churches they brokfc 
open the pyx, trampled the hoft under foot, carried! 
away thr rommunion-plate and the robes of the 
priclts, deltroyod the crucifixes and other images, 
and trvatcd with ignominy every thing that il 
deemed holy by the Catholic, and refpcAed 1^ 
the well meaning man of every religion. In oat 
of the villages, where the church was ftripped of it* 
ornaments, and the minilter completely pillaged, 
they placed upon the altar the ngure of Satan, 
which tlKy had taken from the reprefentation of th6 
Redeemer templed in the defert ; and in another vil- 
lage they placed a crucifix before the fire, and amidft 
ihouts of rooft indecent mirth, turned it round like 
meat roafting upon a fpil, whilft the gray-headed. 
minifcor of the parilh, at the venerable age of, 
riphty three, was not only plundered and infulted, 
luit leverely beaten, as a reward for the hofpitality 
with which he had received them. And indeed it 
ought not to Ix? forgotten, that, with very few ex^ 
rcptions« the^moft brutal ac\ions and the greateft 
rxceUVs were committed in the houfes of thpii^ 
\vht>. I>y anticipation of their wifhes, or promptitude 
in rxriHition of their orders, endeavoured to di& 
nrm tlioir ferocity, and Iccure proteftion and tran* 
quiHity. 

It was not until the 5II1 of OiStober that this dit 
trirt was relieved from the republican troop, and 
from the tribe of Jews, fpies, and traitorous mforai- 
ersi, the rcfulc of Snabia, who bad followed the 
French army, and greatly contributed to increaft ; 
the diflreflcs of the people. Upon the 6th of Oc- 
tober the Imperialifis were welcomed with a, joy as 

fincere 
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iincere and univeiial as was ths detefiation of the 
republicans and ihcir principles. 

Tlic damages fuftaincd by the abbey of Wein- 
garten, by pillage and requifitions, amounted to 
357,082 florins ; thofe incurred by the town of Al- 
torf, to 93^229 florins ; and the whole amount of 
the damages fuftained by this diftridt was 500,000 
florins^ or upwards of 45,000/. fterling. 



PfuUendorf. — Upon the 2d of Auguft, W96> a 
divifion of the column under the orders of General 
Ferino, marched through this villa;»;e, when fome 
chaileurs belonging to the advanced guard entered 
a (hop, and forcibly took (ilk handkerchiefs an4 
other goods, to the value of 100 florins, for which 
they offered fome aflignats in payment ; but upoa 
the (hopkeeper refufing to take fuch ufelefs paper, 
they ftruck at him with their fabres, and left the 
ihop with.fhouts of laughter and torrentis of abufe. 
Five others entered the houfe of one of the ma« 
giflrates, loudly afking for wine and vicStuals, with 
which they were fpeedily and amply ferved, and for 
which they teftified their gratitude by robbing their 
entertainer of his watch and money. The fame night 
they threatened an inhabitant with death, for telling 
an ofHcer, who wanted to put his carriage into his 
bam, that there was no room for it ; and his life 
was with difficulty faved by a magiflrate, who had 
him conveyed to the town prifon (as a place of fafety 
from the enemy), under promife that he ihould be 
puriifhed. 

In the neighbouringvillage ofNeubronn, belong- 
ing to the Prince of Purftenbcrg, fix riflemen im- 
poled a contribution of 300 florins^ or about 27/. 
fierlingy pillaged feveral houfeSj and fo ill-treated 
fiidi as endeavoured to protedl their property, and 
to refill the intuits offered to their wives and daugh- 

vol.. VIII. T ters, 
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UTS, that many honoft aivJ induftrious labourers 
v:cTv reduced to the {ircattfl diftrcfs. 

Iftlie rough and barbarous manner in which thefe 
armed ruffians exlorleti what they wanted, excited 
terror and deteHation, their intemperance gave rife 
to an equal degree orailonifhraent ; tor two French- 
men would devour at a meal as much as would 
fcrvc three hard-working Germans during three or 
four days ; and, between the hours of two and nine, 
they would frequently have tliree complete meals,' 
which they generally moiilened with whole rivers of 
wine, plentifully fweetened with fugar, and ufually 
flrcn^hcned with cherr)'- brandy. 

Pfullendorf and the adjacent villages fuffoed, 
however, but little, in comparifon with other places^ 
until the enemy began to retreat, when the French 
not only carried away or dellroyed all the fora^ 
and corn they could find, but (o entirely demoUflied 
a fmall hamlet in the neighbourhood, by breal(iii|[ 
the windows, forcing open the doors, and AeGtof^ 
ing all the beds and other furniture in the houlbs, as 
to oblige the owners to have.recourfe to their xi6igh-i 
hours for lodging and fubfiftence. After the etigage- 
ment at Bibcrach, upon the 2d of 06lober, which 
was very defiruc^ive on both fides, without alteripg 
the fituation of affairs, the French main hoibifiS 
was removed to Pfullendorf. The enormity pir tlfti^ 
rcquifitions for this hofpital was equalled only^y 
the wafte and the frauds eonunitted by the afiictef^^ 
de fante (the phyficians and furgeons), who pub* 
licly fold the fugar^ and were more occupied in bar- 
gaining for the fale of fuch other articles as they had' 
cKtorted, tlian bufied in attending to the WsCnt^ of 
the fick. 

Upon the 5th of October, General Moreau hiisi*; 

felf fixed his head-quarters at Pfullendorf; add 'was- 

followed by his whole army, whteh Was diftiributed 

about tin: country, and, Kke the pr6cfedihg hofdea; 

I rendered 
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rendeped itfelf for ever infartious by the gratification 
of every lavage paflion, the coramiffion of every 
fort of excefs, and the pra<9:ice of every fpecies of 
extortion. A brave fellow, who had aflifted iti 
driving fome of the plunderers out of the village he 
iahabited, was afterwards recognifed and fhot, as 
were two formers in another village, whilft endea- 
vouring to prevent their doors from being- forced 
open. A (ervant at the hofpital of Pfullcndorf, who 
*fi«Tcd as guide to a dragoon, was fliot by the blood- 
thirfty viuain without any provocation, and fo 
grievoufly wounded, that he fliortly after expired. 
Two labourers and a Ihoemaker were murdered in 
another place by fome of the ftraggling foldiers, for 
attempting to prevent fome atrocious aflion^ and for 
tiiireatening to ring the alarm-bell. A poor woman, 
6ia years of age, who was gleaning in a field, was 
forcibly thrown down by one of the republican bar- 
baria^s^ and menaced with death if (he did not yield 
to bis brutal dcfircs ; whilft another flood with his 
bayonet at the breaft of her aged hufband, and 
forced him to be a witnefs of his wife's difhonour. 
A church was broken open and plundered, and the 
JOi.aiAer*s boufe completely rifled, under the eyes of 
Genenil Moreau himfelf, who to the lamentations 
of the fuiFerer, contemptuoufly replied, " I cannot 
" prevent it," and quietly betook himfelf to his 
favourite cherry-brandy, in wliich he indulged 
bimielf to excels, like the meaneft of his foldiers. 

Amongft the commifTaries who pillaged in the 
Qaipe of the Republic, one Nicolas particularly 
diftinguilhed himfelf; for having fuddenly required, 
as ablblutely neceflfary for the army, the delivery of 
fuch an iromenie quantity of bay and corn as he 
W:a$ told could not poilibty be procured in fo fhort 
^'time as he had mentioned, he made no fcruple of 
d;;cUirlng, that if a weighty purfe were ojBfered to 

T 2 him 
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him for his own private ule, he would iay nothing 
more aboi:t the requifitioii ; and liaving cheated a 
miller in the weight of the flour delivered by him^ he 
extorted tVom him upwards of 1 3 louis, as a com- 
peniation lor the pretended deficiency. Out of Ihe 
many inftanoes of fraud committed by the comi»r*« 
lanes, wc will mention one, which in ieveral refpeds 
is not a little chara<Scriftic« One evening twbof 
thole harpies required the delivery of 3000 pounds 
weight of beef upon the following morning ; .^bnt 
the butcher lufpeo^ing it to be a fchcme to extort 
money, applied to an officer upon the ftafF^ who 
immediately agreed in opinion with the butdiers, 
and gave them a note to the commanding officer, 
who exprelTed the fame opinion^ but addedf^^ Itds 
not in my power to protedt you againfl diefb Uood- 
fuckers, and I muft therefore advife you to coinj^ 
with their demands." They followed his adfio^^ 
were employed the whole night in flaughtering tbor 
beafis, and were told the next day that the meat ^wi^ 
not wanted. 



IfaU/ir, — Before the armies of the French tie- 
public overran, vexed, and defolated the Circle of 
Suabia, the inhabitants of ihclittlc town of Waldfec 
wore enabled to form a correcT: judgment of Ac 
rhara<5lcr of the republican troops, from the coh'difliS 
of the French prifoners who had been origiiially 
quartered there between the 2 j ft of December, 1 795, 
and 6ih of July, 1 796 ; fo that they heard of the ap- 
proach of this lawlefs horde with more apprdfien- 
lions than the inhabitants of moft other places. The 
r>ench behaved more like conquerors than prifonefs, 
not only towards the inhabitants, but towards the 
Auflrian officers and foldiers ; and when they heard 
that th* whole French army had croffed the Rhine, 

their 
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their outrageous joy knew no bounds. They infulted 
the inhabitants in the groffeft terms — repaid the 
kiadaefles they had received with infolence, and 
even with blows ; began to pillage the houfes o( the 
peaikntry, robbed the gardens round the town, laid 
-wafte the corn-fields, endeavoured forcibly to dif- 
bpnour women and children, and by numerous ex* 
cefles abufed the kind and noble manner in which 
lAcf- had been treated by the Auflrians. Several of 
•tfcc officers deceived the vigilance of the garrifon, 
md making excurfions to the neighbouring free Im- 
perial towns of Ravenfpurg and Biberach, recbu- 
mritred the country, and found many who, either 
.ioatlt>f intercft or from attachment to the emiflaries 
of liberty and equality, degraded themfelves by car- 
irying on a traitorous correfpondence with the enemy, 
itaid forwarding the difpatches of the prifoners to 
-the Directory ; fo that it is no longer to be wondered 
^at,. that the leader of the republican armies ihould 
.{xiiiefa fuch a circumfiantial knowledge of every 
diftridl through which he was to pafs. 

Upon the a8th of July the Imperial General 
Frolich, at the head of his corps, quitted Waldfec, 
.where he had arrived upon the preceding day, and 
being too weak fuccefsfully to contend with the fu- 
ppiior numbers under the command of General Fe- 
iJqo, withdrew by Wurzach towards the Danube. — 
He was followed by the emigrant legion, amoqnting 
'to nine or ten thoufand men, who, upon the 2d of 
i^uguft, were at fo ftiort a diftance from Waldfee, 
tKat Ferino's advanced guard had puflied within a 
mile and a half of their rear. Upon the following 
day a detachment of French infantry entered the^ 
.town, and wbilft their commanding officer was en* 
.deavouring to perfuade the magiftrates that the in- 
habitants Siould enjoy the moft perfedl fecurity both 
jn perfon and property, his foldiers forcibly entered 
the fhops, and carried away what they thought pro- 

T 2 per, 
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per. The officer indeed ordered the good& to be re> 
ilored, and appointed a non-commii&ooed officer ^ 
execute his commands ; but only a few trifltog ajrtlr 
cics were returned, and the non-eommiffioned offifocp 
publicly divided the reA of the fpoil amongfl: his 
comrades, not failing to take due care of himftlii^ 
Keeling with wine, and loaded with phioder, (bey 
quitted Waldfce in the evening, and were next 
morning fucceeded by another d(etacl»oeDt»,^Tia^4f 
whom hafiened to a chapel, which they book^ope^ 
and pillaged of the comoounionrplate ; ^ftw wbicb 
they proceeded to a neighbouring viUag^^. plundtfoi 
ibveral houfes, and fired fifteen limejB at one Bflck* 
hinger, a miller, who defimded hi& pproperty UkeJi 
hero, and who, without being himself. wQuiide4 
fhot one of the robbers diead upon the-fpot^ bcoiu) 
the leg of another, and put the reft to fiighL In tint 
mean time, thofe in the town revelled m mbu^r 
daDce, took the watches from the pockets, of tbc iih 
habitants, and, under pretence of payiogt^ui {fttm 
for what they wanted, forced the tradeimeft to-ope^ 
their (hops, took what articles they cholfei afid paid 
for them in mandats and affignats. 

Upon the 7th of Auguft, the advanced gi]sv4i9l[ 
the column commanded by General Ferino,.a.aGi«jPktr 
ing to 4000 men, under the orders of GenemLAJ^ 
batucci, entered Waldfee,. which was now obli^^ 
to provide,, not only for t^is ^my, but alfp for t)ta 
numerous oi^tpofis beyond the town. A.contril^Ur 
tion of 15,00.0 pounds weight of boead^. and4j9CM|i^ 
bojltles of wine, commenced the lift of requl^tipas^' 
which fucceeded each other almofl: without; intermit 
fioD, and were rendered the more oppreiSn^e from. 
th$ danger which every convoy qf cora and cattler 
incurjredfpQoai the enemy ; for whatever fell into .tha 
hand^ of the otttpeAs,. thou^ defiiqed for the^fjj]^. 
piy of the aroiyi, became a^ prey to tfcofe ungpysecc^ 
able bandittis The; peafiiitry gfting to?, ti}e/tpw-ix 

were 
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were robber' df their Ihocs, liockings, m\i wciiriug 
apparel ; and even the waggons and hoT\c$t that 
broti|^ wine and provi(ion^s for the truopsi wci^ 
feized and iedt awayy and the owners were fVc* 
quentlj detained, and forced to follow (he army 
during ievcral days, nnd even weeks, until they 
could putehafe their liberty wiih n^oncy. Not (ktil- 
fied ^th the common fare of the country^ thclc 
pietended champions of Ubcrty and etiUHiity cic* 
Itiafided large fupplies of fifh, butteri chccfc, and 
fruit; itddt every meal ; and if they were not in* 
iHHifly produced, they fell upon the landlord and 
iermntd^ beat them, and threatened them with 
dcfafb, aiid finifhed by plundering the kitrhcn, 
fiantry, and cellars ; and fuch was their wilful wade 
of fodder, that in this lingle day fcvcral farmers 
were! deprived of their whole provifion for tiie 
winter. 

Upon the 8th of AuguA, this unbridled horde 
t]nifted Waldfee, and Fcrino himfclf appeared there 
at the head of the main body of the army, but was 
proeeded by the Adjutant- general Bcrthold, who 
came to prepare quarters for the Aaff, and who 
itsdered himfelf odious by his unlx>undcd MoUuuu: 
and rapacity. With menacing gcAures, and the 
aoft bonid oaths, he threatened to cleave with hhi 
fibre the bead of the burgomafier, merely i>ccauie 
he had conduded him to a houfe not fuited to hk 
lefiiied taiicy although it was b)' far the bed in tlje 
pboe ; DOT was he pacified until be Ijad b^eu <xmi^ 
pJimeotal with a preient of 15 louis^ wbicli \ni^ U^r- 
TBjt, a wictch with the ixmuicDsttice and demeanour 
cf a galiey-ilave, negotiated for bins witbo^Jt the 
kafi deiksacT. Tbe otlier officers^ witbooi ilruplc, 
cAnted breeches, iboes booAs, fiotkiog^ li/^efi, 
and after oeoefiEuies : aixl Vxwg^ tkt ComsM^<Uni 
fif ibt temm^ dedaied, that be wooid niaLe iKf at- 
itmpL at di£:piuK tixitii be asd im iarzrA bad \miu 
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5nc\vly clothed. Others exaAcd a large quantity 
of diflics, glaifes, kitchen furniture^ and provifioDS 
■for thfit relpecSive corps in the neighbourhood of 
the town, but ofTcred to relinquifli the articles n- 
qtHird for a certain corppenfation in louis or 
dollars. 

Not with (landing the maintenance of this rapi- 
cious foldiery^ and of their numerous cavalry, bx 
furpnflcd the ability of this fniall town, the com- 

^'tAMaries ordered 300 bufhels of oats to be casritA 
awHy ; fo that the whole flore was exhausted befcMpe 

- the army had begun to move. Smiths, faddlors; aod 
■v^heel Wrights were forced to work hard without ate- 
coihpcnfc ; and ammigft the innumerable artides 
put in a ftate of rcquilition, was even a quantity of 

"^greafc for wheels. 

Upon the 10th of Auguft, Ferino and his licca- 
tious hofl: began to move forwards, but not untU 
the infirmary had been flripped of all the . beds, 
matralTes^ and linen, nor until the Governor of itkc 

' infirmary, and all the fick and poor under hifr Cflfc, 
had been plundered of every thing they pofT^dbd. 
Thenceforward, until the retreat, the town wai 
daily obliged to provide for 20, 50, and frequently 
for 100 men, who with horfes and baggage-waggods, 
pafTed through with their fpoil, and required ta^be 

. forwarded to the confines of France. The iiyi^g 
bofpitals alfo became another fcourge and fourceof 
oppreffion to the town of Waldfee, from the quan- 
tity of drugs, wine, vinegar, ihirts, cloth, and 
lint, whibh were conflantly put in requilition, and 
by which the fick ^nd wounded foldiers were but 
little benefited ; for the officers of health, who were 
'Hs fhametefs cheats as the cdmitiiiTaries, fold the 
igteateft part of the wine, caufed Ihirts for ^them- 

•fidves, and fhif^s for their wives and miftrefles^ to be 
made out of the cloth, and frequently took money 

rinftead qf the drugs moft reqmfite/fuif^ing /the 
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lick and wounded to recover as they could. Tbej 
even carried their inhumanity to their own country^ 
men fo far, that, during a day's halt at Waldfeo, the 
wounded were not once taken out of the wagons, 
but were forced to remain there throughout tbe day, 
unattended, and expofed to the burning heat of the 
fiim 

At length, upon the 28th of September, the ad^ 
danced guard of Ferino*s column again marched into 
.Waldfte, and was quickly fucceeded by the main 
body of the army. The houies were now. crowded 
iwitb foldiers, who committed every (pecies of ex* 
4!e(s, and were even more fierce and malicious than 
rbefore. Under pretence that they had been robbed 
:<of their arms or baggage, they extorted from the in* 
nocent landlords and fervants compenfations in 
Aoney, ill treated fuch as did not infiantly comply, 
/carried away all the furniture that was portable^ 
rivantonly deflroyed the corn in the barns and fields, 
^rifled and wholly flripped feveral habitations, and 
difplajred the extreme of their infernal wickednefs 
"and malevolence, by piling up all the bread they 
Muld find, and fetting it on fire, although they 
.knew that the poor ruined inhabitants were in the 
fgreateft want of that mofl neceflary article of fup- 
port. The female fex was neither fo publicly nor fo 
:^generally diihonoured here as in many other places ; 
and they who were unfortunate enough to be vio- 
lated, endeavoured to conceal their difgrace, but to 
no efledt, for it difcovered itfelf, in confequence of 
the difgufiing maladies which foon broke out, and 
with which they had been infefied by thefe ruf- 
£&os. 

It was ufele(s to complain to the general officers 
of the unreafonable demands of the commiifaries, 
iind the excefles of the foldiery ; for their anfwer 
waSj! ** Give them what they alk for, and their ex- 
tortions xnu& neceffarily terminate/' And thus were 

they 
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they confirained to fee all the provilioH of corit - 
taken from the granary of the infirmary, and msnf 
of the inhabitants robbed of their t^hoie ftock of 
fodder for the winter. At midni<j;ht the whole army 
unexpefledly began to move, and commenced theit 
inarch with burning torches and lighted candles in 
their hands ; their retreat was covered by Generat 
Jordis^ and the next morning not a Frenchmati was 
to be feen in or near the town of Waldfee i though 
upon their march a band of chaiTeurs ftrag^ed intd^ 
aiQ outlying hamiet, and demanded the imnciediatid^ 
piyment of X2 louis as a contribution ; but the pea< 
£sitry n^ producing it To fpeedily as was expected. 
the- banditti rufhed into their houfes, deftroyed e 
thing too balky to be carried off, and rolling tl 
winter ilock of bread in filth and ordure, with csuli 
cioQS and fatan-like ihouts of langfater, ofiered it 
the utifortanate and hclplefs labourers. When aboifV^^ 
ten pound fierling had been coUecSted with muchdi f ^ ^ 
ficulty, and under continual dread of being mafl&— — ^ 
crcd, thefe unhappy people were under the neceffity -^ 
of ufing the moft humiliating entreaties to their "^ 
plunderers to accept this facrifice, and do them no ^ 
further injury. . 

The damages incurred by the inhabitants of Wald- 
fecr, in confequence of this fraternal vifit from the 
great nation, amounted to 45,000 florins, orupward|i 
of 4000/. fterling* 



'MarkdQrf—2, fmall town in Suabia, in the bifhopi^ 
ric of Conllance. 

When the French appeared upon the banks of the. 
Lake of Confrance, their leaders affecled to befur- 
prifed that people fhould be afraid of them^ and that 
many Ihould defert the country : *• For," faid they, 
" we are only come to offer peace to the Emperor, 
and not tio violate either yoarrdigion^yiouirculloms, 

your 
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your perfons, or your property ; all which fhali be 
moft carefully refpc6led and prefcrved.*' This at 
furance was publicly given to the deputies fronrx (eve- 
ml towns and villages by General Tarreau, who add- 
ed, " that it was his particular objed and btrfinefs 
to maintain the fevereft difciplinc^and the moft exad 
order in his army." Tranquillized by this ferious de^ 
elaration, the deputies returned home, and upon the 
jdof Auguft, at noon>day, the Freneli, to t)K mini»- 
oer of 6000 men, entered Markdorf and the tfeAgh*- 
bouring hamlets, and were entertained as liberally as 
poffible by the iishabitants. But they foon b^an to 
break open doors and commit thefts^ even onder the 
cjiea of the flaif-oificers, and fome of the horde 
ipread themfelves over the furroianding country, 
where thefe felf-terraed protestors of the peafantry 
tore the clsothes from the backs, and the Ihoes and 
Aockings from the teet and legs of the poor cotta^ 
^^ers and farmers who offered them proviiions^ broke 
open their cellars, irifled their clofets and coffers^ 
carried away all the valuable articles they could find, 
deftroyed the houfehold furniture, and cruelly beat 
sod wounded fuch as made a fhow of defending 
their properly. At length three volunteers were ar- 
pcfred.for having robbed a public meflenger upon the 
highway, of two watches and his money, and after- 
wards- wounded hioL iq. the head with a bayonet, be* 
oauie he complained of their ill u(age: A- court 
martial iiQmediately paHed fcntence of death upon 
one of the malefadors, and condemned the others 
to the galleys, which: latter part of the fentcnce Tar- 
reau converted into punilhment by death; but this 
was only done to deceive the people by a femblaiice 
of jufiice and difcipline ; for, notwithfranding the 
preparations for their execution^ the thieves were, 
Bot hanged, but were very foon afterwards- dif' 
f^arged. 
No man. knew better thaa Tarreau how to reap- 

where 
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where be bad not town ; and no (boner was he arrived 
at thecaflle of JMarkdorf tban be began to demean 
himfeU like a madman^ turioufly complaining that 
bread had not been purpo(ely baked for his army, al* 
though be knew that it was impoflible to prepare 
fucli a quantity upon iuch (hbrt notice, and that the 
troops had been fo liberally treated with bread and 
wine uiM>n their arriral. '^ If you don^ infiantly 
provide* broad enough/* faid he with a thundering 
voice, " I will give orders to my whole brigade to 
h\l on and plunder you/* The Commifiary Stouk- 
len, one of the moft worthleft men in the army, 
and for that rcalbn the eontidential favourite of IW- 
reau^ not only fpoke in the fame tone, but imme- 
diately iiTued a requiiition, by which 18,000 pounds 
weight of bread were ordered to be baked before mne 
o clock at night, under the penalty of the town be- 
ing given up to be plundered by the foldiere. The 
chiefmagiftrate, not aware that this was only^^pn^ 
-meditated fcbeme to raife money, was fuH of anxi- 
ety for the town, well knowing that fuch a proviiion 
could not poffibiy be made in fo fhort a time % ' bat 
he was foon relieved from his difirefs by a vifit fron 
Labroufle, one of Tarreau's aides-de-camp, and* his 
faithful colleague in the arts of extortion, whd ^- 
vifed him to pacify the General by a prefent of two 
gold watches. •* But,'* added he, *« you muft not 
hint that I gave you this advice, for the General is::a 
man of the moji delicate feelings and the mcefihimmt9^^ 
Two handfome gold watches were immediately. pro- 
cured, and ottered to Tarreau, whofc fury abated, 
and whofe brow was fmoothed ; whilfi Stouhlen- tore 
in pieces the requitition for the 18,000 pounds of 
bMad, and fald, " Let them bake what they can"-^ 
aiid fo ended' the farce. 

*• The rolumn foon afterwards proceeded on its 
mai^h ; Ihu two days afterwards, Stouhlen fent a 
tJtetfMt^d ^t 9OOO pounda weight of bread, 'which 

wcr# 
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were delivered to him ; apd Markdorf was relieved 
from farther contributions until the clofe of Septem- 
ber, though it flillfuffered much from theexafuons 
and thefts committed by the troops, who were cQuti- 
«iually marching to and fro. 

The retreat at length took place, and upon the 

' aod of September the head-quarters were fixed at 
Hofen, in the neighbourhpod of Markdorf, which, 
with the adjoining villages, now experienced every 

ibrt of oppreflion. Two of the commiflaries-efta- 
blilhed at different places near Markdorf, at the fame 
time, and with fimilar menaces, required from thut 
town the moil exorbitant fupplies; fo th^t.itwaa 
expofed to the mercilefs attacks of thofc harpies, 
without a poflibility of redrefs, and requifition fuc- 
ceeded requifition. The deputy commiiTaries al(b 
vifited the adjacent country with their exa&ions, 

;f|nd obliged the peafants either to comply with tiieir 
demands, or to purchafe their exemption with, gold* 
'5 We coin requifitions like money,*' faid the Com- 

-miflary Nonette, who, like his brethren, readily and 

^{Miblicly defifted from levying contributions in re- 

ef^urn for a prefent to himfelf ; and the town of .Mark- 
dorf was forced to pay him in cafli the value of 20 
tons of hay, and of 25 facks of oats, in order to 

.-prevent the threatened general pillage by the foldicry ; 
:,nor could the execution of a fimilar menace from 
another commiflary be averted but by a wi^llrtimied 
prefent to his fecrctary. 

Upon the morning of the 5th of Oftober, Tar- 
reau arrived at Markdorf with his Staff, and finding 
th^t hW head-quarters had been eflablifhed at the 
inn, he galloped up to the caftle, and vehemently 
demanding why it had not been prepared for his re- 
ception, added, fpeaking to the.burgolaa;fler,'^^Bat 
.^< I know you had much rather eptectaio the Im- 
f* perialifls; here in the caille, however, will I lodge, 
'^ and if in the cQurfe of two hours &^ beds are 

**^nQt 
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«* not prepared for mc and my Staff, j'ou fhall re* 
•* ccivc 25 laflics, to be rcpr-atcd every hour antil 
*• my orders arc obeyed/' The beds were accord- 
ingly prepared, but Tarreau's wrath was not ap- 
peafed; and it approached almoft to madneis, when 
htc at niglit he rcct^ived an order for the army to 
continue its rclrcat early the next morning. The 
people of Markdorf paffed this whole night in the 
greatcil anxiety; for Tarreau liad more than ten 
times threatened to let fire t6 the town in four dif- 
ferent places, and his unj^overnable rage ga?c them 
good rcalbn to apprehend the worft ; they were, how- 
ever, fortunate enough to escape the conflagration, 
and the next morning the barbarian marched awajr 
with his divifion, followed by the execrations of the 
whole country, who upon the fame day joyfully te* 
ceived the Auftrians as their deliverers from the iron 
yoke which had been impofedby thefe champions ift 
the caufe of liberty and equality. Their vifitatioili 
trofl the inhabitantsof Markdorf near 40,000 florins, 
or about 3600/. flerling; a large fum, conlidertng! 
that tlie town did not contain more than 350 heads 
of tamiiies, few of whom were in a ftate of atflueDce^ 
and that they had, during fome years, been very en* 
fiiccefsful in the culture and produce of their lixio^ 
yards. 

It ought not to be forgotten, that in a hamlet ne«r 
the town, ten brutal French foldiers alternately vip-^ 
lated the chaflity of a woman, who hourly expet^ed 
to be taken in labour, and whofe hufband was for* 
cibly made a witnefs of their barbarity. An officer 
tpO^. whofe affiftance had been requefied by the ne^h« 
l^ours, upon entering the houfe, was fo far from re^ 
pfpyipg the foldiers, that, horribkj to relate, -Be iov*: 
ffiod^ately followied their example, and added to the 
ipjuries already offered to the expiring womam lo 
ai^Qtber village, a woman who had only borne a 
^[i|d nboiit eight days, was difhonoured and treated 

with 



with (bch violence that her recovery was extremely 
doubtful, and when in defpair ihe fled from them 
in her ihift, and with her infant in her arms, ihe 
was purfued by the loofe jokes and malign ihouts 
of thefe inhuman fons of Satan, over wboie other 
atrocious adlions in this difiridl it is now time to 
throw a veil. 



Meerjburg — a town upon the banks of the Lake 
of Con fiance, in the Circle of Suabia, and the refi- 
denceof the Prince-bifhop of Conflance. 

Advice having been received at this town upoil 

the i8th of September, that the divifion of the 

Trench army under General Tarreau, was retreating 

through that part of Suabia, the gates of the town 

were ordered to be (hut ; and according to the tcnout 

of a French proclamation of the i8th of Augult, 

they were not to be opened to any of the officers or 

Ibldiers, except to fuch as bad their route made out, 

and figncd by the officers upon the Staff. Notwith- 

fianding this precaution, the inns were foon filled 

with French foldiers, and the ftables were crowded 

with horfes they had ftolen upon their march ; and 

fiich as could not gain admittance were amply pro* 

vided with meat and drink at the gates of the town. 

Three days afterwards, Tarreau, who probably had 

long wilhed for an oblation from Meerlbnrg, fcnt 

the following defpotic and alarming note to the ma- 

giflrates : *• I command you to appear at my head* 

quarters at Yfihi, in the courfe of twenty-four 

hours.*' The Baron de Reichhn and two other rtf- 

fpediable magiflrates forthwith repaired to YfTni, and^ 

were received by the Aid-de-camp LabrouflTe, who* 

reeling about half naked, greeted them in a fhun*-* 

dering voice with " Come in, fcoundrels as you atejf 

your town ihall fpeedily be reduced to afhes, antf 

j«)urfelves exalted upon a gibbet ;'* and then placing 

aguaro 
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a guard over them, and reaiTuring them, " that the 
lun Ihould early the next morning light them on 
tlieir way to the gallows," he ftaggered into the 
apartment of Tarreau. The deputies at length dif- 
covercd that their gaolers thirfted for the blood of 
the Governor of Mecrfburg, who had caufed the 
gates to be fhut, as above related, and who would 
certainly have fallen a facriHce to their rage, if be 
bad not haliily retired into Switzerland. Upon ex- 
amination of the deputies the next morning, and 
upon their declaration that the gates had been fhut 
by order of the Governor, LabroufTe ordered two 
carriages to be prepared, and immediately drove with 
them, efcocted by twenty huflars, and preceded by 
a hangman, to Meeriburg, when fuch members of 
the regency as had not efcaped were fummoned and 
treated with the iame infolence and menaces as the 
deputies had been fubjefl to upon the preceding 
evening. Fire and fword, gallows and muflcet-balls, 
thundered inceflantly from the lips of the tyrant, 
and he fwore that the houfe of the Governor ihould 
ioftantly be reduced to ruins. At length, after much 
altercation, Labrouflc detained two of the chief of- 
ficers of ftate as hoftagcs, and departed with them 
for head-quarters, where, whilft the people of the 
town anxioufly awaited the cataftrophe, this appa- 
rently tragical hiftory terminated in peaceful robbery. 
General Tarreau had an inclination for, and was 
complimented with a handfome carriage and two 
fine hories belonging to one of the hofiages, which, 
with a weighty purfe of gold, facrificcd to him and 
bis afliftant LabroufTe, completed the expiation, 
though not until the fiiendihip of the General's valet 
ic cbambre and cook had been purchafed at the 

r*Ce of five louis each ; for this knot of thieves was 
cloiiety united^ that it was not fafe to pais any of 
them unnoticed. Tarreau demanded al(b and re- 
CciTc4 fi^ horfes from the ftables of thePrince-bifhop

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of Cotiftdnce: and the CommilTary Dldri^ impdife'd' 
upon the town of Meerfburg the moft rij^rot'bifaht** 
contributions, which he afterwards withdraw upon' 
receiving a prefent of 60 louis and tv(ro fine horfesi** 
Thefe are fome Of the many bafe actions of f he' French' 
at; Meerfburg, which, though nbt generally plun-*' 
dered, was expofed to much robbery and ^^ejcation ; 
for fome of the French, with an officer at thdrhead, 
foftibly entered a fhop, and carried ofF^goods to \\\6 
T2llue of 7o7. fterling : another party robbed d watch- 
maker of four gold and two filvfer watches ; and fe- 
veral petty thefts were committed both by the offi-' " 
ccTs aindfoldiers. ' . = '-" 



JBremen'^^, village in Suabia, in the county p(_^ 
Friedberg* 

Humanity fhudders at the recolledtion of the cru- 
elties ^nd enormities committed by the French in 
many parts of the county of Friedberg, . and parti-, 
cularly at the village of Bremen, which, upon the . 
6th of Odober, in the evening, was befetby a ban4 
of robbers, under the denomination of republican fol- 
dicrs, who, mad with wine, ruftied into the houfes 
with the moft hideous war-whoop, and had imme- 
diate recourfe to their well-known fyftem of pJunderj 
All thecoiFersand clofets were broken open anii rifled; '[ 
all tlie houfehold furniture was deftroyed.; the pea- / 
fanU were required, with loaded piftols^ at their 
breaifty to deliver up their money ; the beds ap^^b^tf- 
ding were unripped and examined ; and, uinder pre* 
tenge of .fearching for concealed treafure,''n(jjj only 
theiioprsof the rooms were torn up, but eyqh inr,£ 
fanta were violently dragged from thgir.^,'qi;^^(Jles, ^"' 
and. many fi^milies were deprived of nearly all tlieirf 
property. But ftill more terrible to thefe, p^C€;;afc^\^ 
and. inncHjent country people was the infernal ruaq- .! 
OCT iij' which the female fex was treated hy.. tj^efc ' .'*

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villains. In the whole village diere was neither 
maiden, wife, nor widow, who wae not forcibly and 
repeatedly difhonoured ; and fuch was tiie depravity 
of thcfe mifcreants, that eight, ten, and frequently 
more than that number, focceffivcly infuUed the 
fame unfortunate vi6Hm, with the accomplifhment 
of their brutal purpofes. Neither early youth, nor 
hoary-headed age, nor deformity, nor yet the moft 
ofFenlivc diforders, could abate the fury of their 
pallions ; and not only hufbands, but fathers, and, 
to fill up the meafure of their iniquity, even little 
children were made to be witneffes of thefe abomi' 
nable outrages. One woman, who, with her huf- 
band, had flruggled inefFcftually againft theattempt^ 
of fix of thcfe monfters, was dragged into the field^ 
over hedges and ditches, repeatedly difhonoured, an^^ 
left half dead upon the ground, whilft her hufban^^ 
was cruelly maimed with their fabres, and even l^e^^ 
fucking infant was treated with the greateft inhuma — ^ 
nity. Others of the female fex, both here and in 
the adjacent villages, were fattened to trees, and 
violated by fucceeding numbers. 

Not fatisfied with thefe exceffes, they proceeded 
to rifle the churches, and, with the moft blafphe- 
mous expreffions, deftroyed the altars, polluted the 
communion-table with their ordure, polled down 
and reviled the image of our Saviour, trampled the 
hoft under foot, and then threw it to the dogs. 

General Courbe levied a contribution of 20 
louis upon the poor inhabitants of the fmall hamlet 
of Brunweiler, under a folemn promife that they 
ihould not be plundered or molefled ; but the money 
was fcarcely paid, before a party of his foldiers ar- 
rived, and completely ruined them. 

A party of grenadiers came to the houfe of a far- 
mer and innkeeper in another village, and after be- 
ing liberally fupplied with provifions, fuddenly at- 
tacked the matter of the houfe, calling out in the 

a language 
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language of highwaymen, "Your money or your 
life ;" and when they had fecured all the money he 
had about him, they forcibly threw him upon the 
ground, and beat him, broke open and plundered 
all his cbefis and coffers, and were upon the point of 
departing with their booty, when they were joined 
by nine dragoons, who, after indulging themfelves 
with the contents of the cellar, difcharged three muf- 
kets, as a iignal to their diffant comrades that they 
had difcovered fome fecret treafure. In lefs than a . 
quarter of an hour they were reinforced by two hun- 
dred men, who prefently confiimed or deftrdyed all 
the wine, bread, and provifions in the houfe, and 
terminated their heroic (Exploits by breaking all the 
glafs and earthen ware, deftroying the empty cafks, 
and threatening to fet fire to the premises* 



/iP5?Ar— *a village in Auftrian Suabia. 
This place was vifited upon the 18th of July, 179^, 
by four mounted artillerymen in ragged uniforms, 
who, in the ftyle of a requiiition, demanded 66 facks 
of oats, and three waggon-loads of hay, which were 
no IboneV delivered to them, than they conveyed 
them to a neighbouring town, and there fold them 
for ready money. 

In the fame month the environs were curfed with 
the prefence of General Tuncq, whofe infamy is re- 
corded in the annals of La Vendee, and who was 
affiled in his crimes by his aid-de-camp Schulz, the 
fim of a petty innkeeper at Huninguen. This Ge- 
neral chofe, as articles of plunder, wood and flax, 
and obliged the Baron de Schonaw, chief proprie- 
tor of Webr, to cut down and deliver in the courfe 
of five days, 372 oaks and other trees, which he 
jfloftted down the Rhine into Switzerland, where ht 
bad prrevioufly fixed an agent, who fold the wood, 
mod divided the fpoil with his employer. When the 

u z chiefs 
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chiefs of feveral villages reprefentkl to liim the im- 
poffibility of furniftiing what he required, he order- 
ed them to be beaten, and chained together, and 
thrown into prifon like common malefadtors. It is 
true, that, upon complaint to the Diredlory, Tuncq 
was brought to a court-martial and degraded, and 
that his aid-de-camp found it prudent to retreat with 
part of his booty ; but no recompenfc was made to 
thofe whom he had injured and plundered ; and other 
privileged thieves under the denomination of com- 
miflaries and agents, appeared in their room, and 
were fan<ftioncd in their numerous oppreilions. - 

Upon the 2oth of 06lober, in the afternoon, the 
rear-guard (in every refpcdl the refufe) of the army 
of the Rhine and Mofelle appeared at Wchr, and 
encamped under the walls of the caftle. The 
women and children now fled up the country with 
part of their cattle and efFe(9s, and took refuge in a 
wood ; but the family in the caftle and all the men 
.remained at home, with the hope of, in fotne degree, 
preventing the evils they fo juftly dreaded. The 
firft fet of banditti began their operations by plun- 
dering the villages, and in the courfeof three hours 
conveyed to their camp 120 fwine, 62 Iheep, 36 
calves, a great quantity of poultry, and upwards of 
1200 fhcaves of wheat ; and finiftied by tearing the. 
Ihoes from off the feet of the inhabitants. The 
next vifit was from a party of huflars headed by a 
Colonel Marulat, who appeared late in the evening, 
drank all the wine and fpirils in the village of Wehr, 
and mifufcd thofe who were not able to aftbrd them 
any ; and at midnight, when all was quiet, 600 vo- 
lunteers, with bayonets fixed, appeared before the 
caftle, and loudly called for 3600 bottles of wine, 
at the fame time threatening to fet fire to the vil- 
lage and caftle if their demand was not immediately 
complied with. Remonftrance was vain and iifelefs; 
and after the officers and men had familiarly drank 

to 
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to the greateft exccfs, they carried aWay the remain- 
der of their booty. 

Amongft the innumerable a&s of inhumanity com- 
mitted during this dreadful night, the following de- 
ferves to be particularly recorded : — Five foldiers 
having forced open the dooK of a houfe, in which 
lay a poor woman* who had been taken in labour 
about twelve hours before, they, with drawn fwords 
at the breaft of the ftill fuffering woman, demanded 
her money, and upon being told that (lie had none, 
ranfacked the dwelling and out-houfe, and carried 
away all the furniture, wearing apparel, fwine and 
poultry they could find ; and at departing, one of 
them, by way of humanity, threw a dead fowl at 
the head of the poor fufFerer, and told her Ihe might 
make herfelf fome broth with it *. 

The retreat of the French through this diflriA 
was marked by iimilar inftances of rapine and bru- 
tality. In one village they violated and fo barba- 
roufly abufcd a girl about 1 5 years of age, that in 
three days Ihe was a corpfe. In the fame village 
jlhey broke into the houfe of a fhopkeeper who was 
recovering from a fevere illnefs, cut his bedding in 
pieces, fcattered the feathers about the premifes, ri- 
fled the houfe and fhop, and having difcovered in 
the garden a ch^ft full of goods that had been dcpo- 
fitcd there for fecurity, carried it off with the reft of 
their booty. They not only plundered another houfe, 
but, with the malevolence of evil fpirits,mixed together 
all the wheat, corn, oats, and rye they could find, 
and ftrewed them over the apartments. The village 

^ The reader will have obferved with horror many inftanccs of 
the cruelty of the French towards lying-in women ; and he will 
il^ildder at hearing that the republicans frequently drowned the 
children which were born to them by their wives or concubines, 
during their march through Franconia. This is not a fabulous re- 
port, but a real and well-gtrefted faft.

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was completely pillaged and ruiiisd, the utenfilsqr^ 
ccflary for the vintage were thrown into the Rhine 
the churches were plundered, the pyx broken tQ 
pieces, and thecoufocrated hoft trampled under foot. 
in the environs ot the camp the eorpfes of feveral 
women were found, who had been violated and 
abufcd even to death ; and however incredible it 
may appear, it is a fa<Sl, that the monfters fatisfied 
their brutal appetites with eorpfes, and with fomc 
unhappy vidims in the agonies of death. 



Radolf-ZeU — a town in Auflrian Suabia, near th? 
inferior Lake of Conflance, containing about 1800 
foul§. 

Theattachment teftifiedby the greateftpart of the 
inhabitants of Suabia, and efpecially by thofe of the 
Aufirian territories in that Circle, to their governor^ 
and conilitution, amidil the fuccelTes of the enemy^ 
was frequently attended by very confiderable dang^, 
and was either ridiculed or murmured at by thci, 
French, who called them Grcrman beafts, unworthy 
of the* good fortune, which, like miffionaries from 
hell, they offered thena, with the dagger in one 
hand, and the firebrand in the other. But neither 
menaces nor infults could weaken their fidelity and 
loyalty ; and it is worthy of remark, that the incur- 
iion of the French into the Empire, not only put an 
end to every xyilh to revolutionize, but contributed 
to unite the fovereign and the people much more 
clofely than before. Several towns, and Radolf-Zell 
^n particular, fqffcred much for their diltinguilhed 
attachment to their fovereign and conftitution ; and 
upon the retreat of Tarreau, the laft-cpcntioned townl 
was faved from threatened conflagration, by a pre- 
sent of two fine horfes to the General, and by fup- 
plying him and shis army with an abundance of the 
^pft coflly provifions that could be procured ; after 
. r • - . which 
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which the foldi^rs deflroyed the vineyards, the pro- 
duce of which was upon the point of heing gathered, 
cut down the fruit-trees, in order the more eafily to 
pluck the fruit, and broke down the hedges and 
fences of the gardens. In the neighbouring villages 
they flole all the horfes, cattle, Iheep, and fwine, as 
well as all the flock of wine in the cellars, and the 
ftore of corn in the granaries and barns. The female 
fex here alfo met with the moft barbarous ufage, the 
confequences of which were fatal to many of them. 



EngelwieSj Durhheinty and Barenthal — ^three vil- 
lages in Suabia. 

In this diftridV the French were guilty of the great- 
cfl: exceffes during their retreat ; and regardlefs of 
the conditions in the convention which had been fo- 
lemnly agreed upon, they treated the peafantry and 
villagers like people who were to be trampled upon, 
without the privilege of refiftance, which was deemed 
a crime puniihable with conflagration and the fword^ 
as was proved in the cafe of the village of Erigelwics, 
upon account of the following incident, 

A foldier belonging to a party that had begun to 
plunder the village, having pillaged the dwelling- 
houfe of the parifh minifter, was not fatisfied with- 
out wanting to ftrip him of his breeches ; upon which 
bis brother, formerly an Auftrian non-coinmiflioned 
ofiicer, flarted up in his defence, and jull as the 
Frenchman was about to fire his mulket at him, 
ftmck him fuch a blow upon the head as brought 
him lifelefs to the earth. This was no fooner dif- 
covcrcd by the comrades of the deceafed, than their 
rage, as well as their numbers, feemed every moment 
to increafe ; they committed cruelties too hofriblc 
for defcription, and concluded the terrible fcene by 
fwearing thatthe whole village fliould be annihilated ; 
nor C00I4 the prayers and entreaties of the aged and 

u 4 , the 
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the matron prevent or delay, the execution of their 
thrrais. The parfonage, 15 other houfes, and iS 
barn>, were fpeedily reduced to alhes, with their 
furniture, and all the produce of their late abundant 
harveft ; and the lignal was already given for burn- 
ing the remaining houfcs, when they received an 
order from head-quarters to defift, and immediately 
comnience their retreat, the Auftrians being in full 
inarch againft them. The minifler's brother had 
early faved himlelf by flight, but the prieft and his» 
clerk were carried, chained together, as far as Mul- 
heim on the Danube, and there with difficulty re- 
leafed ; and three of the clerk's children, who re- 
mained in the honfe whilft he efcaped into the 
church with the minifier, were inhumanly fuffered 
to perifh in the flames. 

Tl)e fate of the village of Barenthal was as (hock- 
ing as that already related. The perfidy with which 
the French violated the articles of the convention, 
and the inhumanity with which they treated the in- 
habitants of the diflridls through which they pafTed, 
had determined the peafantry to arm themfelves, and 
drive them out of their dwellings, the protedlion and 
fecurity of which had been promifed by the moft fo- 
lemn proclamations. So that when, upon the 6th 
of Odober, a horde of robbers attempted to plun- 
der fome houfes in Barenthal, they were oppofed by 
the inhabitants, who, after a vigorous refiflance, 
were defeated with the lofs of five killed, and three fo 
defperatcly wounded, that they foon afterwards ex- 
pired* The rage of the conquerors now vented itfelf 
upon the whole of the unfortunate village, which* 
after being plundered of every thing valuable and 
portable, was fet on fire ; and in a few hours the 
church, 1 8 hpqfes, and as many barns, were re- 
duced to a heap of fhapelefs ruins. The greater 
part of the inhabitants ioft the whole of their pro^. 
perty, and many years muft pafs away before they 

c^u" 
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can recover from the ftate of poverty into which they 
were plunged by the events of that dreadful day. 

The village of Durbheim was, upon the 7lh of 
O6lober, completely facked, with the exception of 
the parfonage and two other houfes : and as it was 
not expelled that the French would penetrate into 
that fequeftered valley, no precautions had beea 
taken, and every thing of value fell into the hands of 
the foldiers ; notwithftanding which they fearched 
the newly made graves, and broke open the coffins, 
in hopes of finding fome treafiire interred with the 
dead bodies. 

They not only indulged in drinking to the mofl: 
beaflly excefs, but, taking the cocks out of the calks, 
they fufFered the wine to run out on the cellar-floor. 
They alfo led away 3 1 horfcs from this fm all vil- 
lage, and made the minifl^r exchange a favourite 
ikddle-horfe, valued at 36 louis, fortwo half-ftarved 
ponies, which they had ftolen from a neighbouring 
farmer. Upon the 9th of 0(9ober, the village was 
^gain vifited by fix huflars, who riding up to the par- 
fonage with the moft tejrifying menaces, demanded 
either a caflcofwineor a prefent of fix louis; and 
upon being refufed, not only fwore that they would 
bum the village, but adlually fired into the houfes, 
and fpread univerfal confternation. The peafantry, 
who foon gathered together, prevented any farther 
mifchieff and upon the following day, four of thefe 
banditti were taken prifoncrs by an Auftrian pat role, 
as they were marauding in an out-lying hamlet. 
Upon the fame day, the minifter of another village 
was carried in fetters before Genea*al Moreau, and ac- 
cufed of having excited the people in his village to 
take up arms, and defend thcmfelvcs againfl the af- 
iaults of their enemies ; fpr which he and five of the 
peafants were condemned to be hanged, and were 
iaved from execution with the greatefl difficulty, and 
jifter fufFering, dufing fome time^ all the anguilh at- 
tendant 
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tcndant upon the expedation of a cruel and igno- 
minious death. ' 



JVditerii'mgen — a Tillage in Suabia containing 
45) inhabitants. 

Upon the firft days of 0<5lober, a detachment of 
the army of the Rhine and Mofelle overran this vil- 
lage, and diftinguifheditfclf by fuch exceflcs as can- 
not fail of ftamping the Greaf Nation with everlaft- 
ing infamy. Not fatisfied with the anticipation of 
their wiflics by the inhabitants, they furioufly ran 
about the Ureets with drawn fwords and cocked pif- 
tols, broke into the houfes, rifled the different apart- 
ments, carried away provifions, kitchen utenfils, 
bedding, and wearing apparel, and wantonly de- 
ftroyed what they could not convey away ; fo. that 
thelofles of the different proprietors amounted, upon 
the mod moderate computation, to 21,000 florins, 
or nearly 2000/. flerling. -Thirty-fix horfes, 96 
fwine, 2 bullocks fit for the flaughter-houfe, 2 calves, 
150 geefe, and a great quantity of poultry, formed 
one part of their fpoil ; and the minifter of the pa- 
rilh, who was the principal fufFerer, loft 60 louis in 
cafh, much filver plate, all his kitchen furniture, 
nearly all his clothes and houfehold linen, 5 beds, 
35 facks of corn, and a large quantity of*^ flour. 
Such of the corn and flour as they could not carry 
away, they rendered ufelefs by mixing with duft, 
afhes, and ordure. They alfo broke in pieces the look- 
ing-glaflfes, wardrobes, and other houfehold furni- 
ture, tore the books and pidtures, deflroycd the cru- 
cifixes, inccflantly vilified the name of their Creator, 
and the moft facred things, and drove the minifler 
out of his houfe, after dangeroufly wounding hin> 
with their fabres. In the church they broke the pyx, 
trampled under foot the confecrated hoft, threw 
do\yn the images^ carried away fuch of t^ie commu- 
nion 
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pion furniture as was valuable and ufHul to them, 
clothed themfclves in the facerdotal robes, and pa-» 
raded the ftreets on horfeback, roaring out the mpft 
obfcene and blafphemous fongs and ballads. 

Humanity Ihudders, and the blood runs cold, at 
ihe felation of the more than brutal ferocity and luft 
with which the female fex was di (honoured by thefe 
monft'ers. Three women, already paft their feventieth 
year, fix lying-in women, four far advanced in their 
pregnancy, and 12 young girls, were, by their out* 
rages, brought almofl to the gates of death. Even 
children, thirteen years of age, loft their innocence 
and their health, in the con ft rained prefence of others 
iftill younger than themfelves : and five men, who 
attempted to protedt the honour of their wives, were 
trampled under foot, and left half dead with fevere 
inrounds from the broad- f words of thefe atrocioui^ 
yillains. 



OfDuhehiy the General of Divifion. At Fribourg, 
in Brifgaw, in the Circle of Suabia. 

Upon the i2th of Odlober, between two and three 
p'elock in the afternoon, orders were received to pre- 
pare quarters in a gentleman's houfe, for a French 
(iTeneral and four officers ; foon after appeared the 
General of Divifion Duhem, and a fuite of thirty or 
forty officers, fevcral privates and fervants, who were 
received with the greateft complaifance. But the 
General, in a commanding tone, gave orders that a 
dinner, fit for a republican Geqeral, and twenty-fiv6 
of his retinue, Ihould be provided 'at five o'clock; 
and he added, that he expedled to be in all refpedls 
treated and attended according to his rank and dignity. 
Six rooms and the faloon were immediately opened ; 
l)ut the fervants of the houfe not being able, in the 
hurry an4 confufion, to find the keys of the other 
apartments^ the General threatened to break open 
'^ the 
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the doors, and his aid*de-camp began to talk about 
cudgels and horfewhips. Before I proceed, let loe 
relate an anecdote of this aid-de*cainp, highly cha- 
la^leriftic of him and his affociates : Duhem having 
ifllied an order that the magiftrates of Fribourg 
fhould furnifli the inftruments ufod in the Turkift 
mufic, and they having rcprefented to the aid-de- 
camp the impoflibility of obeying fo unreafonable a 
demand, that ftiamelefs reprobate replied, ** that if 
they would procure him a couple of handfomc girls, 
tliey might keep the Turkifli mufic for themfelvcs." 
The General, officers, and privates palTed their 
whole time at the table, and every exertion was 
made to fatisfy their gluttony, but in vain ; for upon 
the 13th of Odlober, General Duhem, after bitterljF 
complaining of his ordinary fare, with many 
threats commanded the delivery of ao pounds 
weight of fugar^ i6 of coffee, 16 of rice, and 18 
lemons, which he had no fooner received, th^a 
he made a further demand of 50 bottles of cham- 
paignc, and 30 bottles of fvveet wine; and the 
next morning, before his departure, he ifTuedafrefti 
order for fifty more bottles of champaigne, which 
he received and conveyed away. Neither were his 
fervauts idle; for in the afternoon of the 13th of 
Odober they broke into the faddle-houfe, and plun- 
dered it of all the faddles and harnefs they could 
find; and though the General andfome of his offi- 
cers faw them carry away their fpoil, and were ap- 
plied to for redrefs, they did not choofe to liflen to 
the complaint, but fuflfered the booty to be carried 
off. W])en Duhem and his followers quitted the 
houfc, upon the 14th of Odluber, it was difcovered 
that they had left in their apartments and beds the 
moft filthy traces of their exiftence, and that they 
had flolen feveral pairs of fheets and a handfome 
counterpane, and rifled a portmanteau of its con- 
tents. 
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tents. . The upper part of this houfe had been previ- 
oufly plundered by a commiflary's affiCVant in July, 
and was now again publicly robbed, not by the un- 
governable foldiery, but by a General who affedled to 
talk about difcipline, and by hfe officers and fervants. 
A French Lieutenant had indeed been degraded and 
fent to the galleys for levying a trifling contribution 
when the French firfl appeared at Fribourg; but 
that was done only to deceive the Germans until 
they had got a firm footing in the country, after 
which the incendiaries, murderers, and plunderers of 
all' defcriptions were fufFered to commit their ra- 
vages with impunity. 



Hedingm — a Francifcan convent, and the two 
farm-houfes, in the county of Sigmaringen, near 
the Danube, and in the Circle of Suabia. 

Upon the 5th of 06tober, whilft a column of the 
army of the Rhine and Mofelle was retreating to- 
wards Switzerland, a party of the infantry marched 
acrofs the fields, plundered, the two farm-houfes, 
Jftormed the convent, firipped the priefls and their 
fervants even of their fhoes and neckcloths, and ei- 
ther carried away or deftroyed all the bedding, and 
every thing elfethey could difcover ; and two cavalry 
officers, who appeared to have more humanity than 
their comrades, coming up and ordering them to de- 
lift, were grofsly infqlted, deprived of their piftols, 
and put to flight by the foldiers with their fabres. 
The church was pillaged of the facerdotal garments 
and communion-plate, and the greateft indignities 
were offered to ev^ry thing that is deemed facred. 
Thefeexcefles continued from eleven in the morning 
Aintil four in the afternoon ; and the friars, after re- . 
jpeated blows, and threats of immediate death, loft 
^Imoft every thing but their lives. 

Schwandorf 
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Schwandoff-'^ village in the Auftrian part of 
Suabia. 

To this place the 8th of OiSlober was a day of ter- 
ror and calamity ; and as the report of other French 
cruelties had already reached the ears of the inhabit- 
ants, the women and children fled, with fome of 
their valuable effects, into an adjoining wood, ho- 
ping to be there fecure from the attacks of the ibldiers, 
who were now upon their retreat, and entered the 
village to the number of 3000. Some of them ftoj)- 
ped at the parfonage, and demanded wine; bdt 
whilft the minificr was giving orders for its delivery^ 
they dragged him into the cellar, and robbed him 
of his watch, whilft others flole his horfes out of the 
adjoining paflure. In the mean time the heroes, 
who, in tho. language of their employers, had mi 
ceajid to deferve well of their country ^ began pillaging 
withfuch violence and rapacity, that the inhabitants 
were driven by defpair to attempt the proteAibn of 
their property, which enraged the aggreflbrs fo mucb^ 
that they threatened to burn the village, and would 
probably have done fo, but for the exertions of fome 
officers, and for the flight of the pcafants, whom 
they purfued towards the wood, where the (hrieks of 
the women and children prcfently difcovered their 
retreat. When the foldiers had here fatisfied their 
rapacity, and plundered the poor fugitives of nearly 
all that they poflTeflTed, they cc mpleted the tragedy 
with outrages the moft Ihocking to humanity. Mar- 
ried women were diftionoured in the prefence of 
their hufbands and children ; and young girls were 
defpoiled of their innocence under the eyes of their 
parents and companions. Even women who had 
borne children only eight or ten days, were not fafe 
from the difgraceful outrages of thefe inhuman 
wretches, who dragged the infants from their arms, 
and, infenfible to the agonizing fcreams of the fuf- 
fercrs, threatened the reliftance of their mothers with 
inflant death. ' Emmingett--^ 
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Emmmgen — a village in Suabia, in the principa- 
lity of Furftenberg. 

Upon the morning of the 7th of October the 

peace of this village was fuddenly and uncxpedtedjy 

difiurbed by 6 or 700 republicans, who to the cha» 

rader of foldiers added that of robbers, mifcreants, 

and barbarians, deAitute of feeling and of decency <» 

They broke into the dwelling of one of the princi* 

pal farmers, carried off all the provifions, linen, and 

wearing apparel, even of the children, and ftole 1 

waggon and four horfes, with which they conveyed 

away their booty ; and moft of the houfes in the 

village underwent a fimilar fate. But the minifter 

of the parifli was one of the greateft fufferers ; for 

not even age or fevere illnefe could prote6l him from 

ill ufage, and from being dragged from his bed, un-r 

der pretence that he had concealed bis money ; after 

which they broke open his wardrobe and coffers, and 

carried away all his money, plate, houfehbld linen> 

and wearing apparel. 

The Prince of Furflenberg's fteward, who, in at^ 
tempting to efcape, fell down and dillocated Iiis ancle, 
was purfued by the foldiers, and nearly beaten to 
death ; after which they pillaged his habitation, and 
committed every fpecies of enormity. Several young 
girls and married women fell a facrifice to the out- 
rageous paflions of thefe ruffians, againft whom 
even gray hairs afforded no protedion ; for an old 
woman near 70 years of age was fucceffively difho- 
noured by four of thefe monflers, whofe brutality 
words are wanting fufficiently to reprobate. 

Biburg — a fmall but pleafant village near Augf-^ 
burg in Suabia *.

Upon the 2oth of September, part of the Frebch 
army retreated through Biburg, mider the com- 
mand of General Diihem, who, with a retinue of 
45 men and 50 Jiorfes, took up his abode at the 
country houfc of a gentleman of Augfburg, and 
commanded a large fupply of proVifions for the 
table. But the leller robbers, upon their march to- 
wards Bavaria, had fo plundered the village, that 
there was but little left for the greater; and he had 
fortunately brought with him a cafk of wine, ftolen 
by his orders out of a cellar at Auglburg* Hid 
followers, however, ranfacked every part of the 
houle, and the foldiers either carried away or deflroy- 
ed wliat had l^een left by their predeceflbrs : every 
thing wjis deemed lawful prey, and fcarcely a houfe 
cfca|>cd without being completely pillaged. The 
beer in the calks was wafled, large branches of fruit- 
trees were cut off, and even the water-pipes were 
cut to pieces, fo that the village remained four daya 
without water. Women advanced in years, and 
girls who were hardly out of their childhood, were 
facrifired to the paffions of thefe favages ; and a 
French officer, who attempted to put a Itop to their 
brutality, was fo defpcrately wounded by them, that 
he fell almolt lifclefs from his horfe. Duhem, who 
demanded a quantity of fugar and coffee, and con- 
defcended to accept about three louis in their flead, 
marclicd out of Biburg the next morning, when it 
was difcovered that the great General and his gang 
underflood the art of thieving and defolating as 
well as the reft of the banditti ; for they had carried 
away all the plate and linen, let all the wine run 
out of the calks in the cellars, and done all pofliblc 
mifchief to the furniture. 

The damages fuftained by this village, during four 
or five weeks, from the French, upon their march 
and their retreat, were very conliderable; andfeveral 
families were reduced to the greateft poverty and

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diftrefs. Such are the bleffings conFerred upon their 
fellow creatures by the difciples of liberty and 
equality, the vile inAruments of a few fanguinary 
and ambitious tyrants i

When the French entered this place^ they teftified 
feme fort of refped for the articles of the conven- 
tion, which had been purchafed at fo great a price ; 
but upon the following day they threw off the maik, 
aflumed their proper charafter of plunderers, add 
turned the conteft againft Kings into war with the 
pealants and mechanics. But this was only a pre- 
lude to greater calamities; for General Vandamme 
having, either through ignorance or inattention, 
cftabliihed his military cheft at Stozingen, under a 
imall guard, and an Auftrian party, lying only five 
miles diilant, having, in the courfe of their patrole, 
fallen in with, and carried it ofF, and made the 
guard prifoners ; the inhabitants were accufed of 
Saving given information to the Auftrians, andade- 
tachment^ under the command of Colonel Lavalle, 
arrived upon the loth of Auguft, with orders to fet 
fire to the village. Old and young, and women 
with infants at the breaft, rending the air with their 
lamentations, haflily fled into the fields; and at four 
o*clock the cannons were pointed againft the houfes, 
wbilft the huflars and chaffeurs, with cocked piftols 
and drawn fwords, prevented the flight of the fe«r 
who had remained there. One woman was killed

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by them Dpon the fpot, and another died two days 
afterwards, in contequence of the blows ihe rec^ved 
upon the breafl with the but end of a fuftol. liSLvaUe, 
after the mofl humiliating entreaties, aL length 
yielded to the prayers of the clergy and other per- 
fbns, and promifed to ipare the town upon the pay- 
nent of looo louis ; which condition, tbou^ tend- 
ing to their rain^ was complied with ; but mofi of 
the houfes were pillaged, feveral wonaen wcr 
abu&d in the ttiofi brutal inanner, and five of the 
moft opulent inhabitants were led away as hoflages, 
oi^ of whom was tied between two hor&s, 
and forced to keep up with them on foot, even 
when upon the full trot. Neither was the bloocty 
and rapacious mind of Vandamme iatisiied with the 
payment of the looo louis; for he infifted upoa, 
and adually received 500 more, which, with the 
fubfequent lofles of the inhabitants, by difierent 
parties during the retreat of the French, raiied the da- 
mages to confiderably more than 2500/. fterling, and 
reduced many induftrious perfons to the greateft 
diflrefs. 

The mind recoils, and the hand almoft refuses io 
do its office, in recording the crimes committed by 
thefe plunderers in feveral neighbouring villages, 
where they burned, deftroyed, pillaged, and vio- 
lated, according to their wonted fyflem ; and whei^, 
with the malignity of demons, they broke even the 
crutches of a cripple, becaufe he pofleffed nothing 
worth their ftealing from him. 

And againft fuch wild beafls will not every arm 
be lifted up, fliould they again attempt to make an 
attack upon our country ? 

Ayjiethn — a village in theneighbourhood of Augf- 
burg, in the Circle of Suabia. 

tfpon the aad of Auguft, this place was vifited 
by a party of French, who broke open the cellar in 
the caftle, drank or carried away a large quantity of 

foreign 



foreign wine, ftole or deftroyed thuth of (he furni- 
f urc, and conveyed away their fpoil in a carriage 
drawn by two fine hoffes, which they took out of 
the ftable. From that period until the middle of 
September, not a day pafled but the village wa$ 
dither plundered by foldiers or oppreffed by commif- 
iaiie^^ armed with requifitions; and as they conftantly 
Tendered ufelefs what they could not carry away, the 
damages fuflained by the inhabitants amounted to 
upwards of 3000/. fterling. But no adequate kfe&l 
can be given of the cruelties inftided upon the mcil, 
and of the outrages committed agaitift the wotiaefi^ 
both here and in the neighbouring towns and hatri- 
lets; it is, however, worthy of obftrvation, that 
Aefe felf-Ujamed proteftors of the peafantry feemed 
to tike the grcateft delight in robbing the houfisft^ 
and deftroying the peace of that elafs of people, 
whole protedioh and welfare they and their eidptov^ 
ers have fo frequently declared to be the chief ofajeoh 
of their ambition.

Although the deftru6live fteps of the French werb 
every where marked with blood, cruelty, and ra- 
pine, no place fuffered in fo great a degree as the 
fown of Engen ; and the moff unfeeling muft trem- 
ble — the moft patient be infpired with defire of rd- 
venge, and the moft obftinate partifan of French- 
men and French principles muft be converted,, and 
even filled with horror, at the relation of all the cri* 
minal exceffes committed in this little town by the 
republicans *. But I will fpare my readers the pain 

of

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of pcnifing a repetition of fuch calamities, and 
Ihatl only niention fotnc of the uioft atrocious ac- 
tions of the(c pretended friends to liberty and to^ 
inankind. 1 

A man happening indiscreetly to expreft his joy at 
the retreat of the French, and the near approach of 
the AuftrianSi was fhot at and mortally wounded; 
and another^ who had expreiled the fame fatisfac- 
tion^ and had attempted to defend his property, 
was deliberately ihot, after tearing his flefli to 
pieces, and pulling his tongue out by the roots. 
Married women and girls^ mothers and their daugh- 
ters, who had hoped for iafety in the church, were 
violated at the foot of the altar; and oeilher the 
venerable age of feventy or eighty years, nor the 
moil loath fume diforders and deformities, could 
check the paflions of the invaders, who left behio<i 
them traces of difcafes, whofe very names had unti^ 
then been unknown in this lequeftered diltridl* Al* 
the archives in the tovvn-houfe were wantonly de^ 
ilroyed ; the churches in every way profaned ane^ 
defiled, and even the crofTes upon the graves o^ 
the dead were obje£ls of their fury and paffion fot^ 
deftru£tion. 

But it was referved for General Ferino to crowaj 
thcfe mifdeeds with an acHiion eternally difgracefulj 
to his name and country; for, upon the 9th of Oc- 
tober, under pretence of the treachery of the inha- 
bitants, he commanded one of the fuburbs to be fetj

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on fire ; and, in order to prevent any attempts to 
quench the flames, he furrounded it with a guard. 
In a ihort time thirty-three houies and barns, with 
all their contents, were reduced to aihes and ruins, 
and only the church and four cottages efcaped the 
fury of the confiamtion ; but having received ad- 
vice at midnight, that the Auflrians, to the number 
of 10,000, were in purfuit of him, Ferino became 
fo furious, that he ordered another fuburb to be fist 
on fire, and twelve houfes fell a facrifice to the in* 
humanity of the republicans, who left the place, 
followed by the curfes and bitter lamentations of nu- 
merous families and individuals, whofe ruin they 
had thus wantonly accomplifhed. 

I have purpofely omitted the detail of the various 
afts of plundering and deflroying, and fhall clofe thit 
melancholy account by flating, that the lofles fuC> 
tained by the people of this town and twelve neigh- 
bouring villages, amounted, at the lowefi: computa-* 
tion, to 373,763 florins, or more than 33,000/. 
fterling. 



Of General Tarreau. — At Hofen, a Benedictine 
convent, in Suabia, near the Lake of Conftance, 

Several of the leaders of the French hordes have, 
by their mifdeeds, for ever connedled their names 
with infamy ; but General Tarreau united in him- 
fclf the feveral bad qualities of the reft, and cannot 
be mentioned without horror and deteftation. The 
roofl- unbounded rapacity, infatiable cruelty, intem- 
perance, thirfl of revenge, vulgar infolcnce, con- 
tempt of every thing facred and decent, and the 
diiavowal of all the feelings of humanity, formed 
the bails of the charadler of this man, who in no 
country but in France, and there only under the 
9ufpices of fuch a revolution, could ever have l>cen: 
intrufl^d with the command of an army.^ Some of 

X3 his 
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his roonflroas cxceffes have already been recorded; 
mnd it remains only to be told, that when the French 
were obliged to give way before the Aufiriaos, this 
mutif ragiDg like a tiger that had toft its prey, ar* 
rived upon the a^d of September at Hofcn, where he 
cflablifhed hh head-quarters^ and with his worthy 
aflbciatc Labrouffc, and his confidential valet La^ 
guerre, endeavoured to make himfelf a fmall com- 
penfation for the lots of the fpoils of Viennaj of 
which I he French had thought themfelves fecure. 
His whole chara6ier will beft be known from the 
fallowing dreadful declaration^ which was continu- 
ally upon his lips, that ** he only repented having, 
at any time, at^ed with humanity, and of not having 
converted into duft and afhes all the citiesj villages, 
and convents he had feen upon his march." Hii 
life at Hofen was one continued fcene of cruelty, 
robbcr)% intemperance, and debauchery ; and upoii 
the ajd of September he font a rcquifition to Cqd- 
flance of 6000 pints of brandy, to be delivered in 
24 hours, under pain of being given up to be plun- 
dered by the foldiery. No more than half of the 
quantity demanded could be found in Conflance, 
and was fent off towards head quarters by water, 
but was detained by contrary winds ; upon which 
Tarreau threatened not only fo fet fire to the town, 
but to put to death the chief ma gift rate, and feveral 
others whom he detained as holtages, and who^ af- 
ter paffing the night under the apprehenfions of ap- 
proaching death, would probably have fallen a fa- 
crifice to the paffion of this fanguinary commander, 
if the brandy had not arrived in the morning before 
the hour appointed for their execution. The booty 1 
remained three days at head quarters, and was ihctK 
fold by the Commiffary Stouhlen to the neighbour- 
ing Svvifs; nor did the French foldiers tafle one 
drop of this liquor, which had been extorted under 
pretence that it was necel&ry for the army-

AnecdoUs of various French Generals, Officers, and 
Commjfaries. — ^That not only privates, but that even 
officers of rank, either pillaged or divided the fpoif, 
is proved by innumerable inftances, of which we 
think it neccflary only ta notice the following :— 
A carriage laden with plunder, belonging to an 
officer upon the ftafF, having broken down during 
the retr^eat of the French army, two of the inhabit'^ 
ants of the village of Eyk^n, where the accident 
happened, wer0 obliged inftantly to provide ano- 
ther conveyance, and reload the booty, which was 
^ fpeedily and well executed, ttot, contrary t% 
Iheir expe^ation, and to the ufual pra<SHce of his 
comrades, he rewarded them with iixteen pounds 
weight of tallow, and a complete fet of jainer^s 
tools ! Another officer of rank fold, in the fame vil« 
lage, a bird-cage and a Bohemian drinking-glaisy 
for the film of about (even-pence fierKi^ ; and at 
Kbeinfelden, another officer having fold a hoiie to 
a Swi& of the Canton of Bafle, for nine louis^ he no 
fooner received the money, than jumping upon the 
iKMie, he galloped away, and difappeared both 
with horfe and money. A foldier having ftrippcd a 
gentleman's fervant of the boots he was wearing, 
was, upon the complaint of the fervant to an o^ 
cer, obliged to reftore them ; but the officer drawing 
them on, and finding that they fitted him, told the 
fefvatit, in a jeering tone, that they were much too 
good for him, and ftrutted away with them. Whilfl 
the French were at Donauwerth, a general officer, 
accompained by two officers, and efeorted by fi^c 
huffars, efpying ibme ducks and poultry in a farm- 
gl^rd, in a village, through which they were riding, 
the officers difmounted, and whilfl: the General heldf 
• their borfes, they flole the ducks and fowls, and re«^ 
turned triumphantly to Donauwerth with their 
\yoQty^ When Tarreau had lus head- quarters at thq 

X 4 Imperial 
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Imperial town of Wangen, he made a rcquifition of 
fuch a quantity of corn as it was impoflible for the 
municipality to furnifh ; but the chief magiflrate 
having received a hint that the General was very 
fond of cray-fifli, he fent him a prefent of fome out 
of an adjoining lake, famous in Suabia for thofe fifh^ 
with which the General was fo pleafed, that he with- 
drew the demand for corn, but put in requiiition 
all the ciay-^fifti in the lake, for the daily fupply of 
bis table, as long as he fhould remain there. As a 
companion to the foregoing anecdote, we will men- 
lion, that, in a village near Wifbaden, upon the 
Khine, one of the commifTaries of the army of the 
Sambre and Meufe put in requifition not only all 
the wine belonging to the minifier of the parifli, but 
his glalTes, bottles, kitchen furniture, table linen^ 
and napkins for twelve perfons, and even his houfe« 
keeper to prepare the dinner ; and further informed 
hiin, that he muil fend to Wifbaden to purchaie 
what they wanted, and what his houfe did not 
afford. 

Some French foldiers having ftolen a very fine 
horfe out of a farmer's flable near Augfburg, he 
complained to the Adjutant-general Houel, who 
promifed him redrefs, but upon feeing the horfe, 
thought proper to retain it for his own ufe. But it 
fliould feem as if Providence connived at this crime, 
as carrying its puniftiment along with it ; for Houel 
was fhortly after drowned in eroding the Leek, 
whilft riding the ftolen horfe, which worked its way 
through the water, and fortunately found its road 
back to its old matter. 

A republican General having upon the retreat 
taken up his quarters at the houfe of a clergyman, 
went quietly to bed, after demanding and receiving 
fix Ihirts for himfelf and his followers; but his fer- 
vants;^ foon afterwards^ came to the clergyman with 
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^n order hrom their mafter to procure him a hand- 
j(bme bedfellow ; which he refufed; and threatened, in 
■cafe of ill ufage, to alarm the peafantry : upon which 
they defired that they might be allowed to introduce 
one out of the village ; to which he foflrenuoufly ob- 
je6led, that, being few in number, they thought 
jjroper to defift from their demands. The next 
imorning the General ordered his entertainer to give 
liiim his money ; but he replied, that fome republi- 
can robbers had already deprived him of his watch 
^nd money, and had left him nothing but a dollar^ 
>?vhicb the Greneral condefcended to pocket, and 
tlien rode away. » 

Ecclefiafties of every defcription and every reli- 
gion, and particularly the profefled, of both fexes, 
leemed the chief objeds of republican malevolence, 
immorality^ and cruelty ; in which the foldiers were 
led on and encouraged by their officers. A refpe<5t 
for decency and for the fufferers forbids us to parti- 
cularize the numberlefs well -authenticated proofs of 
this aflertion, and to name the places where aged 
priefts were forced to the commiflion of the moft 
indecent and immoral adions, and where nuns were 
ftripped of their garments, and obliged to dance in 
a ft ate of nature with the officers and foldiers. At a 
fmall town in Suabia, the friars and nuns belonging 
to two neighbouring convents were convened, by 
command of the French officers, bound fafl together 
face to face, with their hands tied behind their backsi, 
and each was obliged to drink a cup-full of coffije, 
containing a ftrong emetic, and in that pofition did 
they remain until the medicine had operated, whilft 
the officers rejoiced and Ihouted, as if they had pcr-r 
formed fome heroic adlion. 

And here let us conclude the detail of crimes, 
iurpaffing in cruelty and variety any excefles ever 
l^efore committed by the foldiers of a civilized coun- 
|ry, an4 repdered more hideous, when we coufidcr 

that 
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Genn*a owes its ruin to a peme whi 'France.^^ 
V^'iilioni the leafi excufe in the world, ii> the year 
1792, the Fmich marched an army againft this little 
frpuhhc, and fuiroandcd the city* The Genevete 
I liavinp catled in their neighbours the Swifs, to their 
afTifiancc^ vcre in a fituation to defend theniftlvcs^ 
and cxprrflcd their determination to do it The 
Convention (ever as bale as it was bloody), finding 
this to be the cafej wheedled them into a negotia- 
tion. A treaty was made, according to which th 
3wj/s wet e (q h fent away ^ and the French army was 
to retire. The array did retire ; but when the Swife 
wen* goncj the villains of the Convention ammfhd 
I ihe frrafy ; their army advanced, entered the city, 
I and were joined by numbers of traitors. All the 
^ hft0ngf of a French revolution began. The rich 
were plundered, fomeof them put to death, others 
to flight i the poor little fiate became a province of" 
France* and from eaft, opalence, and independence^ 
felt to the !owe0 degree of milery and vaflalage. 
Genoa ^ by yielding to demand after demand^ by 
f paying tribute upon tribute, and by fwallowing hu- 
I miliation upon humiliation, thought to elcape the 
general wreck : but no ; a revolution has been ef* 
fe<?led as at Geneva , and followed by limilar confe- 
quences, 

Hiimhtrgh^ Bremen^ and Lnheck^ though fo remote, 

have not been able to avoid the oatil retched arm of 

French rapacity and power; but have been compelled, 

\m the price of peace^ to pay a trihUe of feveral mrl- 

[ lions; m return for which, they are hourly threatened 

with final Tobverfion and total ruin. 

F^enke made peace with ihe Frmch^ and thereby 
gave them an opportunity of difplaying the trca- 
cheroufncfs of their charader in its fullefl glare. After 
deluding the people of this ft ate with the hopes of 
liberty, equality, and independence, they pillaged the 
city of its treafuresj deftroyed its moft fplendid in- 
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fiitutiOQS and cofily ornaments, and levelled the 
pride of ages with the duft. They took pofleffion of 
its fnoft valuable iflands, plundered it of its navy^ 
beat and murdered, hundreds of its inhabitants ia 
mere whim and caprice^ and finifhed their perfidious 
work by delivering up the miferable people to tlic 
government of a ftranger and of a monarch, whom 
they had always affedled to confider as one of the 
greateft enemies of liberty, and whom they had, in 
their decrees and proclamations, a thoufand times 
fiyled a de/pof. 

Switzerland cloies the awful leflbn. This repub- 
lic was, like the United States, a federative one. It 
liad long been equally the admiration of the hifto- 
xian and the civilian, and not unfrequently the fub- 
jc6l of the Mufe's praife. Yet, by peace with France^ 
this much-admired republic has been torn up root 
and branch. — Switzerland, bafely forgetting the 
iDurder of the King's guards on the loth of Augufl:, 
oificioufly came forward the firfl: Hate in Europe, to 
4icknowhdge the Republic of France. The Swils ob- 
served what they called a neutrality, but it was vilely 
infincere, always operating in favour of the French. 
When thefe latter had fwallowed up the neighbouring 
countries, they quarrelled with the Swifs. They or- 
dered them to fend away the Englifh Ambaflador, 
which would have been done, had he not fpared 
them the difgrace by retiring. They were next or- 
dered to banifh the emigrants : they negotiated, and 
complied. Now there was no ground of quarrel 
left ; an infurre6lion was therefore excited, and the 
generous French marched in their army to prote6V the 
foor opprejfed infiirgenis! In Ihort, the Helvetic 
Union was now told that they muft change their 
Gonftitution. They negotiated, but ftill the enemy 
approached. The legiflators met : they offered to 
make ibme alterations. Thofe would not do. They 
mufl; receive a coujlitution from Paris. They refufed,

like our Houfc of Reprcfciilativcs>j they ordered their 

army not to a6t. At lall, while they were ftiit dc-

'was found ; the people were biave and aflive ; but 

what, whh tuch governors, were they to do againfl 

ten times their force ? They ruftied on the enemy's 

cannon ; were blown to pieces by thoufands. The 

women fought by the fides of their hufbands; no 

L Icfe (han eight hundred of them expired under the 

ffebresof the bloody French, With thefc gallant 

females the liberty of Switzerland groaned out its 

Llaft, 

r Thus, Amerimm, have all the refubUcs of Europe^ 
for their endeavouring to coiuiUaie with France ; for 
L their tame fubmiffion to injufy and mjuk i for their 
r whining, cringing, and crawling for peace ^ been 
finally rewarded by the fubverfion of their govern- 
ments, by the lofs of their property, by the mafla- 
cre of their people, by being reduced to the laft de- 
gree of national wretchednefs and difgrace^ and by 
[being rendered the fcorn and contempt of the uni- 
[verfe, 

I But the example Is not complete without fli owing 
■you what would have been the effect of an oppojte 
feandu^. This you muft alfo learn by again turning 
your eyes on Europe. There you will perceive that 
thofe who have fought the French with bravery, who 
have obflinately rcliiled the progrefs of their princi- 
plesj and who have never yielded to their infolent de» 
mands, are flill fecure in the enjoyment of their 
commerce, their wealth, their liberty, and their re- 
ligion. 

Viewing the general defolation of Europe, the

comfort in fupport of their religion and their liber^ 
ties, and ilill enjoying all thofe blefiings, of which 
other countries have, in fo fhort a period, been be* 
leaved ! Their trade and manufa6\:ures ilill flourilh 
*^ through the flate," and furpafs the comniercial 
etiteiprifes and fucceiTes of all the other nations in 
the world. Agriculture, far from languifhing during 
the war, has been purfued with unexampled vigour 
and profperity ; all their excellent inftitutions con- 
tinue to thrive under the unremitting aifiduity of 
their governors, and the ceafelefs generofity of the 
public ; and the national benevolence has been moft 
nobly difplayed in the fucceffive and ample fubfcrip- 
tions for the relief of perfecuted foreigners, for that 
of their own wounded foldiers and iailors, and for 
the benefit of the widows and the orphans of thoie 
who have fallen in fighting the battles of their coun-- 
try. The intercourfe between man and man is prc- 
ferved unalloyed by fufpicion ; the charms of fbciety 
remain uncontrolled by terror ; their wives and 
daughters fieep without apprehenfion of being dif- 
turbed by the violator or the aflaffin ; and their pro- 
perty is fecured by mild and well-difpenfed laws 
againfi: the public depredator and the private aggref- 
for. Their iflands in the Weft Indies have been fe- 
cured and augmented by thofe of the enemy ; their 
poflcflions on this continent have continued unmo- 
lefted, their extenfive and valuable territories in 
the Eaft Indies have enjoyed the moft profound tran- 
quillity ; they have added conqueft to conqueft in 
Afia and Africa ; the Cape of Good Hope is the 
guardian of their commerce to ihe Eaft, and the 
fi.ock of Gibraltar defies the power of Spain. In

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naval fame they ha^ made a vaft acquifition. In 
that part of the war which belongs to Britain, they 
have obtained fucceifes which furpafs the moft bril* 
liant examples of their anceftors : hiD^ory abounds 
with the noble deeds of Britilh tars, but it was ic- 
ierved for George thb Third, after decilive and 
glorious victories fucceffively gained over the fleets 
erf Franciy Spain^ and Holland^ to fee his nayy ride 
triumphant at iht fame moment at the mouths of 
Btefty Cadiz, and the TexeL 

Such, Americans J and fo fituated, is the nation 
from wbom» generally fpeaking, you are defcended. 
Compare her fit nation with that of the degraded 
feace-feeking republics of Europe, and then deter- 
mine which example you Ihall follow. Independ- 
ence, with all its attendant bleifings, is yet within 
your power ; but as it was obtained by arms, fo it 
mufl be maintained; and you have not a month, 
nay, not a day left you to confider, whether you 
fliall aflume thofe arms, or bafely bend your necks 
to the galling yoke of the infolent, bloodthirfty ty- 
rants of France*.

<^ the Secret ARt o/State^ refpeSling the ttepreda- 
iims committed wi the Commerce of the United States, 
fmce the ift of OSlober, 1796. 

American veffels have been captured fince the 
ift of 06tober, 1796, by the armed veffels of Spain> 
Crreat Britain, and France. Of captures by Spanifli 
cruifers, one was of the polacre Independence, Cap-' 
tain Robertfon^ laden wholly on account of the 
\Tnited States, with ftores for Algiers, in purfuance 
of the treaty with that regency. She was taken on 
the 1 6th ot February lafl:, at the entrance of the 
"Straits of Gibraltar, and ciarried into Cadiz. The 
jolacre's papers were perfeftly cldar ; among others, 
^e had a fpecial paiTport under the hand of the Fre^ 
ii^ent of the United States, arid the great feal thereof, 
tieclaring the veflel to be the property of two citizens 
x>f the United States (whofe names were inferted 
ti) the paiTport), and that the cargo was wholly the 
VOL. VI 11% Y property 
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jMopcrty of tlie Uniled States, and deflined fof Al- 
f^icrs. She had alfo the paiVport of the Dey. The 
Cicncral of the Marine had cleared the polacre and 
cargo ; but the owners of tlie privateer appealed to 
the tribunal at Madrid, and on the 31ft of March 
there had been no deciiion known at Cadiz. 

There have, probably, been a number of captured 
by Spanifti cruilers, although not particularly ipeci- 
fied ; the Conful of iht United States in one of the 
ports of Spain, having informed that almoft daily 
American veflels Were taken and brought in b)f 
French and Spanifh privateers. 

Captures and loffes by Britiih cruifers, the Secre- 
tary prefumes, have tint been numerous ; for the d- 
tizens of the United States having thefe three years 
paft been accuilomed to look up to the Government 
for aid in profecuting their claims, it is not to ht 
doubted that generally thefe cafes have been Tepoitcd 
to the Deparfment of State. An abftraft of Uich as 
liave been communicated, is annexed. 

In order to prefent a cleiirer view 6f French de- 
predations, it will be neceffary to notice the rules 
which flie has prefcribcd to her cruifers and tn- 
bunals. 

As applicable to captures made lince laft Oflobefy 
the decree of the Executive Diredlory of the ^ of 
July, 1796, merits the firft attention. It announces 
that the conduft of France towards neutrals, will be 
regulated by the manner in which they fhould fufFer 
the Englifli to treat them. At Malaga and Cadiz, 
the French Confuls have interpreted this decree, to 
authorize the capture and condemnation of Ameri- 
can veflels for the fingle circum'ftance of their bcin^ 
deftined to a Britifli port. But its fulleft cffe& has 
been produced in the Weft Indies, whofe feas fwarm 
with privateers and gun-boats, which have been called 
forth by the latitude allowed to their depredations, 
by the indefinite terms of that decree, and the expla- 

4 natpry 
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natory orders of the agents of the DireAory at Gua- 
daloupe and St. Domingo. Two of thefe decrees 
have been already communicated to Congrefs*, and 
it may be only requifitc here to refer to them. 

At Guadaloupe an order was iffued by Viftor 
llugues and Lebas, dated the ift of February laft-f-, 
authorizing the capture and condemnation of all 
Jieutral veffels bound to certain enumerated ports, 
which, it is pretended in the decree, were delivered 
tip to the Englifh, and are occupied and defended 
by emigrants ; and alfo, of fuch veffels as ftiould be 
cleared out generally for the Weft Indies. This de- 
cree refers to, and enforces, a decree of the a4th of 
l>ecember, 1 796 :[:, iffued in conformity with the de- 
cree of the Executive Diredtory of the 2d July, 1 796, 
fo far as it is not departed from by that decree of the 
27th of February laft. The decree of the 24th De- 
cember has not been received at the Department of 
State ; but is fuppofed to direft the confifcation of 
the cargoes of neutral veffels, bound to or from 
Britifh ports, occupied by them before the prefent 
war. For it appears, that whilft they have confif- 
q^ted both vpffel and cargo, in cafes which fall with- 
in the fcopc of the decree of the ift of February, 
they have fpared the veffel, and confifcated only the 
cargo, where fhe had been bound to or from fuch 
acknowledged Britifli port. 

The agents of the Direftory at Cape Fran9ois, by 
their decree of ihe •27th November laft, dirsdl the 
capture and bringing into port of American veffels 
l)ound to or from Britifh ports, there to remain until 
itlhould be further ordered. This further order was 
afterwards iffued, as will appear by the copy of the

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condemnation of the ihip Pattern, of New- York, 
by which it will befeen, that, like the Confulsat Ma- 
laga and Cadiz, they interpret the decree of the £x^ 
ccutive Dire6lory of the 2d of July laft, as autho- 
rizing the condemnation of American veiTels, merely 
bccaufe bound to or from a Britifh port. 

To the foregoing, fucceeded the decree of the Ex- 
ecutive DireSory of the 2d March laft, which has 
been communicated to G>n^efs during the preAnt 
ieffion. That copy of the decree was taken from a 
newfiMiper^ and is now found to be imperfed. A 
tranfiation from the decree, as officially publiihed 
by the Diredlory, is annexed to this Report. Althou^ 
we do not yet know what is its operation, yet it can- 
not fiul to produce very $rceat vexation and lofs to the 
American commerce; Uie documents it requires to 
prevent confifcations, not having been before de- 
clared indifpen&ble or demanded, and no time Imag 
allowed for the veflels of the United States to pro- 
vide themfelves therewith. 

Befides thefe feveral decrees^ and others which^ be- 
ing more limited, the former have fuperieded^ the old 
marine ordinances of France have been revived and 
enforced with faverity, both in Europe and the Weft 
Indies. The want of, or informality in a bill of la- 
ding, the want of a certified lift of the pafTengers and 
crew,, the fupercargo being by birth a foreigner, al- 
though a naturalized citizen of the United States, 
the deflrudlion of a paper of any kind foever, and 
the want of a fea-letter, have been deemed fufHcient 
to warrant a condemnation of American property, al- 
though the proofs of the property were indubitable. 

The Weft Indies, as before remarked, have exhi- 
bited the moft lamentable fcenes of depredation. 
Indeed the conduct of the public agents, and of the 
commiflioned cruifers there, has furpaifed all former 
examples. The American veflels have not only been 
captured under the decrees brforn mentioned ; butj, 

. when 
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when brought to trial in the French tribunals, the 
veflels and cargoes have been condemned, without 
admitting the owners or their agents to make any de- 
fence. 

This feems to be done fyftematically, and for the 
obvious purpofe of enfuring condemnations. By this 
inonflrous abufe in judicial proceedings, frauds and 
falfehoods, as well as flimfy and fhamelefs pretexts, 
pafs unexamined and uncontradided, and are made 
the foundation of fentences of condemnation. 

The perfons alfo of our citizens have been beaten, 
infulted, and cruelly imprifoned ; and in the forms 
u(ed towards prifbners of war, they have been ex- 
changed with the Britifh for Frenchmen. American 
property going to or coming from neutral or even 
French ports, has been fei^. It has even been 
forcibly taken when in their own portSy without any 
pretence, or no other than that they wanted it. At 
the iame time, their cruifers are guilty of wanton 
and barbarous excefles, by detaining, plundering, 
firing at, burning, and diilrefling American veffels. 
Official papers to prove the very numerous depre- 
dations on our commerce, and the atrocities and 
abuies attending the capture and condemnation of 
our veflels and cargoes by French cruifers and tribu- 
nal, not having been publicly called for, few have 
been received. Of former claims for injuries com-* 
mitted iince the beginning of 1793, and of which a 
Report was made to the Houfe of Reprefentatives 
on the 27th of February laft, a very fmall proportion 
had been fatisfied ; and for a coniiderable time no 
payments had been obtained. Under this diftant 
and difcouraging profpecft of obtaining compenfa- 
tion, the citizens fufFering by more recent French de- 
predations, have generally omitted toprefent accounts 
of f heir loiles ; and they have in many cafes had no 
opportunity of getting the evidence of the condemn- 
atipns, which are attainable before the tribunals of 
Other nations \ the mock trials, as before obferved, 

y 3 ^^^^ 
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being very often carried on, and fentences of con- 
demnation pronounced in the ablence of the Amen* 
can owner, matter, or fupercargo. 

Such documents as the Department of State is 
poflefled of concerning thefe depredations, are an- 
nexed ; and to them is added a concife abfl:ra<3: of 
the cafes. Thefe fupport the principal fadls above 
fiated, and fhow the nature of French depredations. 

There have been frequent accounts of attempts to 
eflFeft condemnations by bribing the officers anajfea- 
men of our veflels to fwear falfely : but it was refervcd 
to thefe times, when offered bribes were refufed and 
threats defpifed, to endeavour to accomplifh the ob- 
jedl by torture. This was inflicted by a French, 
privateer. The evidence of the faft appears in the 
proteft of Captain William 'Martin, matter of the 
fhip Cincinnatus, of Baltimore ; in which he is fup- 
ported by the teflimony of his mate and one of his 
feamen. A copy of the proteft is annexed, together 
with an extract of a letter from Mr. King, Minifler 
of the United States in London, who examined Cap- 
tain Martin's thumbs, and fays the marks of the 
torturing fcrews will go with him to his grave.

AhftraB of two Cafes of Capture viade by Britijh Cruifers^ 
of Veffels belonging to Citizens of the United States ^ 
fince \fi 06foher, 1796, and wherein Documents have 
been received at the Department of State : alfo a 
Copy of a Memorandum filed by Samuel Smith, Efq. 
elating to Captures made by the Britijh, ofVeJJels m 
,he Property of which he was concerned. Note. 
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NoTi. No documents accompany the two cafes 
of capture above mentioned, they having b^n'fent 
to London, in order that compenfation might be ob- 
tained for the damage fufFered, 

The fchooner St. Patrick, Robert Gardner matter, 
belonging to Thomas Stagg, junior, Thomas Snell, 
and Jofeph Foulkp, ^U native citizens of the Unite^ 
States, the two former refiding at New- York, and 
the latter at Cura^oa, as agent of the partnerlhip of 
which he was a member. 

3 1 fl July, 1 7 96, flie failed from New- York , bound 
to Cura^oa, then a colony of the States of Holland, 
being allies of Great Britain, with a cargo of provi- 
iions and dry goods, the property of the faid owners 
of the veflel. 

1 8th of Augqft Ihe arrived at the place of her def- 
tination, and delivered her cargo to the faid Foulke, 
wbo ihipped on board her, in return, a cargo of hides 
and goat-fkins, befides 5000 dollars in cafh, the pro-^ 
pcrty of the faid owners of the veflel. 

Abput the ifl September following, fhe failed for' 
New- York, 

About the 15th of the fame month, fhe was cap- 
tured by bis Britannic Majefty*s fliip of war Topaze, 
Captain Church, in company with the Thiibe, Cap- 
tain Oaks, and the Thetis, Captain Cochran, and wa3 
by thena fent for Bermuda, where Ihe arrived on the 
2 2d. 

Proceedings were duly commenced againft her in 
the Court of Vice-admiralty ; and on the 4th Novem- 
ber, the Judge thereof decreed that the veflel and 
cargo ihould be reftored, certified probable caufe for 
the capture, and ordered the claiinant to pay the 
taxed cofts of the court. The captors appealed, and 
the matter appealed for cofts and damages. 

The fchooner Lively, John Clarke mafler, be- 
longing to John Gardner, junior, of the city of 
Philadelphia. 

y 4 • She 
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She was captured and carried into MartinicOy 
where the cargo (except ten cafks of nails, which 
were condemn^ as contraband), as well as the veiTel, 
was acquitted by the Court of Vice-admiralty on the 
ayth of February. 

JaJI of captured Vejfels belonging to the Mejfrs. Smiths, 
&c. of Baltimore, depojited in the Office of the De- 
partment of State y by General Smith, Jmie 17, 1797. 

The ihip James, John Smith mafter, laden by 
Samuel and John Smith, and S. Smith and Bu^ 
chanan, with a cargo of flour 1260 barrels, which 
coft thirty thoufand two hundred and fifty dollars, 
failed from Baltimore the ifl December lafl. ; was 
captured by two French frigates and fent into Guada- 
loupe; the fupercargo was imprifoned for feveral 
days, but afterwards releafed, and permifHon givea 
to fell his cargo, which thus fold, produced only 
twenty-three thouiand five hundred and feventy-fis: 
dollars. 

On learning the fhip James was captured, we 
immediately difpatchcd our fchooner William, Fran- 
cis Smithwich mailer (then laden and about to iail 
for Jacmel, with a cargo which coft four thouiand 
dollars), for Guadaloupe, with fuch letters to the 
fupercargo as we fuppofed would be ufeful. The 
William was captured off Guadaloupe, by the Bri- 
tiih, and fent into Martinique ; after a ihort deten- 
tion ihe was releafed, but immediately after leaving 
Martinique, loft both mafts in a fquall, was then 
obliged to put into St. Croix to refit, and from thence 
having learned that the James was. releafed, pro- 
ceeded to Cape Francois, where ihe difpofed of her 
outward cargo, and took an order on Jacmel for a 
load of coffee, which ihe received, and on her voy- 
age home was taken by the Hind Britiih floop of 
^ar, ^nd fent into Jeremie^ about the \^\\\ May ;. 
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from Jercmie Ihe was fent to Port-au-Prince for trial, 
where (he was waiting the arrival of the Judge, at 
our laft accounts, dated 18th May. The Captain, 
writes that he had on board ioo,ooo1b« coffee, the 
value of which is about 22^000 dollars. 

The brig Gratitude, James Clifton mailer, laden 
at New- York by Mr. Archibald Gracie, on account 
and by order of Samuel and John Smith, John Rol- 
lins, and S. Smith and Buchanan, failed from thence 
about the ift March lafl, with a cargo of beef ^nd 
pork, which coft 9938 dollars, 36cts. bound to Cape 
Francois : off Fort Dauphin was boarded by the 
Ceres Britifli frigate, and fent under convoy to the 
Mole, where permiffion being refufed for her to prp- 
ceed clfewhere, the fupercargo was compelled to fell 
the cargo at public fale, where it produced only 645 1 
dollars, leaving a lofs of 3412 dollars, 64 cts. 

The brig Abcona, Ifaac Ifaacs matter, laden by 
Samuel and John Smith, John HoUins, and S. Smith 
and Buchanan, with a cargo of fundries; bound to 
Cape Fran9ois, was boarded by the Britilh frigate 
Ceres, Captain Newman, and by her fent to the 
Mole, where, as in the cafe of the Gratitude, her 
cargo was fold at public vendue, except fuch part as 
was faid to be inadmiilible at an Englifh port> and 
thefe were ordisred to be taken back to America. 
The iaies at vendue amounted to 7947 dollars, 25 
cts. ; the candles and foap notjpermitted to be landed, 
coft 850 dollars ; the coft of the cargo when it left 
Baltimore was 13,328 dollars. The Abcona, return- 
ing from the Mole to Baltimore, was captured by 
a French privateer, and fent into Jean Rabel ; Cap- 
tain Ifaacs went to the Cape and got her releafed, but 
before he could return to Jean Rabel, his bng had 
been cut out by the Britifli and fent to the Mole ; 
Captain Ifaacs went on to the Mole to claim his vef- 
iel ; the foap and candles, before declared inadmif- 
Hible^ were taken out at the Mole^ and the brig fent 
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down to Jamaica for trial. Captain Ifa^cs rofe upon 
the prize-mafter, and arrived yeflcrday with the brig, 
The cargo cofl from hence, - - 13,328 : oq 
The fales at vendue, . - - - 75947 : 25 

Lofs, - Dollars 5,380 : 75 

The brig Fells Point, Captain Creighton, failed 
from Baltimore in March, with a cargo of flour, &g, 
the property of Samuel and John Smith, John Hol- 
lins, and S. Smith and Buchanan, bound to Cape 
Franjois, was boarded by the Britifli, fent to the 
Mole, where her cargo would not fell, it was put 
into ftore, and the brig has returned, with produce 
for a fmall advance made by the houie with whom 
the bufinefs was left. ITiis cargo coll 16,536 dol- 
lars, 29 cts. 

The brig Fanny, Captain Richard Fiflier, laden 
with flour, on the account of Samuel and John Smith, 
John Hollins, and S. Smith ^nd Buchanan, failed 
from Baltimore for Cape Francois, in March ; wa& 
boarded by the Britilh and fent to thp Mole ; from 
the Mole, as his cargo would not fell at any price. 
Captain Fiflier obtained permifliion to proceed to 
Jeremie, where be writes his cargo waa equally un-» 
faleable. This cargo cofl: 9600 dqllars. 

The fchooner Sally, laden with coffee, on account 
of John Hollins, and S. Smith and Buchanan, failed 
from Petit Guave, aboqt the 15th May, bound to 
Baltimore ; was captured by the Britifli, and fent inta 
Jeremie ; from Jeremie flie was ordered to Port-au- 
Prince, where at the l^ft accounts flie was waiting 
the arrival of the Judge. The exaft value of this 
cargo is not known ; it is eflimated at 2 2,000 dollars^ 

The fliip Sidney, Captain James Parker, laden at 
Surinam with coffee, fugar, and cotton, on the ac- 
count of Samuel and John Smith, and S. Smith and 
l^uchangn, on her paflageto Baltimore was captured 

about 
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about the lath April paft, and fent into St. Kittsby 
the Portland of Antigua, a Britifli privateer. The 
only letter received from Captain Parker is dated 15th 
April ; he had only juft reached St, Kitts, and did 
not know what would be her fate. Of this cargo 
no duplicate invoice has been received ; its probable 
value IS about 100,000 dollars.

1. That French fliips of war and privateers may 
flop and bring into the ports of the Republic neutral 
fliips, which ftiall be found laden in whole or in 
part with merchandife belonging to enemies. 

2. That merchandife belongmg to the enemies 
fliall be declared good prize, and be confifcated to 
the benefit of the captors. 

3. That in all cafes the neutral fliips fhall be re- 
leafed as foon as the unlading of* the merchandife 
feized fliall be effedled ; that the freight of it fliall 
be paid at the rate which fliall have been flipulated 
by the freighters, and that a juft indemnity fliall be 
granted in proportion to the time of the^r detention, 

.by the tribunals whofe duty it is to take .cognizance 
of the validity of prizies, 

4^ That 
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4, That thcfc tribunals fhall be obliged, more- 
over, three days after their decifion, to furnifti a 
copy of the inventory of the merchandife to the Mi- 
nifter of Marine, and another copy to the Miniflcr 
of Foreign Affairs. 

5* That the prefent law, applicable to all prizes 
which have been made fince the declaration of war, 
fhall ceafe to have effed as foon as the enemy 
powers fliall have declared free and not feizable, 
though deftined for the ports of the Republic, mer- 
chandife laden on board of neutral Ihips, which 
fhall belong to the Government or citizens of 
France. 

Having likewife confidered the law of the 27th of 
July, 1 793, which confirming that of the 9th of May 
peceding, before repealed, ordains that it fhall 
havci^its full and entire execution, and that, confe- 
quently, all other regulations to the contrary are 
and remain abrogated; which abrogation evidently 
comprehends the law of the ift of the &me 
month, by which the veflels of the United States of 
America had been excepted from the law of the 9th 
of May, conformably to the 15th article of the treaty 
of the '6th of February, 1778 : 

Having alfo confidered the 7th article of the law 
of 13 th Nivofe, 3<i year (3d or 4th of January, i J 95)9 
which enjoins on all the agents of the Republic, on 
all commanders of the armed force, and on all of- 
ficers civil and military, to caufe to be refpedled and 
obferved, in all their adls, the treaties which unite 
France to the neutral powers of the old continent^ 
and to the United States of America, and adds, 
that no infringement Ihall be made of thofe treaties,, 
and that all regulations which are contrary thereto 
are annulled/; 

Confidering that this laft law does not derogate 
from that of May 9th, 1793, except in favour of 
thgfc neutral powers whofe treaties now fubfifling 

wth 
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with the French Republic are contrary to its regu- 
lations; that it is confequently of importance for. 
the information as well of commanders of the armed 
force of the Republic, and of veflels commiflioned 
by it, as of the tribunals appointed to decide on the 
vaHdity of prizes, to take mcafurcs for preventing 
them from fuppofing either that treaties exift, which 
never have taken place, or from confidering as in 
force treaties concluded for a determinate time 
which has expired, or that they ought to execute 
according to the latter treaties which have been mo- 
dified iince their concluiion ; that to this lad clais 
particularly belongs the treaty of amity and com- 
merce concluded on the 6th of February, 1778, be- 
tween France and the United States of America; 
that, in fa6t, by the 2d article of this treaty, France 
and the United States engage miUtuiHy not io grant 
any f articular favwir to other nations in refpe3 of com- 
merce and navigation, which Jball not immediately be- 
come common to the other party ; and that it is added 
by the fame article, that this other party JhaU enjo^ 
the farne favour freely y if the concejjion was freely made^ 
or on allowing the fame compenfation^ if the concejjion 
was conditional \ that thus the regulations flipulated 
in favour of England by the treaty of amity, com- 
merce, and navigation, concluded at London the 
19th of November, 1794, between that power .and 
the United States of Ameriqa, are deemed to have 
been flipulated in favour of the French Republic 
itfelf, and confequently modify in thofe points 
which are contrary thereto, the treaty concluded on 
the 6th of February, 1778 ; that agreeably to thefe 
regulations the French Government declared by its 
decrees of the 14th and 28th of Meffidor, 4th year 
(2d and i6th of July, 1796), as it is again obliged 
to do at this time, that it will ufc the jufl: meafurcs 
of reciprocity, which irhad a right to exercife in 
this relped, in every thing which is connected with 

the 
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the cirrumflances of the war, as well as with the 
political, commercial, and maritime interefls of the 
French Republic ; that confequently it is neccflaij' 
to afcertain, by reconciling the treaties of the 6tn 
February, 1778, and of the 19th of November, 
1794, whatever is doubtful, concerning the cafes 
in which this right of reciprocity may be exercifcdt 

Confidering that there have arifen, very recently, 
concerning the manner of proving the property of 
vefTels and merchandife pretended to belong to neu- 
trals, doubts and contefls^ which would never hare 
taken place if the ancient regulations relative to this 
matter had been better known; that it is confe- 
quently of importance to bring again into view tbcfe 
Regulations, and caufe to be executed the 5th arti- 
cle of the law of the 14th of February, 1793, wKdi 
ihall be continued in force : 

After having heard the Miniilers of Juftic«i ^ 
the Marine, and of the Colonies, 

Decrees as follows : 

Art. L The Commiflioners of the Executive Di- 
redlory, near the civil tribunals of the departmcDts, 
Ihall take care, that in the contefls about the vali- 
dity of maritime captures, no judgment fhall be 
given which is founded on the 7th article of the law 
of the 13th of Nivofc, 3d year (3d or 4th of Ja- 
nuary, 1795), without the Minifter of Juflice hav- 
ing been previoufly confulted, conformably to the 
3d article of the law of the 8th of Floreal, 4th year 
(27th of April, 1796), relative to the treaties, by 
virtue of which neutrals might claim an exemption 
by means of the firft of thefe laws, from the execu- 
tion of that of 9th of May, 1793. 

II. The Minifter of Juftice ihall confequently 
examine whether the treaties appealed to are yet in 
force, or whether they have been modified fince theit 
conclufion; he fhall, for this purpofe, befurnifhed 
by the Minifter of External Relations with all the 

documents 
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documetits which he fhall have need of, and (hall 
make a report thereof to the Executive Diredtory, 
as is prefcribed by the law of the 8th Floreal, 4th 
year. 

III. The Executive Diredory reminds all French 
citizens, that the treaty made on the 6th of Fe- 
bruary, 1778, between France and the United 
States of America, has, according to the terms of 
♦he 2d article, been modified, of full right, by that 
ijvhich was made at London on the 19th of Novem- 
ber, 1794, between the United States of America 
and England ; confequently, 

I. According to the 17th article of the treaty of 
London, of the 19th of November, 1794, tran» 
icribed here below (i), all merchandife of the 
tettemy, or merchandife not fufficiently proved to be 
neutral, laden under the American flag, fhall be 
confifcated; but the veflel on board of which it 
Ihall be found Ihall be rcleafed and reftored to the 
owner. It is enjoined on the CommiflTaries of the 
Executive Dire6tory to accelerate, by all the means 
in their power, the dccifion of contefts which fliall 
arife, either on the validity of the prize-cargo, or 
on the freights and demurrage. 

II. According to the i8th article of the treaty of 
London, of the 19th November, 1794, tranfcribed 
here below (2), to the articles declared contraband 
by the 24th article of the treaty of the 6th of Fe- 
bruary, 1778, are added the following articles : 

Timber for Ihip-building ; pitch, tar, and rofins ; 
copper in Iheets; fails, hemp, and cordage; and 
every thing which fervcs diredily or indiredlly for 
the armament and equipment of velTels, unwrought 
iron and fir planks excepted. Thefe feveral articles 
ihall be corrfifcated whenever Ihcy fhall be deftined, 
or attempted to be carried to the enemy. 
• III. According to the 2ifl: article of the treaty of 
Lotidon, of the 19th November, 1794, tranfcribed 

here 
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here below (3), cveiy iDdividual known to be aa 
American, who (hall hold a commiffion given bf 
the enemies of Fiance^ as well as eveqr feunan of 
that nation making a part of the crew of enemj 
fhips, Ihall, by that a& alone^ be declared a pint^* 
and be treated as fucb, without being allowed, in 
any cafe, to allege that he was forced to it by vicH 
lence, menaces, or otherwiic. 

IV. Conformably to the law of the i4tfa of Fe- 
bruary, 17939 the regulations of the 21ft Odober, 
1744, and of the 26th Jaly^ 1778, concerning the 
manner of proving the property of neutral ihips and 
merchandiie, ihall be executed according to their 
form and tenoun 

Every American ihip fhall therefore be a good 
prize, which ihall not have on board a lift of the 
crew in proper form, fuch as is preicribed hy the 
model annexed to the treaty of the 6th Febniaiy» 
1778, the obiervanoe of which is required bytbe 
25th and 27th articles of the fame treaty. 

V. It is enjoined on the Commiffioners of the 
Executive Diredtory to call down the rigour of the 
tribunals on the fraudulent manoeuvres of. every 
ihip-owner calling himfelf a neutral, whether an 
American, or of any other nation, on board of 
whofe fhip there fhall be found, as has been many 
times pradlifed in the prefent war, either blank fea« 
papers, although ligned and fealed, or blank papers 
in the form of letters, containing the fignatures of 
individuals, or double palTports, or fea-letters, 
which indicate different deflinations of the vefTel, or 
double invoices, bills of lading, or fea-papers of 
what kind focvcr, which aflign to the whole or part 
of the fame merchandife different owners, or dif- 
ferent deflinations. 

VI. By means of the regulations of the prefent 
decree> tlxat of the 9th Frimaire lafl: (29th of No- 
vember, 
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vembcr, 1796), concerning freight and demurrage 
is repealed fo far as relates to demurrage only.. 

Vir. The prefcnt decree Ihall be inferted in the 
journal of the laws. 

^ The Minifters of the Marine and of the Colonies, 
of Juftice, and of Foreign Relations, are charged 
with the execution of it m their .refpedive depart- 
ments.

(i) Art. 17. " It is agreed, that in all cafes 
where veffels (hall be captured or detained pn juft 
fufpicion of having on board enemies' property, or 
of carrying to the enemy any of the articles which 
arc contraband of war, the faid veflel ihall be 
brought to the neareft or mofl: convenient port ; and 
if any enemy fhould be found on board fuch veflel, 
tbjit part only which belongs to thjp enemy ihall be 
made prize, and the veflel ihall be at liberty to pro- 
ceed with the remainder, without any impediment.

(3) Art. 21. " It IS Hkewife agreed, that the fub- 
jedls and citizens of the two nations fhall not do any 
a6ls of hoflility or violence againft each other, nor 
accept commillions or inftrudlions fo to a6V, from 
any foreign prince or ftate, enemies to the other 
party ; nor fhall the enemies of one of the parties 
be permitted to invite, or endeavour to inlift in their 
military fervice, any of the fubjedls or citizens of 
the other party ; and the laws again ft all fuch of- 
fences and aggreflions fhall be pundlually executed. 
And if any fubjeft or citizen of the faid parties rc- 
fpe<5lively fhall accept any foreign commillion or

Permit me, Mr. Conful, to reply in the French 
language ; it will caufe lefs delay, and the fenfe will 
be more precife. 

The French Republic does and will know how to 
caufe neutrality to be refpedled by its Ihips of war, 
mnd by her privateers, upon every point in which 
the neutral powers caufe the fame to be relpedled 
by the Englifh. The Rover and the Nancy are de-

tained 
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tained not under frivolous pretexts, but becaufe, ac- 
cording to the ordinances which ferve as a rule to 
the French privateers, they have, more or lets, 
come within the confifcating claufe, efpecially the 
Rover. You are not ignorant that French merchants 
have an indirefl intereft in thefe veirds ; therefore 
I cannot be deceived in my opinion by my attach- 
ment to my fellow-citizens, fince, in this circum- 
flance, they are Frenchmen oppofed to Frenchmen. 
You aflc me what papers an American commer* 
cial vcflel fhould have on board to avoid running 
the fame rilk. I conceive th^t every merchant 
fhould, in this refpeft, confult the^ordinances of the 
powers at war relative to privateers, &c. Doubtlefs 
you will perceive that I can but imperfedly extraft 
m a letter the ordinances of France on this fubje6l ; . 
that it would be unfair to exadl from me a talk more 
complete than the means which I point out. 

I ihall only oblcrve, becaufe the obfervation, in 
my opinion, has efcaped many of the merchants of 
ihis place, that the veflel fhould have a figned bill 
of lading of the whole- car*ro, containing her defti- 
nation and names of the owners ; and that in cafe 
transfers'* and changes in the cargo are to take 
place, which require tmfigtied bills of lading, to ho 
figoed only when the cargo (hall be in a definitive 
fiate, thefe unligned bills of lading are infufficient ; 
and there fhould be others, figned, containing the 
cargo, fuch as it is, before their arrival at the place 
of transfer; without which the cargo would be liable 
to be detained and confifcated, fhould it not beotber^ 
wife pointed out, as well as the deflination, &c. ia 
feme bill, manifefl, or charter partv, in proper form, 
^ firaol and on board of the vejfel. I fhall add, 
that there fhould not be on board either captain.

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officer, fupcrcargo, or agent, of an enemy's coun- 
try; that they ihould not tear nor fuppre(s any 
paper ; that the veilel ihould be fumifhed with a 
paffport, or paper, proving the property of the 
Tcflel, &C. ; that upwards of two thirds of the crew 
ihould belong to the neutral country; that Ihe 
ought to have proofs of the neutrality of the Vcffel 
and cargo : in a word, that, in the prefent circum- 
Aance, fhe fhould not come from, nor even be 
deftined to any enemy's port ; the latter cafe ex- 
pofing her likewife to coniifcation, according to the 
proceedings of the Englilh marine, &c. &c. 

I repeat, that this fhort enumeration is neceflarily 
very incomplete ; that it is given only from the re- 
fpcd 1 have for you ; and that it will be proper to re- 
cur to the ordinances, regulations, decrees, and 
arrets of the French Government : they arc fo inte- 
refting to maritime commerce, that they ihould be 
familiar to all thofe who follow it.

Brig Dispatch. (LuNt.) 
' The declaration and reprefentation of Martin 
Parry, William Ham, and Thomas Lunt, all of 
Portfmouth, in the State of New-Hampfhire, mer- 
chants. 
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chants, and citizens of the United States of America, 
owners of the brig Difpatch and cargo, captured by . 
a French private fhip or veffel of war, carried into 
Port an Paix, and condemned by the Commiffion at 
Cape Francois, is as follows : All the faid perfons fo- 
lemnly aver and declare, that the faid brig failed 
from Portfmouth aforefaid, on the 14th day of Au- 
jguft, 1 796, bound to the Weft Indies. That at that 
time, and until and at her capture and condemnation 
as aforefaid, they were truly and exclufively the 
owners of faid brig and cargo, faving only the fm^U 
adventures belonging to the feamen on board. That 
when faid brig failed as aforefaid, the mafter, the 
faid Thomas Lunt, was furnilhed with and poflefled 
of a regifter, fca-letter, and all other papers required 
by law to evidence that the property was bona Jide 
and wholly American. And the faid mafter, Thomas 
Lnnt, declares, that he arrived in the faid brig at Cape 
Nicholas Mole, on or about the 5th day of Septem- 
ber, in the year aforefaid. That he diQ)ofed of his 
deck load of lumber there, and proceeded diredlly to 
Port au Prince, and there finiftied the fale of his 
cargo for calh, and purchafed a load of molafles at 
JL'Archaye and BucafSn plantations, confifting of 
144 hogiheads, and feveral tierces and barrels; the 
whole, at the loweft ellimation, containing 16,500 
gallons. — ^That he failed from Port au Prince, for 
Honje, that i?, the faid Portfmouth, on or about the 
s^jth day of Oftober, in the year aforefaid. And after 
beating in the Bight of Leogane for fixteen days,' 
againft northerly winds and a ftrong current, be put 
into Cape Nicholas Mole, and there filled up their 
w^ter, having three calks empty ; and failed from 
ftence about the 17 th day of November. That on 
ftc 1 8th day of the fame, they were captured by the 
French privateer Adelaide, John Thetard, mafter, 
^ho feized every fcrip of paper they could find ; and 
8P Papers were concealed or deftroyed. The captors

then carried the faid brig into Port au Paix, and from 
thence the papers were all ordered to Cape Francois, 
accompanied by the maAer, mate., and people's de- 
clarations before the juftices at Port au Paix. The 
mailer proceeded immediately to the Cape, where 
he got information of the day when the trial was 
to come on, of faid brig and cargo. He endea- 
voured to gain admittance with an attorney, but was I 
^fufed, being told that the place was facr©d, and no 
perfon admitted there. That on the 27th day of 
December now laft paft, he was informed by tlic 
fccretary, that his veflel and cargo were condemned, 
but could not obtain a copy of the fentence or decr^ 
imtil the 7th day of January. That he made applica- 
tion for his own private papers and accojunts, but was 
denied even a light of them. That in the copy of 
the decree or fentence, mention is made of 16 hogf- 
lieads molaifes, as belonging to a Mr. Forbes, a 
Britiih fubjed ; but this reprefentation is wholly er- 
roneous^ and deftitute of foundation or evidence. 
There was no molafles or other property on board* 
belonging diredlly or indiredlly to any perfon or 
perfons but the aforefaid owners, exceptmg the fmall 
adventures of the people belonging to the faid brig. 
The faid mafler had with him papers relating to his 
then laft voyage, which were feized by the captors 
with the refl. Among thefe there was indeed a bill of 
16 hoglheads molaffes, but it was molafles purcliafed 
by the faid Forbes, for the faid mafter on the faid 
former voyage, and had no connexion with the cargo 
on board. The bill was made out by the planter to 
Mr. Forbes, and he charged the molafles in his ac- 
count current with the faid mafter, and gave him the 
laid bill, to fhow the quantity, and it was with the 
fame account current when he was taken. He alfo 
declares, that the date of faid bill is erroneoufl'y 
mentioned in faid decree, as the fame molafl^es was 
purchafed and received of faid Forbes in April, 1796. 
* " And 
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And he conceives he could have clearly evinced all 
this, had be had opportunity to be heard, to the 
entire fetisfaftion of the commifEoners the judges. 

And thefe declarants further and unitedly fay, that 
by the capture and condemnation aforefeid, they 
have fufiered the lofs of 14,454 dollars, at a low 
eflimation, exclufive of Captain Lunt's expenfes and 
lofs of time.

Secretary of State. 

- Sir, Port/hiouth, Jpril 3j 1797- 

We conceive it neceflfary to lay before our Go- 
vernment the flate of the lofs of our brig Refolution 
and cargo. She failed from the port of Demarara^ 
bound to this port, about the 20th of laft Auguft, 
and on the 29th of the fame month was captured by 
^ French privateer, and carried into Porto Rico. 
After having beep detained three jinonths, the cargo 

was 
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was condemned without trial, upon the frivolous 
pretence of their not finding fuch papers as they 
thought fufficient to prove the property American, 
and of her being from a port in pofleflion of the 
JSritifli, notwithflanding the faid veflel had every 
paper lawful and cuftomary refpedling herf^fand 
cargo, proving both to be bona fide American pro- 
perty ; which papprs were taken pofleffion of by the 
captors immediately upon poflefling themfelves of 
the veflel, and were never afterwards recoverable by 
ihe Captain, excepting the regifter of his velfel. His 
ycflel was likewife reftored to him, but as they had 
^ript him of his laft ftiilling, even to his clothes, 
fmd impofed upon him heavy charges, he was under 
the neceflity of difpofing of her for the trifling fum 
of three hundred and tvVenty-five dollars, to defray 
his expenfes. 

The proteft, condemnation, and other papers, can 
1)0 forwarded as occafion may reauire. A flatement 
pf our lofs is in the account enclofed ; and we trufl: 
thatreflitution will be procured for us, for fo flagrant 
a violation of our property.

On the 20th 
December, lying to in a gale of wind at N. W. a fca 
Aruck us down on our beam-ends, and ftiiftcd the 
ballaft and cargo, and did much damage to the vef-^ 
fel; then put a-fcudding. On the 21ft December* 
jfhipt a fea over the liern, carried away the binnacle 
and compafles. On the 30th, lying to under a ba- 
lance reef main-fail, fplit it all to pieces, then bore 
away for the Weft Indies, being in diitrefs, and out 
of water. On February 17th failed again from JB^r- 
badocs, having repaired the veffel. On the 20th 
of February, at two o'clock P. M. was chaied by a 
French privateer, which came up with us at 4 o'clock. 
The Captain of the privateer ordered me to hoift out 
my boat and go on board with my papers, which I 
did — he fept the boat back with a prize-mafter and 
four hands, arid brought two of my crew on board 
the privateer, and ordered the veffel for Porto Rico. 
The Captaia of the privateer kept the regifter, the 
fea-letter, and my proteft, and ftnt only the clearance

and fome letters in my fchooner — I faw the Captain 
lock the papers up in his cheft. I was on board the 
privateer three weeks, during which time feveral 
articles of clothing, my trunk, and fpy-glafs, were 
iaken from me. I was carried in the privateer to St. 
John's, in Porto Rico, my fchooner was carried int^ 
the fame place, but the prize-mafter went down to St. 
Domingo, and got her condemned there before the pri- 
vateer arrived. The reafon given for her condemna- 
tion is, that there was noregitter, nor fca-letter; and 
both thefe papers the Captain had in his cheft on 
lx>ard the privateer. My mate went to Porto Rico 
in my fchooner, and requcfted of the prize-mafter to 
let him go down to St. Domingo to attend the trial ; 
he was encouraged that he ihould go, but was after- 
wards refufed. After the veflel was condemned, I 
and my crew were put on Ihore, without any money 
or provifions, and muft have perilhed had we not 
taken Ihclter on board American veflels in the 
ifland.

on (hore by the French, the deponent ^as permitted 
to take charge of Jier again. On the 1 5th day of 
February he went to Balfeterre, and got the regifter, 
fea-lettcr, &c. of the faid brig from the tribunal, 
and alfo got back the mate and all the mariners afore- 
faid, except Henry Doughty, who had been fent to 
Martinico, and exchanged as an Englifli prifoner. 

And the faid deponent farther depofed, that he 
doth fully believe the faid Henry Doughty was born 
at Bofton in the State of Maflachufetts, and is a ci- 
tizen of the United States of America ; that the faid 
William Berry is a native of the State of Pennfylvania, 
and alfo the faid Fitzgerald ; that the faid David 
Squire is a native of the State of Connedticut, 
known to this deponent from his youth, they being 
townfmen ; that he believes, iaid Toby Rowin is a

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native of Portugal, and faid John Forceman of 
Sweden, And the faid Daniel Francis being defiroua 
to give every fatisfadion in his power to the perfons 
interelled tn faid brig and cargo in the voyage afore- 
iaid, and alfo to comply with the a6t of the Con- 
grefs of the United States of America refpeding the 
impreffinent and detention of American feamen^ 
hath, on the foregoing premiies, before me, in due 
form proteiled, and by thefe preients doth proteft 
againft the commanders and crews of the faid French 
frigates, and all others whom it doth or may con- 
cern for the feizure.and detention of the faid Img 
and her cargo as aforefaid, and for the detention of 
the (aid Henry Doughty, and fending him to Mar- 
tinico as an Englifh priloner of war ; and for all lofs, 
cofls, damages, and injury, that hath happened 
and accrued, or that may happen and accrue, by 
xeafon and means aforefaid.

This day, the 24th Nivofe, 5th year of the French 
Republic, one and indivifible, appeared before the 
Notary Public of the town and dependencies of Fort 
Liberty, in the ifland and coaft of St. Domingo, 
and northern part, there dwelling, the underfigned, 
and in preience of the witnefles hereafter nam^ and 
alfo underfigned ; Henry William Boal, Captain of

for the want of an interpreter, the fworn interpreter 
of the port being abfent ; who iaid, that on tl^ 9th 
current, or aStb of December (O. S.), at noon, he 
was met at four leagues to the northward of Square 
Hanidkerchief by the French privateer La Trompenfe,' 
Captain Antoine Barriere, bound for Jamaica; 
which privateer being within hailing, afked whence 
they came; to which they replied, FromNew-Yorl 
--**Wherc were tliey bound ? To Jamaica; that then 
the privateer put out her boat with five men and in 
officer; and that on coming aboard^ the ofRcer 
aiked for the clearances and invotoes, which were: 
immediately produced ; that he then fent all his pe«^ 
pers on board the privateer by the appearer*s mate; 
that after having examined his papers^ the privateer 
fent on board iix French feamen and a prize«mafier, 
to condudl the veiTel, and detained on board his 
mate and five of his men, and left only tlve appearer/ 
his brother, two boys, and a cook, on board liis vef- 
fel ; that the privateer chafed him under Englifh co- 
lours, which he kept flying until he was alongfide, 
which is contrary to the laws of war ; for no armed 
veiTel has a right of vtfiting another at fea, efpecialty 
when fhe is under a neutral flag, without bearing 
the flag of her nation ; and that he even confirmed 
the Engliih flag under the firing of a gun ; that the 
next d^ he was carried into Mont Cbrifiy, where 
he was detained nine da}'s, and that on the loth he 
was condu6led into this port; that on the 7 th day 
after his arrival at Mont Chrifly, the Frenchmen, 
who were on board of his veflel, broke open the 
main hatchway whilil he was on ihore ; that lie is 
ignorant of what they have taken, but that it ap^ 
pears that there are mifTing four hogihcads of cod- 
filh, one hogfhcad of rice, two barrels of flour, and

Having Icen the regifter of the faid veflel delivered 
at New- York on the 22d of November, 1 796, under 
the command of Henry William Bool ; the fca- 
Icttcr in three languages, French, Englifh, and 
Dutch, delivered at New- York on the 6th Decem- 
ber, 1796, for the faid veilcl, under the command 
of the faid Henry W. Bool, and containing her dcf- 
tination as for Jamaica ; the clearance of the faid 
vcflcl, dated New- York, the 6th December, 1796, 
delivered to Captain Henry William Bool^ and in- 
dicating her deftination for Jamaica :

And on the 5th of June, in faid year, 
appeared Andrew Donaldfon, mate, who, as well as 
laid Captain, being duly fwom on their oaths re- 
fpc<Siively, depofe and fay, that the fads herein 
fet forth arejuflrand true — ^thc faid mate, to what 
palled on board faid vefTel only.

Five feamen belonging to the ihip Kitty, of Phi- 
ladelphia, Captain Hugh M*Pherfon, who declare 
4hc following to be the truth, and nothing but the 
truth. 

The Ihip left the Ifle of France on or about the 
'9th November, 1 796, and nothing material happened 
but meeting with heavy gales of wind, until wc were 
met with, near Cape Lagullus, by his Britannic Ma- 
jefty's ftiips Jupiter and Sceptre, commanded by 
Commodore Lofack and Captain Alexander, who 
put two Lieutenants on l^oard^faid Ihip, and eight 

Britift 
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Briti/K mariners, and took pofleffioil of faid fliip 
Kitty, and brought her under convoy forcibly into 
the Cape of Good Hope, where they arrived on or 
about the ift of January, 1797, where wfe under- 
ftood from the Captain, officers, and fupercargo, the 
fhip under vveiit an exaniinatioti, and was acquitted. 
The Englifh prefled three men, which were replaced 
accidentally by three Dutch marihcrs. The heavy 
iSind boifterous weather we experienced caufed the 
veflTcl to leak in her upper works, and it was there- 
fore found abfolutcly neccffary to have her caulked, 
iftnd purchafe fome fails ; they were alfo in want of 
fome provilions, which they bought at the Cape^ 
beef, bread, and frefli provifioris ; and being fhort of 
water, we were there fupplied. Aft6r fupplying our- 
felves with what was requifite fot the continuation 
of our voyage to Philadelphia, we proceeded on or 
about the 3d February, and nothing material hap- 
pened until on or about the 30th March^ when tve. 
were boarded and taken by the French privateer 
L'Efpicgle, Capt. Ant, Daubon, although the Cap- 
tain of the Kitty hailed to the privateer, that he was 
fiom the Ifle of France, and an American veffel, 
having the colours of the United States hoifted at 
the mizen peak. Captain Daubon ordered Captain 
M'Phcrfon to hoift out his boat, and come on board 
of him, ufing at the fame time, blafphemous lan- 
guage of " Damn your eyes, hoift your boat out;'* 
and while the underligned and the reft of the crew 
were bnfily employed in doing fo, the privateer 
manned his own boat with kven men and a prize- 
mafler, who immediately took poffeffion of the 
veflcl, by their turning away the man from the 
helm, and placing one of their own in his room. 
The prize-mafter demanded the papers belonging to 
the Ihip afterwards, which were delivered to him, 
and were lent on board the privateer, together with 
Captain M*Pherfon, in her boat, to undergo an 
c c 3 exatain- 
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cxaminalton^ as they faid. After detaining the Cap- 
tain on board fomc hours* he and Capt. Daubon, 
with Capt- Daubon's Lieutenant and feme more 
people^ returnM on boards and demanded of Captain 
M^Pherfon, Mr Chs. D. Cox, fupercargo^ and 
every other perlbn on board, their papers, which was 
complied with, we believe ; and foon after the Cap- 
tain of the privateer getting on board, we obfervcd 
him and his officers throw overboard a number of 
papers, which we iaw afterwards floating on the 
water. 

The fecond day after the Kitty was taken , the 
Captain of the privateer, with his men, made a ge- 
neral fearch throughout the vefl'el, the crew's bed- 
ding and chcfls not being exempt from their fcrutiny; 
they altered the courfe of the (hip immediately on 
taking poflTeffion of her, for the Welt Indies, in one 
of the iflandsof which, Porto Rico, we arrived on or 
about the jd of April, 1797, the privateer L'Elpiegle 
ftill continuing in company with us, 

On the privateer's people attempting to hoi ft an 
Englifh Eaft India Company's flag on board the 
Kitty, when in fight of the harbour of Porto Rico, 
we, as well as the whole crew, came aft on the 
quarter-deck, and protefled againft fuch colours 
being hoifled on board our fhip, as we difa vowed 
them, not acknowledging any but thofe of the 
United States, of which we were citizens, but to no 
effeiS:, as the prize-m after and French mariners per- 
fifled in their intention of hoifting them reverfed. 
On our arrival at Podo Rico, and for nearly 12 days 
after, w^e were not permitted to go on fhore, nor the 
fupercargOj or have any intercourfe whatfoever with 
the fhore ; a few days after the tov/n was befieged, 
by the Britifh, when we, the Captain, ftjpercargo, 
and the reft of the crew^ were taken from on board 
the Kitty, guarded by a number af Spaniih ti\>ops, 
^ who took us into three difFerent prifons in the ifland 
3 c>fj 
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of St. John's, where wc the fubfcribers remained for 
thirty- five days in one of them, when we were fent 
on board, under a guard of a file of Spanifli troops, 
the Spanifti frigate named Juno, then lying in the 
harbour of Porto Rico, and bound to the Havannah, 
but by the interference and remonftrance, as we un- 
derfland, of fome American Captains and other ci- 
tizens, to the Governor Don Caftro, we were put on 
board the guard-boat and tranfported to the Ameri- 
can fhip Mount Vernon, then juft weighing anchor, 
and bound to the port of Philadelphia, where we 
arrived on the land of freedom, thanks to kind Pro- 
vidence, not being fufFcred to take even our clothes 
from on board the ftiip Kitty, and are now deftitute 
of both them and money. We could each, and every 
one of us have received a very handfome reward 
firom the Captain of the privateer, had we been bafe 
enough to have declared a falfehood, that they urged 
and iblicited fome of the crew to do, namely, that of 
declaring that fome of the cargo was Ihipped at the 
Cape of Good Hope, On our departure we undcr- 
flood, and believed it as a truth, that Captain' 
M'Pherfon, Mr. Cox, and the reft of the crew, were 
then in prifon.

brought to and boarded by a French privateer, called 
the Souveraine, commanded by one Lawrence Si- 
montt belonging to Cape Fran^ois^ w^ho after taking 
poffeffion of the faid brig, ordered the deponent on 
board of the privateer, and carried him into the port 
of St. Jago, in the illand of Cuba, and kept him on 
board the faid privateer a clufe prifoner, until he the 
faid Siniont had obtained a pcrmiflion from the Spa- 
nifh Government to difcharge the faid brig Valeria^ 
which was eMefted in the fpace of about four days 
after the arrival of the faid brig : that part of cargo 
of ihe a foremen tiotied brig was fold and delivered 
from alongfide : that no examination of the depo- 
nent vvas had by any authority whatever, nor could 
he learn^ nor does he believe, there was any trial or 

condemn- 
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tondemnatidn of either veffel or cargo ; but that he 
was robbed of all his property without the leaft pre- 
tence or colour of law : that as foon as he could pro- 
cure a friend there to affift htm (which was not ol^ 
tained without great difficulty), he petitioned the Go- 
vernor of the place, fctting forth the true fituation 
of his cafe, the barbarous ufage he had received by

As ftio 
carried out and was to return with a very valuable 
cargo, we were particular in procuring and fending 
in her every official paper that i^ granted by the Cuf- 
tom-houfe, for the verification of American property ; 
and wc made a declaration on oath befor6 a Notary 
Public of the ihip and cargo being wholly ours, and 
that no foreign fubjedl or citizen was interefted 
therein ; the Notary giving a certificate thereof 
under feal, as alfo of our being citizens of the United 
States; to which Mr, Arcambel, Gonful of France, 
annexed his official certificate, that no doubts 
would appear on the firft infpedlion of the fhip's pa- 
pers of her being American property, and bound 
from one neutral port to another. But neither thefe

In my lail letter, dated the i ft of this month, being 
the day of my arrival in this port after a paffage of 
118 days from Hamburgh, I could not inform you 
of my diftrefs, as time would not permit. I left 
Hamburgh on the 7th of Odober, and the 18th I 
left Cuxhaven, and pot to fea, all in good order on 
board, and proceeded on my paflage until the 20th 
November, when finding myfelf on the banks of 
Newfoundland, on the 29th I was in the longitude 
57, with heavy gales of wind until the 31ft of De- 
cember : during thefe gales I fprung my rudder, and 
ftove in the cabin dead lights, filled the cabin with 
water, and I apprehend ftove fome caiks of gin in 
the after hold in the ground tier ; on the 3 1 ft Decem- 
ber I was obliged to bear away, my rudder being 
fo weak, and the weather fo bad, that the ftiip would 
not bear fail on her ; I proceeded under all fail that 
the ihip would bear to the fouthward, until the 30th 
of January, when I was taken by a French privateer 
in the lat. 18. 2. and long. 60. 10. After overhauling 
my papers and threatening to make a prize of me, 

fent 
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fent the boat on board, and plundered the fhip, and 
broke open the letters, and my trunks and chefts^ 
which they took from me, two gold watches, and 
what clothes they had a mind for ; and^ three gold 
watches, and three lilver ditto belonging to Mr. Ro- 
bert Stevens, Newport, fent on by his brother E. 
Greene ; and broke open fundry bales and boxes in 
the hold, and ftarted one bjutt of brandy of yours.

Vigne ; a letter from Abm. Welfe, dated at Jerer 
mie, the 15th Dec. 1796, addreffed to James Sear, 
merchant, at Turk's Ifland, and announcing to 
him th'at Captain Brown goes to the faid ifland for a 
cargo of fait ; 

A bill of exchange for 400 dollars, drawn at Je- 
remie, the 15th Dec. 1796, upon James Dear of 
Turk's Ifland, by Abraham Welfe to the order of 
Brown: 

Having feen fundry official papers, dated at Je- 
remie, in the month of Dec* 1796, fuch as certifi- 
cates and clearances of the cuftom-houfes, permits

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from the Commandant of Jeremic: confideringthat 
the papers above mentioned prove inconteflably that 
the faid galliot failed from Jeremie : confidering 
that Jeremie is one of the colonial ports in rebellion 
againft the French Republic, and under the pro- 
tc6iion of the Britifh Government, declared in a 
iJate of liege by the arret of the Commiiiion of the 
6th of this month : 

The Commiflion has decreed, and does hereby de- 
cree, that the galHot the Betfy, of the port of Wafti- 
ington, North Carolina, taken the 5th of this month 
by the French privateer le Poiflbn Volant, Captain 
Thomas deHaunot, is a good prize, as Veil as the 
monies found on board, and every thing belonging 
to the faid veffel ; that therefore all perfons having 
the fame in cuflody are held to give up the fame to 
the captors. 

The prefent arret fliall be notified to the Captain 
of the faid galliot by the Captain of the faid priva- 
teer ; and for the complete execution of the prefent 
decree the captor Captain fhall make proper pro- 
vifion.

at three o*clock they obferved the fchooner flanding 
for them with all fail ; that they, thefe deponents, 
crowded all fail to get away, but notwithllanding 
the fchooner footi came up with them, and at half 
pall four the faid fchooner was fo near as to hail 
them, and order them to hoifl: / out their boat and 
come on board; that they, tbefe deponents, fuf^ 
pefted the faid privateer to be French ; although 
they bad no colours up, and did not immediately 
hoifl out their boat, but told the fchooner that they 
had been a long time out, and were very fcarce of 
provifions, and anxious to get into port; whereupoa 
the faid fchooner hoifled French colours, and pre- 
pared to fire into the fhip, ordering them at the 
fame time to fend the boat on board with their pa- 
pers, whidi they were obliged to do ; that the faid 
fchooner proved to be a French privateer, called the 
Pauline, Alexander Bolchoz mafler, who fent on 
board the fhip armed men, who took charge of 
her, and fent on board the faid privateer the firfl

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Captain of the privateer then declared the fald ihip 
and cargo to be a lawful prize, faying, that he found 
by the log-book (he had carried naval ftores to Great 
Britain, which were contraband ; that the Captain 
of the privateer then made fail, ordering the fhip to 
keep company, and they arrived in NaiTau river on 
the coaft of Eafl Florida, where the Captain of the 
privateer took fome provifions and water and a 
pilot ; and on the 9th following, in the iaid month 
March, they anchored off the bar at St. Auguflipe, 
Eall Florida ; that he the faid Archibald Cunning- 
ham went on (here in the pilot-boat, together with 
the Captain of the privateer, and others belonging 
to her ; that the Grovernment would not cpnfent to 
the fhip being brought into the port of Augufiine as 
a prize, in confcquence of the good underflanding, 
friend (hip, and harmony, exifting between Spaia 
and the United States— whereby th« Captain of the 
privateer concluded to fend the fhip to a French 
port : that he, this deponent, Archibald Cunning- 
ham, taking into confideration the confequence of 
being fcnt to a French port, whereby much deten- 
tion and expenfe would necefiarily arife, and pro- 
bably a total lofs, and then lying at anchor in a very 
dangerous lituation, propofed to the; Captain of the 
privateer to ranfom the (hip, which after fome time

Thomas, but went to Providence, and was going 
from thence to Jamaica, when Ihe was captured by 
the French privateer Trompeur, Captain Barriere, 
and carried into St. Domingo, where veflTel and 
cargo were condemned and fold, it is to be ob- 
ferved that Captain Smith had pofitive inflruftions 
not to go, or attempt to go,, to any Britifh ifland 
that did not belong to Great Britain at the com- 
mencement of the exifling war between France and

Having feen the certificate of the capture of the 
brig Rul^Uof Walhington, Captain Thomas Smith, 
taken the 30th Brumaire laft, by the French priva- 
teer Le Trompeur, Captain Barriere : having feen 
the proceedings of the Juftice of Peace of the Cape, 
about faid prize : having feen the ifaipping of papers 
of the faid brig, confiding of the regifter, the fea- 
letter, and the manifeft of the cargo : having feen 
a declaration of faid Captain Smith, which appears 
to have been made on board, in which he fays he 
has remained thirty hours in the ifland of Provi- 
dence, and failed thence for Jamaica, to the confign- 
ation of Richard Lake, in Kingfton : having feen 
a petition of laid Captain Smith, reclaiming the faid 
vefiTel, in confequence of his pleading that he was 
bound to a Britilh port, not to any of. the ports of 
St. Domingo revolted againfi: the Republic :

Confidering that it is in confequence of the pfBcial 
arrival of the above refolution of the Executive Di- 
rectory, and in confequence of the publicity of the 
nianner in which the Englilh Government in the 
Antilles treats neutral veflels, that the Conamiffion 
pafiTcd their refolution of the i8th of this month, by 
which they declare all neutral veflels bound to or 
from Englifli ports, to be legal prize : 

The Commifllon hath refolved, and do refolve, 
that the brig Ruflell of Wafliington, Captain Tho-

Copy of a Letter from M.^Roqiiefante^ Conful of the 
French Republic^ at Cadiz, to Jofeph M. Yznardi, 
Conful of the United States y at the fame Place , 
dated 12th September , 1796. 

Citizen Consul, 
I received your difpatch of the lath September 
(O. S.)> in which you defire to kno.w my opinion on 
the fubjedt of the American prize-veffel called the 
Mercury, commanded by Captain Samuel Brooks, 
of your nation, captured by the two French priva- 
teers, La Droit de THommc, and L'Efcamoteur, and 
brought into Tarifa the day before yefterday. 

The arret of the Executive Directory, dated 1 2th 
Meflidor, which I annex to my difpatch, will inform 
you of the reafons which have authorized our cruifers 
to arreft the American veffel in queftion. 

Thebillof health which was found on board of 
this American brigantine, fliows that this veffel was 
bound for Gibraltar, where fhe was going to fell her 
cargo, conlifling of flour, pitch, tar, &c. ; it is there- 
fore evident that thefe proviiions and munitions of 
war were deftined for the enemies of the Republic* 
In confequence of the proofs which evidence the fuc- 
cours which it was attempted to carry to this power, 
with which France is at war, and of the axteX. ol xJm.

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l^irrclory, of the repeal of which I have no know^* 
ledge, I do not at prefcnt lee how I can avoid pro- 
nouncing my judgment in favour of the captors and 
.owners. In the mean time, to give you an unequi* 
vocal i)roof of the defire entertained by my Govern- 
ment to maintain the good underflanding which pre- 
vails between it and yours, I inform you that I lliall 
not pronounce judgment upon this prize, until I {hall 
have obtained new information, and for this purpofe 
I am about giving orders to my Chancellor to go to 
Tarifa, to proceed accordingly.

Soon after I had the honour of addreffing you my 
former letter. No. 10, dated the loth November, of 
laft year, a mofl: cruel infiance of injuftice happened 
at this port with two of our veflels, viz. the brig 
Hover, of Baltimore, Arthur Smith mafter, and tb5 
Ichooner Nancy, of Alexandria, Virginia, com-^ 
,manded by Job Palmer ; both of them brought from 
lience cargoes of fugar and coffee to this port, wher^ 
on account of the high duties paid on landing, make$ 
the importation next to a prohibition ; a fale, how- 
ever, took place afloat, and the veflels were to pro- 
ceed and deliver thefe cargoes at Tangier, a free port 
irr Morocco, to be refhipped there on others for a 
market ; at this jundlure, a fmall French privateer 
called the Ferret, belonging to Marfeilles, and com- 
manded by Anthony Daumas, lay here, who made 
fail at the fame time of the Nancy and Rover ..get- 
ting under way, and captured them while they 
were yet withingun-ftiot of this territory, and brought 
them back with the French flag flying on their forc- 
topmafts, rnanned with Frenchmen, all their papers 
feized and put into the hands of the French Confiil 
here, who pretends to have a prior right for adjudging 
all cafes of this nature in lus chancery^ although 

they 
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they belong to neutral powers. When I called on 
the Conful to know the motive of flopping the vef- 
fels, I learned from him it was founded on a lufpi^ 
cion of their going to an enemy's port (fay Gibraltar) ; 
another motive was the Nancy's carrying thirty pipes 
of wine, which thefupercargo on board her had pur- 
chafed here for his account, which he intended to 
carry home, but 1 believe had not yet dirawn out a 
bill of lading to produce ; another motive was, that 
an Englifh paflenger on board the Rover was feen 
breaking up a remnant of paper at the time of the 
French crew boarding her ; cither of which faid cir-f 
cumflances, he faid, was a fufficient motive for con- 
demning the property according to the eftabliflied 
marine laws of the French Republic. After hearing 
. thefe vague infinuations from the Conful, I judged it 
highly proper to call on the Spanifh Government for 
getting the veflels and cargoes liberated frojoa the 
French chancery, and to decide the bufinefs conform- 
able to what they were bound to do by the 6th ar- 
ticle of the treaty concluded with tho United States 
of America ; but fuch was the timidnefs I found then 
about meddling with any matter that had any con- 
nexion with French interefl, that I could notjobtain 
^ny redrefs until the Captain General of Malaga 
confulted tha Court. I alfo carried my claim there ; 
^nd after many remonftrances made to tl^ Secretary 
of State, about our fhips being t^ken when within 
gun-ftiot of this territory, he was prevailed on to or- 
der the General at Malaga to withdraw the Ame- 
rican papers out of the French Chancery, and that 
he fliould let the Conful know his Catholic Majefly's 
difpleafure in wanting to eftablifli a jurifdidlion in 
Spain, not yet allowed to any nation at no time what- 
ever. This circumftance has in no refpedl yet bettered 
the cafe ; for the Conful has on two occaiions given a 
<lat denial to the King's order, and won't give up the 
^pers until he is defired to do it by the Diredlory in 
B B 3 Paris. 
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Paris. During this interval of knowing who is to de- 
cide the bufioels, the Conful has paifed (entence on 
the Nancy, condemning the thirty pipes of wine as 
lawful prize to the captors, with cofis of chancery, 
which is ten pounds fierling, for the neglefl of not 
carrying a bill of lading ; putting the ihip and re-r 
tnainder of the cargo at liberty. The Rdver would 
appear to be under worfe circumflances,* whereas both 
the ihip and cargo are liable to forfeiture on account 
of the circumflancc of breaking a paper at the tim^ 
of capture. Whatever may be the iffue of this un- 
lucky buiinefs, I (hall take care, Sir,- to acquaint you ; 
by which means you will be informed of the trealr 
mcnt Ihown by the French to our flag, and the 
backwardnefs of the Spaniards by not reclreiiing 
fach depredations done to the colours in their ports. 
I fend you enclofed a copy of the ConfuFs fentenc^ 
and his anfwer to a letter I wrote him, making dn 
inquiry of all the papers that neutral veflels fhould 
have on board to iatisfy the French cruifers for my 
government.

We, Nicholas Maurice Champre, Conful of the 
French Republic with the kingdom of Granada, re- 
fident at Malaga, authorized by the laws of the 3d 
of Brumaire and 8th of Floreal, of the 4th year of 
the Republic, to pronounce on the validity of prizes 
brought into the ports within the limits of this con- 
fulate by the Ihips or privateers of the Republic, hav- 
ing feen the colledlion and inventory of. the papers 
found on board of the Anglo-American fchooner the 
Nancy, Captain Job Palmer, takea by the French 

privateer 
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privateer X^ Ferrety Captain Anthony Daumas, ar. 
rived at Marfeilles, as well as fundry other docu- 
ments exhibited, as well by the faid Citizen Dau- 
Inas, as by the faid Captain Palmer, and by Wil- 
liam Bartleman, fupercargo on board of the faid 
fchooner ; the faid colledtion and inventory, exe7 
cuted by Citizen John Baptift Pelieu, Chancellor of 
the Confulat^, agreeably to the faid law of the 3d 
Brumaire^ 4th year : 

Having alfo feen the inftrud^ion given by the faid 
Chancellor, confifling of the interrogatories anc^ de- 
clarations by him received from the faid Captain 
Palmer, the faid fupercargo Bartleman, the pilot 
Jofeph Quill, of the faid fchooner, and from tbeCir 
tizen Daumas and feveral officers and others on 
board of the faid privateer, among others, from An- 
thony Jofeph Daumas, prize- mailer on board the faid 
prize, as alfo the papers containing the faid inftruc- 
tion mentioned in the faid inventory : 
^ Ccmiidering, on the one hand, that the only mo- 
tives of detention of the Nancy alleged by Citizen 
Paumas and his officers, both in the procefs verbf^l 
written at Ifea, and in their declarations, conlift, ift, 
that the deftination of this veflel was Gibraltar; 
ad, that it might be prefumed that the fupercargo 
was an Englifhman : 

,That thefe two motives are deftitute of founda- 
tion ; that without examining the unforefeen conle- 
quences of the firfl motive, it is fufficient to obferve 
that the deftination for Gibraltar was affigned to the 
^ancy in a preceding voyage ; after which this vef- 
-lei had come from Gibraltar to Malaga, and her 
charter-rp^rty proves that fhe vyent from Malaga to 
Tangier on a voyage entirely neutral, and from 
which neither delivery nor fale was. to ta^e place with 
the enemies of the Republic ; that this fame a<ft con- 
, tains indeed a conditional claufc, in virtue of which 
tt^e Nancy might DRai,ethe/ame voyage to Gibraltar, 

5 ? 4 in 
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in the cafe provided for in the claufe ; but that a 
conditional deftination, and for a voyage which con- 
cerns only individuals of a neutral nation^ as is ex- 
plained fufficiently in the charter-party, cannot give 
a motive to the lawfulnefs of the capture of a neutral 
veflel : that the objection vvhich concerns the fu- 
percargo is not better founded^ fince it is preyed by 
the declaration making part of the inftrudlion, and 
by written proof, that the fupercargo was bom at 
Fairfax, in America, and that at 14 years of age he 
was bound an apprentice to a merchant : 

That the Nancy is furniflied with all the papers 
required by the laws of France for proving the neu- 
trality of the veflel : confidering on the other hand, 
that the papers relative to her cargo are not it, the 
fame fituation ; that her fupercargo has declared that 
he had on board, among other merchandife, 30 
pipes of Malaga wine, which are not entered on any 
of the vefTel's papers ; that the faid fupercargo has; 
it is true, produced a bill of lading of them, which 
was found on board in the drawer of his table but 
two days after he was brought into this port by the 
faid privateer, and when it was proved alfo by the 
declaration of the faid Bartleman, that he had re- 
turned on board the fchooner, after he had been on 
fhore ; whence it refults that this bill of lading has 
probably been fabricated on (here, after it was top 
^ate, and carried on board, and confequently it fhould 
be deemed as invalid ; that hence, according to the 
6th article (not abrogated by any poflerior laws), 
chap. ix. book iii. of the marine ordinance of 1681, 
thefe 30 pipes of wine are within the confifcatory 
claufe : 

That the objection made by William Bartleman, 
grounded upon the Ferret's having failed from the 
port of Malaga a little after the Nancy, appears to be 
of no confcqucnce, ift, Becaufe the rule generally 
adopted, which efiabliflies an interval of 24 hours 

between 
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between the failing of a veflcl and that of an enemy's 
;Oiip going againft her, cannot be applied to the re- 
fpedlive failing of vefTels of two neutral powers ; 2d, 
Becaufein the prefent war upon the ocean, the ene- 
my of the Republic being alfo that of Spain, the rule 
above mentioned ceafes to apply in the ports of the 
latter power : 

That this laft motive, in the like manner, juflifies 
the Citizen Daumas in the fuppofiiion of the con- 
tefted fa&, that the Nancy might have been taken 
in the waters of Spain, fince the French privateers 
were free to vifit neutral veffels in order to fearch 
them for enemies property upon the coafls of Spain, 
in the fame manner as uponthofe of the Republic, 
the two powers being engaged in a common caufc : 

That neverthelefs the fingle article of thirty pipes 
of wine being liable to confifcation on board the 
Nancy, juflice reqjuires that this veflel fhould be put 
in a iituation of purfuing her voyage as foon as pot 
lible with the reft of her cargo : 

We declare the thirty pipes wine found on board 
tbc fchooner Nancy to be good prize to the profit of 
the owners and interefted in the French privateer La 
Ferret, Captain Anthony Daumas; hereby autho- 
rizing them to unlade the fame and make fale of 
them provifionally, depofiting tlie proceeds thereof 
in the chancery of the confulate, fubje6l to the du- 
ties due to the marine invalids, ihok which may be- 
come due on account of the faid fale, and to con- 
form themfelves moreover to the laws and regulations 
nslative to the marine, unlefs the Captain, or thoie 
interefted in the faid ichooner and her cargo, ftiould 
prefer having the faid thirty pipes of wine eftimated 
at their expenfe, and by proper perfons appointed by 
them and Citizen Daumas in behalf of the owners, 
and to have the amount thereof depoftted provi- 
sionally in the laid chancery. We moreover declare 

that 
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that there is no caufe for a longer detention of the 
Nancy and the rcfidue of her cargo. Wc order tlie 
Citizen Daurnas to withdraw his crew from the iaidi 
veflel, which wc authorize freely to purfueand con- 
tinue her voyage ; without the Captain of the Nancy 
or tlic intcrcftcd in her, heing able to recover any in- 
demnity on account of a detention juftified by the 
want of a bill of lading of the faid thirty pipes of 
wine; and for the fame reafon they fhail pay the 
expenfes of proceedings and of the preient judg- 
ment, of which a copy fliall be delivered and noti- 
fied to the concerned, and which fhall be executed^ 
the entry of any appeal notwithftanding.

ExlraEl of a Letter from J. Cox Barnet, Conful of tJk 
United States at Brejl, to the Secretary of State^ 
4ated Brejif i<^th January^ ^797' 
I have firft to premife, that, fince my refidence at 

this place, moft of my time and attention has been 

taken up in relieving, or endeavouring tp relieve,. 

many of our diftreffcd feamen>^ who hs^ve' been 

brought 
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brought into this port, taken in Britifli veflels, where 
they had, in mod inflances, been impreflcd, and 
here made prifoncrs of war. When any of thefe 
had been fo fortunate as to have been able to pre- 
lerye their paflports or protections (proofs of tlieir 
citizenfhip), I have till now immediately obtained 
their enlargement ; when, on the contrary, they have 
(from accident or the violent outrage of the Britifh 
Commanders, who fometimeshaye totally difregard- 
cd them and deflroyed them) been deprived of them, 
] have not met with the fame fucccfs in my applica- 
tiop for them. My further applications of this na- 
ture, I am too forry to find, will no longer be of any 
avail, in confequence of an order from the Minifter 
of the Marine and Colonies, forlidding the farther en- 
largement of any citizens of the United States^ who may 
have been taken on board Briti/hJhipSy andjiattng that 
they Jhall h^ceforth be confidered and treated as pri- 
Jfoners of war. This information I had two days ago 
from the Ordonnatcur of the Marine, in reply to my 
appIi(!;ation for five of our citizens, now detained in 
the prifons of this place as prifoners of war. 

Under this cover. Sir, I have the honour of en- 
doling you a copy of the condemnation of the fhip 
Diana of Savannah, taken and fent in here, in Odlo- 
her lafl, by the privateer Le Vengeur, of this port, 
and condemned by the Tribunal of Commerce of this 
place, on the 28th November laft, for want of a fe^- 
letter, together with a copy of the proteft of tiie 
mafier of faid fhip, Nchemiah J. Ingraham, of Bof- 
ton, to which beg leave to refer you. We are going 
on with an appeal in this affair before the tribunal of 
the department at Quimper, where we hope to meet 
that juftice we believe wanting in the Tribunal of 
Commerce. 

Refpefting thi^ condemnation, I have to obferve 
to you. Sir, that the owners, of this privateer are citi- 
zens of the United States ; the hufband^ Captain

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John Cooper, of V rginia. The Captors endea- 
vouring to make it api)car that the regifter of (aid 
ihip is a countcncit, alleged, '* that all Americaa 
*• Ihips' regiflcrs were flruck on American manufac- 
•* tured paper, whereas this appears to be Englifh 
•* fabric ; that the lignature ' Jofeph Nourfe/ is in 
•• this done with the pen, whereas in the original 
«« ones it is done (they fay) with a ftamp or plate; 
«* that this regifler being No. 8 only, and ifibedat 
** Bath, near WifcafTet, was another mark of its fal- 
•• fity, there having been more than eight veffek 
<• buih at Bath fincc the year 1 794, when that regif- 
•• tcr was iflued, &c.'* 

Tlicfe circumflanees, however, Sir, were not at- 
tended to by the Judges of the tribunals of commerce, 
who appear to have grounded the condemnation of 
this fhip on her being deficient in the fea-letter, by 
virtue of the 25th article of the treaty of 1778. 

No citizens of the United States are refident at 
this place ; the few who are here, are at this time 
owners of, and interefted in French privateers : I do 
not think I (hall expofc rayfelf to cenfurein hazard- 
ing the obfervation, that the privateers of this port 
which have offered any moleflation or vexation to 
American veffcls, are wholly and in part owned by 
citizens of the United States ; of thefe I may quote 
the privateer Buonaparte (formerly fhip ApoUo of 
BoHon), wholly owned by Americans ; the privateers 
Vcngeur, and Le Hardy, owned: principally by Ame- 
ricans, and the latter commanded by John Cowel), 
of Bofton, I have the honour to be, &c.

On the 27th Frimaire, in the 5th year of the 
French Republic, one and indivifible, at the national 
cuftom-houfe at Brcft, appeared Nehemiah J. In- 
graham, matter of the American Ihip Diana, belong- 
ing to Mr. Edward Swarbrick, of Savannah, in the 
State of Georgia, in the United States of America, 
of the burden of about two hundred and eighty 
tons, furnifhed with a crew of thirteen men ; who^ 
alfifted by Citizen C. N. C. Langlot, as interpreter, 
declared that he failed from Liverpool with his faid 
veflel, on Ihe 15th of October, 1796, with a cargo 
of divers merchandiies ; that at fea, whilft he was 
purfuing his deftination with a favourable wind, on 
the 23d of Oftober, 1796, in lat. 49® 31', and 9^* 
30' longitude from the meridian of .London, his 
mate came into the cabin very early in the morning, 
and told him that the wind was favourable, and a 
veflel was failing towards them. Having mounted 
the quarter-deck, he was not there long before fhe 
fired a gun at the Diana ; he immediately hoifted 
his flag, and purfued his courfe. Another gun was 
fired at him, the ball of which fell near to his vef- 
fel; then he lay to, and when the veflel came along* 
fide of him, they alked in Englifti whence he came ; 
Ae anfwered, that he came from Liverpool, and was 
bound to Savannah: they then ordered him to hoift 
out his boat and come on board with his papers, 
^hich he immediately did : whilft he was aboard, he 
perceived Ihe was a privateer called the Vengcur, 
Captain Michel, of Breft, whereupon he was afto- 
ailflicd, feeing that flic carried an Englifli flag, 
-liis papers being examined, they were found com- 
plete.

The Tribunal of Commerce of Breftj Deparimenf of 
Finijlerre^ has rendered the following Judgment. 

Extradl of the Regifter of Audience of the Tribunal of 
Commerce of Brejl^ Department of Fhufterre. 
The Tribunal of Commerce cAablilhed at Breft, 
cxercifing the funclions attached to it by the decree

tons, laden with divers merchandife, on a voyage 
from Liverpool to Savannah, having fix paffengerSj 
under the American flag ; the requeft of Citizen 
Corbet, Coqimiflary aux Cljjfes, of the fame date, 
to the Jufiice of the Peace, to go on board the faid 
veflel and make a fummary inventory, and to place 
the feals, eleven examinations of the perfons hereaf- 
ter mentioned, to wil, George, Mcrnezie, Cambu- 
zier, of Charlefton ; three paffengers of the vcflH 
called the Sally, put on board the Diana by the pri- 
vateer Vengeur ; Zenard, carpenter of the Diana ; 
James Stanley, mate of the faid veffel ; Mark Jolin, 
pafTcnger ; Richard J. Wambrick, fupercargo ; John 
Miller, tanner, paffengcr; Pctatin, prize-mafter, 
from the privateer Vengeur; Louis Garandroux, fe- 
cond prizc-mafter ; J. B. Laferu, officer of marines : 
thecommiffion of the faid prize-mafter ; the declara- 
tion made on board the privateer Vengeur, by Cap- 
tain 
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tain Michel, relative to the caufea of Hopping the 
fhip Diana ; the procefs verbal of the placing of the 
feals by the Juftice of the Peace, of the 6th of the 
faid month ; the a6l of property or regifter; the fhip- 
ping articles; the declaration of Nehemiah Ingraham, 
Captain of tMF*Diana, that the Captain of the priva- 
teer Vcngeurtook his papers from him, and that he 
had no fea-letter ; the contrad of fale of the Diana 
by TKiomas Agri, formerly at Pittflon and at prefent 
at Liverpool, to Edward Swarbrick, formerly of 
Savannah and at prefent at Liverpool ; two invoices 
of divers merchandife ; divers receipts of light-houfe 
duties of the coaft of England ; divers declarations 
refpe<9ing merchandife laden on board the Diana ; 
two bills ofjading of the faid merchandife ; a paff- 
port of the United States for J. Miller, Efquire ; ano- 
ther of the American Conful at Liverpool for James 
Stanley ; the a<ft of naturalization in America of 
Kichard Swarbrick : which papers above mentioned 
have been tranflated into the French language by the 
fwom Interpreters, Lecointre and Marzin. 

The whole being maturely examined, the Tribunal, 
confidering, 

1 . That from the refult of divers examinations,, 
and particularly from thofe of George, Mernezie, 
Cambuzier, and of divers paflengers, there exifts a 
doubt on the quality of tlie Ihip Diana *: 

2. That it appears from the faid examinations^ 
that papers were thrown overboard at the time of the 
capture-f; that the regulation of the zfrth July^ ^77^9 
declares, article 3d> that veflels belonging to neutral?

301. The fchooner Succeis, of Norfolk, was con- 
demned at the Cape. 

302. Ship Maria, Ferres, of New-York, was taken 
by a French privateer, but recaptured by a Britilh 
frigate. 

303. Brig Eliza, Simpfon, of New-York, was 
carried into Guadaloupe, v. here veflcl and cargo 
were condemned. 

304. Brig William, M'CIclan, of Portland, from 
Barbadocs to New- York, wai carried it is not 
known whitbo'^

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305. Schooner Polly, Willis, of Alexandria, was 
carried into Guadaloupe, and cleared. 

J06. Brig Nancy, Niramo, of Alexandria, was car- 
ried into Guadaloupe, and condemned veflel and 
cargo. 

307. Schooner Milton, Brooks, of New- York, was 
condemned at Guadaloupe. 

308. Brig WiUiani, of Wifcaflet, from Demerara 
bound home, was captured by a French privateer, 
and fent into St. Martin's. 



A few remarkable Cafes of Fretich Captures. 

1 . A Ihip from Salem was taken by a French pri- 
vateer to the windward of Turk's Ifland paflage : a 
Britilh floop of war heaving in fight, the French- 
men quitted her, and heaving round under her ftern, 
poured in feveral broadfides, which wounded four 
of her men. 

2. The brig Glafgow, Codwife, of New-York, 
being bound from Jcremie to Port au Prince, was 
captured and carried into Leogane. The Captaii) 
was confined on board his veflel, his crew vveire ex- 
cited to aflafliinate him ; and on the 15th day of his 
confinement, having ventured on fhore, he was 
taken up, placed in the fort, and there detained ^6 
hours without provifions. After a detention of 68 
days, feeing no profpedl of a trial, he abandoned 
the veflel, and returned home. 

3. Captain Pierce, who had been carried to Leo- 
gane, mentions, that on his outward-bound paflTage, 
in the Bight of Leogane, he was boarded by an 
armed French barge, the mafterof which heat his 
fnpercargo in fo unmerciful a manner with hisfword, 
that he died in a few days afterwards. The barge 
robbed Captain Pierce of about 300 dollars worth ; 
and Captain Miller, from Norfolk, to the amount 

I of 
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of 900 dollars worth ; alfo Captain Boyd, of Phi- 
ladelphia, to a conliderable amount : they after- 
wards faw the pirate in Leogane, and complained of 
him to the commandant, who imprifoned him three 
days, and then liberated him without giving further 
fatisfa6tion. 

4. The Hirondelle, after having captured the 
fchooner Zephyr, Captain Breard, of Portfmouth, 
and carried her into Cabo Roxo, plundered her of 
all her provilions, leaving Captain B. and crew no- 
thing to fublift on. Captain B. went on board the 
Hirondelle to obtain fatisfadlion for the lofs of his 
property, and to requeft, if it fhould not be made, 
leave to remain on board the privateer until his vef- 
fel was tried. The Captain refufed him any, or- 
dered him on (hore, and, finally, threw him over- 
board, the privateer being then under way on another 
cruife. 

5. The brig Two Sifters, Captain Worth, from 
Norfolk for Leogane, was brought to by a French 
privateer to the leeward of Hifpaniola. Captain 
Worth was ordered on board ; and when there, the 
Captain of the privateer offering a paper written in 
French, ordered Captain Worth to fign it. On his 
refufing, the pirate drew his cutlafs, and fvvore he 
would cleave his IkuU, if he did not immediately 
j>ut his name to the paper ; but Captain Worth per- 
fitted in refufing, reafoning on the abfurdity of his 
figning a writing in a language he did not under- 
ftand. The privateerfman then turned to the faifors 
l(two Italians), and commanded them to write their 
names : they could not write ; he then forced them ' 
with threats, and a drawn fword over their heads, 
to make their marks at the bottom of the paper. He 
then diredlly hailed the brig, informing that Ihe was 
a good prize, as the men had figned a declaration 
that fhe was bound to Jamaica. Captain W. was 
carried to Cuba in the privateer, and four days af- 
terwards 
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ferwards the brig came in. On Captain Worth's 
obierving to th« picarooning Captain that he could 
not have her tried and fold at Cuba, he was told 
that fhe was already fold ; and foon afterwards a 
l^anipi merchant was put in pofTeffion of her : her 
papers were then fent to Cape Francois for trial. 

6. The fchooner Columbus, Mafon, from St. 
Vincenfs, for Kennebunk, was boarded by a French 
privateer, which detained her fix hours, and took 
cut of her 60 gallons of rum, a bbl. of fugar, &c. 
The privateerfmen faid they would have carried her 
in, if they ha.d found property enough to engage 
their attention : they brought lire from the privateer, 
ordered the boy to kindle it in the caboofe, faid 
they were going to burn the veffel, and ordered the 
crew to put their things on board the veflel, and 
convey them to the privateer. One of the priva- 
teerfmen then carried a firebrand to the maft head, 
another took one in the cabin, while a third con- 
veyed one into the fleerage ; but on Captain M. de- 
claring he had no money, and refufing to qiiit his 
veflel, they defifted, and permitted him to proceed. 

7. The brig Almy, Cutter, was captured oiFthe 
cart end of Jamaica by two French privateers, one 
of which was the Flying Filh, built at Baltimore by 
one John Love, who afterwards fold her to her pre- 
fent owner at the Cape, and then went Captain of 
her. He fired upwards of thirty fhot at the Almy 
without hailing her, although lying to for twenty 
minutes before, with American colours flying. He 
then hailed, and ordered the boat on board ; which 
being done, he detained the mate, two feamen, the 
fhip's regifter, and other papers, and fent a prize- 
mafier and three others, ail armed, on board: they 
then hoifted in the boat and flood for Gonaives. 
Next day, however, they were recaptured by a 
Britifh floop of war. 

8. A gentleman from Porto Rico informs, that 

the 
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the American ftiip Mount Vernon, captured by the 
French privateer Flying Filh, Captain P^is,. had 
been condemned and fold there. The pretences^or 
her condenmation were various ; but on their being 
principally obviated, judgment was finally given on 
inftrudions (o the commander of the privateer^, fent 
by the French Minifler, diredling him to make 
prize of the Ihip. Paris, Captain of the privateer, 
had been appointed Conful at Porto Rico, and fat in 
judgment on his own caufe. 

9. The fchooner Ranger, Brown, was detained 
three days at St. Martin's, after having been cleared 
out : and the Captain and crew were confined on 
board a French frigate, under pretence that (he had 
no lea-letter. Previous to the Ranger's failing, a 
fchooner from Baltimore, and another from New- 
York, were condemned, under a fimilar pretext. 

10. The ichodner Friendfhip, Harlow, was cap- 
tured and carried into St. Martin's, under a fuppo- 
fition that fhe had no lea-letter; but, upon pro- 
ducing it, (he wa*s releafed. 

11. The Speedwell, of Alexandria, bound home, 
was fixty-three days on her paflage : and owing to 
the hands having been a long time on fhort allow- 
ance, and to the damage (he had fufiained, Ihe was 
obliged to bear away for Cape Francois, when the 
Adminiftration, breaking through every tie of hu- 
manity, feized and condemned her. 

12. Brig Neptune, Blanchard, bound to St. Bar- 
tholomew's with lumber, was carried into, Guada- 
loupe, where fhe was tried and acquitted : after- 
wards fhe was tried again in confequence of Vidlor 
Hugues' orders, and condemned, becaufe, as it was 
faid, fhe had no fea-lettcr, although Captain B. had 
a certificate from the Cuftom-houfe, that there were 
not any fea-letters at the time fhe failed, in that 
office. 

ij. Ship Charlotte, of Baltimore, was carried 

into 
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into Gatclaloupe with a cargo of| flour, tried, aojll 
acquitted. The fupercargo, Mr. Buchanan, h^fonh 
Jmpunce merely of his name^ tvaSf without examifiaiumf 

Eit into dole prifon for fevcral days by Vidor 
ogues* orders, who afterwards, finding hin^ 
oiiilaken in the perfon, had him releafed. 

14. Captain Barney, on his paiTage from France^ 
captured five or fix vefTels failing under certificata 
of property ; thcfe he fet fire to, and has publicly 
declared he will do fo in every inilance, which is 
poor encouragement for Americans to purchafe 
prizes of them. One of them was a brig belonging 
to P. and T. Mackie, from Malaga, Andrew F^ieit 
mafter, who was murdered the fecond day after thef 
fiiiled by the mate and crew, and a confideraUe funx 
of money divided among them. 

15. The fhip Wafhington, from the Ifle of France 
to Bofton, out 153 days, blown off the coafi, and, 
in diftrefs, was taken in fight of Defeada^ and fent 
into port for adjudication. 

16. Captain Bright, on bis paffage from Alexan-* 
dria to Mariguane, a French port, with a cargo of 
flour, was captured by a French privateer off Port 
dc Paix, carried in there, and condemned without 
a hearing. There were about 1 5 fail more of Ame- 
rican veflels in that port, the whole of them con- 
demned, though fevcral were bound to French 
ports. The Adminiftration at the Cape had iffued 
orders to capture all Americans bound to leeward of 
Cape Frangois. 

17. Schooner Clara, of Baltimore, with a valu- 
able cargo of dry goods, bound to Leogane, wad 
captured by a French privateer, and recaptured bf 
a Britifh veiTel. 

18. The floop Fox, Brooks, from Hartford for 
Leogane, a French port, was captured and fent into 
Port de Paix, where both veflel and cargo were 

condemned 



')x>d(lemne(! under the pretence of her being bound 
to a Britifli port. The owners of the privateer gave 
the Comtniflaries 100 half-^joes to condemn the 
VelTel; and the Captain had to pay three balf-joei^ 
for his regifter after the veffel was fold, 

19. The brig Peace, Allen, of Providence, wa$ 
bound from Dover to Surinam, but touched at 
Cayenne. After flie had.been there feyeral days flxe 
was feized; and t\\e vefTel and caik fhe had on 
board, valued at 25,000 dollars, were condemned 
under the pretence of her being from A Britifli port. 

ao. Captain John Hall, oif the fchooner Rebecca 
of Baltimore, was plundered of every thing he had 
by the prixe-mafter and crew put on board hi$ 
veflel-; and part of his crew were put on board a 
prifon-fliip, and obliged to work in the daytime i aJt 
night they were put in irons, 

21. The fchooner Elizabeth, Trott, from Deme* 
rara, bound to New-London, was captured by the 
French privateer Flibuflier, and carried into St. Mari- 
tin's, where the Captain and three of his crew were 
impri(bned. 

22. The Friends, of Norfolk, from London, 
was captured by a French privateer and carried into 
Guadaloupe. The veflel wiis condemned, and the 
Captain and crew imprifoned. The Captain was 
afterwards, with four others, fent to Martinique to 
i)e exchanged for Frenchmen. 

23. Captain Church informs, that the French take 
all American veflfels bound to or from Englifli ports, 
and behave in a moft fcandalous manner to the cap- 
tains and crews, by putting them in gaol, or turning 
them on fliore without the means of procuring even 
a meal. 

24. Captain Calvert fays, the treatment of Vi£lor 
Hugues to the Americans is very cruel : they are 
thrown into prifon, loaded with irons, flripped of

their apparel^ and fcarccly allowed a miferable fub- 
fiftence. 

25. From every one of the unfortunate Americans 
who were exchanged at Martinique for Frenchmen, 
accounts were given of the condudl of V1&61 
Hugues towards tljeir countrymen. Americans 
were dying at Guadaloupe in greater numbers than 
ever was known on >>oard the Jerley prifon-fhip 
at New- York, during the late American war, 

26. The brig Fanny, Gould, of Biddeford, was 
cleared out for Leogane, a French port in Hifpa- 
niola, with lumber only, with a regular fea-letter, 
rcgifter, and clearance ; ncverthelefs, fhe was taken 
by a French national cutter and carried into Port de 
Paix. The papers were carried to the Cape, and the 
vcflel and cargo foon afterwards condemned, on the 
plea, that the veflTcl was deficient of certificates of 
her cargo in the ufual ftyle from the officers of the 
port whence Ihe failed, agreeably to treaty. The 
Captain and crew were deprived of their adventures, 
clothes, &c. thrown into gaol among common 
thieves and murderers, put into irons, and allowed 
only four ounces of beef and half a pound of bread 
per day for their fubfiftence ; in which confinement 

. they were continued for twenty days. The pre- 
ceding fadls were fworn to before Juftice Barret, of 
Bofton, 

27. Mr. Molay, fupercargo of the Ann and 
Maria, of Baltimore, informs, that Ihe was taken, 
on her homeward-bound paffage from Jamaica, by 
a French privateer, and carried into St. Jago de 
Cuba, where (the Captain of the privateer having 
bribed two of the hands to fwear Ihe was Britifh 
property) (lie was condemned, with her cargo, with- 
out even the fcmblance of a trial; and that her 
cargo being immediately landed, ports were knocked 
into her, and fhe was fent out on a cruife as a 
French privateer. 

28. 
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28. The Adminiftration take by force all Ame- 
rican cargoes without any mode of payment what- 
ever, and likewife take all American veflels bound 
.to or from Englilh ports, and condemn them without 
a hearing. 

29. The Government of this place feems deter- 
mined to lay every obftacle in the way of American 
commerce : it now not only refufes paying old 
debts, but contracts (if it can be fo called) new ones, 
without fo much as a promife of ever paying : its 
armed veflels have fent in all Americans bound to 
or from any Britifli ports, either in this ifland or real 
Englifti colonies, which have been condemned w//A- 
out fo much as even the ceremonies of a trial. Such as 
have come here of their own accord, have had their 
cargoes taken by force ; fome have abandoned their 
veflels and gone home, . depending, as I fuppofe, 
upon the enfurers for indemnification : others, 
whofe cargoes have been partly taken, flay, but to 
no purpofe. 

30. Schooner Phoebe, Webb, was taken on her 
paffage from New-London to Jeremie, and carried 
to Petit Guavej where Ihe was detained ninety days, 
and the greateft part of her cargo taken without a 
trial: they even refufed giving a receipt for what pro- 
perty they took ; and the Commiflaries refufed Cap- 
tain Webb provifions to fubfift his fick people. ; 

;ji. There were lying at Petit Guave, on the loth 
November, feven American veflels, which had been 
captured in purfuance of orders ifllied by the Com- 
miflioners at the Cape, making all Americans bound 
to or from Britifti ports lawful prize : they had been 
lying there from two to three months, during which 
time their cargoes were taken from them without the 
form of a trial ; more than three fourths of the men 
(captains and failors) fell a facrifice to the fever, 
and the remaining fourth were more like walking 
ghofts than men, mofl: of them deftitute of money, 

H H 2 and 
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and unable to give a decent burial to tbofe who die. 
A few dayx before, one Gafton, a mulatto, at the 
head of the Adminifiration of the place^ enticed a 
^Philadelphia fchooner, lying at Leogane, with fiour, 
to come to Petit Guave, by promifing the Captain, 
upon his facred word of honour, that he yrmoM 
take nothing from him ; but he had no fooner ar-* 
rived, than Gaflon ordered a guard on board the 
vefTel, and took away the flour. There were then 
lying in the feveral ports of the Bight fifty-one fail of 
Americans, which had been brought in by pri- 
vateers ; and, at a moderate computation, half of 
their crews had died. 

23. The brig Sufan and Polly, of and from New- 
York, bound to Jamaica, was taken by a French 
privateer, and carried to Port de Paix. She «vas 
condemned, with her cargo, without the form of a 
trial, by Sonthonax, who declared it was unnecef- 
iary to a(k any queftions, as the French Dire^toiy 
had given pofitive inftrudlions to feize every Ame* 
rican veffel bound to or from Britifh ports. Thirty- 
five fail of American veflcls were condemned and 
fold in the fame port, in the fame manner, within a 
few days afterwards. 

33. The fnow Endeavour, Freeman, was bound 
from St. Croix to Aux Cayes, but was forbidden to 
enter by two Britiih armed vefTels. Soon afterwards 
ihe was taken by two French armed boats and fcijt 
into Gonaives, where the crew were infultingly 
turned on Ihore without the means of fubfiftence, 
and would have fufFered but for the affiftance they 
rcr-ived from their American brethren therci The 
\clT^] and cargo were condemned and fold with 
fcarcely the ceremom of a trial. Some days after being 
fent on fhore, Captain F. returned to his veffel &r 
the purpofe of (hifting his clothing, which was not 
only n^Julcd him, but threats were ottered againft 
his life, and he found it neceflary to leap into his 

boal 
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boat to prevent the execution of their defigns : two 
of his crew, having afterwards gone on board for a 
iimilar purpofe, they were mangled in a mod 
fhocking manner^ and one of them was mortally 
wounded. 

34. " From every American vcflel that arrives at 
Cape Francois, the cargo is forcibly taken by the 
Adminiftration, who promife payment^ apparently 
without any intention of performing, as cargoes 
thus forcibly taken remain yet unpaid> though many 
months have elapfed. When remonftrances are 
made, nothing but perfecution refults from it. From 
Captain Barney, of the Medufa frigate, being a na- 
tive American, the captains of American veifels had 
reaibn to fuppofe he would rather have wilhed to 
alleviate their fufferings; but to perfecution he 
added infult, not only to the American captains 
there, but to their country, by ignominioufly hQifi- 
ing its ijag reverfed on board his frigate."

ExiraS of a Jjetterfrom Rufus King^ Efq. Mlmfter of 
the United States, in London, dated i^th Aprils 
1797, encloftng the Froteft of William Martin^ 
Mafier of the Cincinnatus, of Baltimore, relative to 
the Tortme inftiSled upon /aid Martin hy a French 
Cruifer, 

^< Hitherto the captures in Europe have not been 

numerous, though feveral of our valuable fhips have 

been earned into France, and, in a few inAances, 

H If 3 the 
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the maficrs, and other officers of our veflels, have 
been treated in a barbarous and cruel manner by the 
French cruifers, who have put them to the torture, 
in order to compel them to make' fuch declarations 
relative to the property and deftination of their Ihips 
and cargoes as were defired. Enclofed I fend you 
the protefl; of William Martin, matter of the Cin- 
cinnatus, of Baltimore, who lately arrived here, 
after having fallen into the hands of a French 
cruifer, which obliged him to leave his own veffcl, 
and to go on board the cruifer, when he was tor- 
tured for more than three hours. Captain Martin's 
thumbs, which I examined, bear the marks of the 
fcrews, and the fears will go with hina to the grave, 

" It is impoffible that thefe barbarous outrages 
fliould be authorized ; indeed the concealment db- 
ferved by the perpetrators of them, who rcfufed to 
tell their names, or the port of their equipment, 
evince that they are not fo." 

By this public, inflrument of protefl, be it known, 
and made manifeft to all people, whom it doth or 
may concern, that on the 26th day of March laft, 
before me, James Gravener, Notary and Tabellion 
Public, reiiding in the town and port of Dover, in 
the county of Kent, by lawful authority admitted 
and fworn, perfonally appeared William Martin, 
mafler of the ihip or velTel called the Cincinnatus, 
belonging to Baltimore, in America, of the burden 
of 229 tons, or thereabouts, then and now lying in 
Dover,harbour, and entered a protefl: in due form; 
and that on this 3d day of April, 1797, again per- 
fonally appeared the fai J William Martin, together 
with Eugene Sweeny mate, and Robert Jackfon ma- 
riner, alfo belonging to the faid veffel, and upon 
their faith and honefly folemnly declared, and for 
truth affirmed and witneffed, that the faid veffel, on 
the proceed of her prefent intended voyage from 
Baltimore aforefaid, laden with a cargo of fundry 

merchandife. 
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xnerchandiie, bound to London, met with hard 
gales of wind and high fees, therein fuftained lots 
and damage, and was obliged to put into Galway 
Road, as by reference to a proteft made thereon, 
and dated the 19th day of January laft, more fully 
appears ; that they were detained in the faid road 
repairing and reinitating their lofs and damage, and 
with hard gales of wind unfavourable to proceed 
their voyage until the 15th day of P'ebruary follow- 
ing, when they got under way, and put to fea 
with light winds and variable, and profecuted their 
voyage with variable, contrary, and fiormy winds 
and weather, without any particular circumftancc 
occurring until the 28th, when they had a hard gale 
at fouth by weft, in which the faid veflcl laboured 
very heavily, and vrzs almoft conflautly under water; 
and they were obliged to pump every half hour ; 
and the quarter block-ftrap of the fore-yard was 
carried away ; that they proceeded their voyage with 
fouthwardly winds, and on the ad day of March it 
blew a violent gale at fouth, in which the faid vef- 
fel laboured exceflive hard, and fhipped fo much 
water, that the main deck was almoft conftantly 
covered therewith, and the faid veffers piimps were 
obliged to be kept going every quarter of an hour; 
that on the next day, at fix o'clock in the evening, 
the gale and fea continuing, the faid veflel made lb 
much water, that they were obliged to pump con- 
ftantly, and at eight o'clock a fea ftruck her abaft, 
ftove in one of the dead lights, filled the cabin 
with water (fo that they were obliged to lade it out 
with bucketsji and carried away part of the quarter- 
boards, and ftove the fltylight ; that on the 4th the 
weather became moderate, with the wind tp the 
eafiward, and from that to the northward, with 
which they proceeded, meeting no particular occur- 
rence until the 7th, about nine o'clock in the morn- 
ing, when being in north latitude about 50^ 3sU 
H H 4 they 
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they were boirdcd by a French annied brig, under 
Englilh colours, who took the fatd nafter, with 
five of his crrw, from the laid (hip on beard the laid 
brig; and the faid mafier for himielf now fiuth, 
that the officer and crew of the latter veilel examined 
the papers rcibeding his (aid vefTel and her lading, 
and expreiled no doubt that the fhip waa an Ame- 
rican, but iniifted the cargo to be Engliib property, 
and aflfured him, if he would acknowledge.it to be 
&i his full freight ihould be paid, and he have a 
prefent of looo pounds, which overtures the £|id 
maflcr would not pay any other attention to than de<* 
daring the whole property to belong folety to 
Aquilla Brown, of Baltimore aforefaid, merchant} 
whereupon the French officers thumb-icrewed the 
&id mailer in the cabin of their fiiid brig, kept him 
in torture to extort a declaration that the faid cargo 
was Engliih property, for nearly four hours, but 
witbput having its defired efie<5t; when a veficl 
heaving in iight he was liberated firom thebarbaroai 
punilhment he had updeigone, and fhortly after* 
wards the laft-mentioned vdTel was captured by the 
faid brig, and proved to be the Diana of Lancafter, 
Capt^n Dcrbyihire, from St. Thomas, bound to 
|jancafler : and on the 8th, about five o'clock in the 
tvenwgy the faid mafter, with the &id five of his 
crew, together with fourteen of the crew of the laid 
captured veffel, were put onboard the faid appearer^s 
vefTel, which was permitted to proceed; but the faid 
fnafter, on being fent from the faid brig, requcfted 
the Captain to give him fome provifions to fupply 
the faid fourteen men with, but he would allovir 
them only about forty pounds of bread, faying they 
would foon have a fair wind : the faid appearer's 
vefTcl was then in latitude 50% long. 14^ 27', and 
they accordingly proceeded with the wind foqth- 
in-afdly. And the faid Eugene Sweny, mate, for 
himfclf, pow faitji, that while th? ^4 mafter was 

. ■ ■ ■■■" ■ "fft 
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fo detained on board the faid French bri^, the Cap- 
tain and firft Lieutenant thereof, with fome of their 
crew, came onboard the faid appearer's vefleJ, broke 
open and plundered the Captain's cheft of a purfe 
containing feveral guineas, a gold watch, fextant, 
great part of his wearing-apparel, ftole a fpying^ 
glafs, fpcaking-trumpet, eleven bags of coffee, 
broke open two boxes of fugar, and ftole therefrom 
feveral bags, and robbed them alfo of their boat ; 
and further, that the faid French Captain and Lieu- 
tenant fhowed the now atteftant a note, as under 
the hand of the mafter of his faid Ihip^ fignifying 
that he the faid mafter acknowledged the cargo to 
be Englifh property, and that he the faid mate was 
to do the fame ; but this he would by no means 
comply with, and at the fame time perceived the 
note to be forged ; and violent threats were made 
ufe of towards him the faid mate to produce fuch 
acknowledgment, which he perfifted in not doing, 
as contrary to the truth. And the faid Robert Jack- 
fon for himfelf now faith, that while on board the 
faid brig, twenty pieces of gold (which he fuppofed 
to be joes) were offered to one of the crew to declare 
the faid veffel's cargo was Englifli property ; and 
all the (aid appearers again declare, that they ftill 

I)rofecuted their voyage ; and on the 1 ith, being in 
atitude 49®, in confequence of the number of men 
on board, they were reduced to a bifcuit a man 
per day ; that on the 1 2th it was dark and fqually 
weather, and at two o'clock in the afternoon, in a 
Sudden fquall, their faid veflel was hove down on 
her beam-ends, and the bowfprit carried away, when 
they were obliged, for the fafety of their lives, and 
prefervation of the faid veflel and cargo, to cut 
piway the rigging belonging to the bowfprit, jib- 
boom, and the topfail Iheets, by v/hich flie fortu- 
nately righted ; and then, to clear the wreck, and fe- 
pijre the forc-njiaft, they were oblijgcd to bear away 

before 
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l>cforr ihc wind ; wliich bcin^ accomplifhed, they, 
to avoid usrthcr damage, wrrc obliged to cut away 
the bowiprit (the lame beating agaiiul the faid vci* 
fclV bovv.s), wiih all the rigging ot their bovvfprit 
and jib boom, and the jib and fore-topmaft itay- 
I'ail and rprit-fail yard ; and in endeavouring to fe- 
cure the f'orcmafi, tlicy tbund the fore-topmaft and 
main -yard were iprnng in conlequencc of her having 
been laid down on her beam-ends as aforefaid, when 
they immediately ufcd every exertion pofRble to get 
down the fore-topmaft to rig up a jury one in its 
Itead, and alio in rigging out a jury-bowfprit, the 
weather then continuing l>oiIterous ; that on the 
13th it blew a gale of wind at eaft by north, when 
they finilhcd a temporary bowfprit out of a fpare 
topinaft, and a forc-topmail out of a fpare roizen- 
topmaft, and proceeded on the voyage; that on the 
14th they had a hard gale of wind at the lafi-men- 
tioned quarter, attended with a heavy fea, which 
broke over the faid veffel inceflantly ; and they were 
obliged to pump every quarter of an hour, and were 
then flill under fhort allowance; that on the 15th 
they fpoke a Swedifli brig, which fupplied them 
with a bag of bread, two pieces of beef, and a few 
Itock-filh, and had then the wind eaftwardly, 
which was contrary; and on the 16th they were 
fupplied Irom another brig with two bags of bread, 
fome peafe and wine, on payment, and proceeded 
on their voyage with variable winds and weather, 
without any particular circumftances happening, 
until the 2 2d, when being in latitude 48*^ 23' they 
were boarded by his Bnlannic Majefty's fhip Galatea, 
the officers of which, pre ifed from the faid appearer's 
vcflel the faid fourteen men, three paffengers, and 
one of their own crew, and fupplied. the faid ap- 
pearers with proviliors, when they continued the 
purfuit of the voyage with the wind fouthwardly ; 
and on the 23d had lounding in feventy-fivc fa- 
i thorns, 
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thorns, and proceeded on the Channel courfe with 
the wind continuing fouthwardly, with hazy wea- 
ther; and on the 24th, in the evening, the Lizard 
lights bore north-north-eaft, diflant about tivc 
leagues; that on the 25th, in the morning, Portland 
lights bore north-eaft by ead, diftant three leagues ;, 
and on the fame day it began to. blow hard, which 
increafed to a gale ; and, in the afternoon, being off 
Beachy Head, with the weather continuing very 
thick and hazy, they, upon confiiltation on the 
ftate and condition of the faid vefTel, adjudged it 
moft expedient for the fafety of their lives, and pre- 
fervation of her and her cargo, to put into the iirft 
port of fafety to refit, that they might be enabled 
fafely to proceed to their place of deflination, and 
accordingly hoifted a fignal for a pilot and affiftants 
to take charge of the faid veffel, for the purpofe of 
condudling her to fuch faid port of fafety ; and about 
four o'clock they procured a pilot and afliflants from 
a cutter which came alongfide, whom the faid 
mafter employed for the purpofe aforefaid; but the 
weather being hazy, and night-time coming on, they 
lay ofFand on until the faid.a6th, at five o'clock in the 
morning, when they bore away for Dover harbour; 
and at ten o'clock in the forenoon, on arriving at 
the entrance, of the fame, the faid veflel was, by the 
flrong tide and fwell, forced againft the north Pier 
Head, whereby the figure head, rails, cutwater, 
and bow, were damaged ; and the anchor hooking 
the head, and having a long range of the cable, the 
fame run out nearly thirty fathom, which flopping 
the faid veffel, and fhe then touching the ground, 
they were obliged, for the purpofe of preventing her 
lying thereon, to cut the cable the length it had fo 
run out; by doing of which, and with the utmoft 
exertions on board, and affiitance on ftiore, Ihe 
was hove from the dangerous pkce fhe was likely to 
lie on, and into fafety. And alfo the faid appearcrs 

declare, 
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declare, that they Iiave ufed their utmofi endeayonn 
for tlic prcTcrvation of the (aid veflcl and cargo; 
that whatever damage or lofs the fame have already 
InHained, or may hereafter fuflain, was not occa* 
iioncd by or through any negledl or default of them, 
or any of the crew^ or by reafon of any defed or 
default in the faid veflel or her tackling, but merely 
by means of the circumflances before fiated ; there* 
fore the faid mafler hath defired a proteft; where- 
fore I, the faid Notary, at his requeft, have folemnlv 
proteiled, aud by thefe preients do protef)^, againtt 
the wind, weather, and lea, the officers and crew 
of the faid French brig (whofe names, together 
with the name of their faid veflel, is unknown to 
thefe appearers, or, to their belief, to'any of their 
crew), and every other perfon and cauiie occafioniog 
the faid veflfcrs damage and lofs, of and for au 
lofTes, cofts, charges, damages, and expenfes al- 
ready and hereafter to be fufFered and fufiained, to 
be allowed and recovered in time and place conve- 
nient. Thus done and protefted in Dover aforefaid, 
in the prefence of Robert Steriker and Thomas 
Fain, witnefTes thereto called and requeued. Id 
teftimony of the truth whereof, the laid appearers 
and witnelTes fubfcribcd their names in the regifiry 
of me the faid Notary, And I the faid Notary have 
hereunto fet my hand, and affixed my notarial &9H, 
dated the day and year fecond above written.

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BLOUNT AND MR. HODGE. 

It has a thoafand times been obfcrval, that the 
lans-culottes, who are always the firli to cry out (or 
the ^^Hhert^'offpeechandoftheprcfs^'' are alio the 
firfl to attempt an abridgment of that liberty, wlicn 
they themfelves are the objedls of its jnll attacks. 
This truth was never more fully exemplified than 
in the condudl of Blount, the brother of the /'///- 
peached Setiaior, 

This man, to the difgrace of North Carolina, is 
now a reprefentative in Congrefs for one of its dit- 
trids. My readers will remember, that wlien he 
felt himfelf fore from fomc very juft remarks of 
Mr. Thatcher, on the floor of Congrefs, he chal- 
lenged that refpeflable gentleman to fight a dnci, 
^hich the latter very properly difdained to accent at 
fuch hands. Having thus a6led the bully at Phila- 
delphia, Blount was refolved to fupport the cha- 
rafter at home: he had, by means of a handbill, 
ofiered himfelf as a candidate for his dinric^k in tlir. 
next Congrefs. Another handbill, fign(*<l an 
ELECTOR, was printed by Mr. Hodok, of Halifax, 
and diftributed about. In this piece Blount was 
explicitly charged with certain frtnuls u])on the 
State. He went to Mr. Hodge, and demanded the 
author. Mr. Hodge very properly n^luled to give 
him up, without firft obtaining his i}ernnirion for fo 
doing, and told the enraged queiill that he; inigi)t 
look upon hm?is the author. Upon this Hlount 
flruck him with a cane, which Mr. ITonoK returned 
with his umbrella ; and it was only by the interi)()ri. 
^ion of the by-ftanders that the Congrelsman's hide 
cfcaped a very fevere drubbing. 

After this preface I (hall lay before my readers 
Mr. Hodge's very fpirited and well-written Addrcls 
to the public, which, I am fure, will be admired 
and applauded wherever it is read.

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To the PuUic, 

When the piece (ii^ir^d •' An Elertor" was ha,pded to me, the 
author infilled on haxing it publiftied in the newfpaper, Thid, 
from motives of delicacy to ^Ir. iilouiit, I objedled to, obferving, 
that as Mr. Blount's Addrefs bad been printed in handbill?, and 
only circulated in a contined manner, I thought it would be fpread- 
ing the charges agiinil him to wider circles than his vindication 
had reached. Through pcrfuafions of this kind the author was 
induced to have the hlei'tor alto publilhed in the form of a hand- 
bill. Mr. Blount's Addrels having introduced the matter before 
the public, the £Jc<5lor having alfo animadverted on the fubjedb 
contained in it, which being, in my opinion, open to fiee dit 
cuflion, I did not aik the author's permiffion to furreader hif 
name, not imagining it would have been demanded. 

1 have thouglit it ncccflary to flate the above circum dance, in 
ordci that the public might have the whole fubjc6t before thenD, 
and foim their opinion from the perfect knowledge of the fads* 

It is exceedingly irkiome to me to be drawn into acontroverfyof 
this kind, which 1 have always endeavoured to avoid : and I would 
hot anticipate thofe reflexions which muft naturally arife in the 
mind of every candid and difpaflionate reader. It is, however, to 
be obferved, that Mr. Blount firft introduced the bufinefs before 
the tiibunal of the public through the medium of the prefs ; that 
the frauds with which Mr. Blount was charged, as he himfelf 
dates, were not of a private nature, as between two individuals, 
bnt by an individual upon all the citizens of the State — upon that 
very public whofe favour and patronage he was then foliciiipg; 
tluit after Mr. Blount had'furniflied fufficicnt of his guilt, it became 
the public, who poiTelfed but vague furmiles before, to inveftigate 
the conduct of a man who offered himfelf a candidate for their 
high confidence ; that as there could not be a judicial inveftigation 
of the fraud before the ele«5tion, there was no mode left for the 
citizens of North Carolina to examine it, but through the medium 
Mr. Blount himlelf had chofen ; I therefore flatter myfelf, when fd 
imprudent and unjufiifiab'e an attack is made on tho liberty of the 
prefs, tl)at an appeal to the impartial judgment of the public will 
not be confidered intrufive. 

I have for nearly thirteim years paft printed a newrpa|>er in this 
State, and alwr.ys emieavoured to conduct it on free and impartial 
principlce, making the public good my only nim; and it is with 
pride and i^:atirudc 1 acknowledge the approbation and patronage 
of an en^ghtcncd public. 

The conduct and character of candidates for public trufl, have 
ever been deemed fubjc(St to public invefiigation ; and I muft con- 
fcfs that I p i!^^{^ not the faculties to diflinguiQi hew private crimes 
can be cancelled by public appointments: in the prefent inflance, 
Mr. Lloiuit had provoked a reply by infultingly attributing the 

charges 
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charges againft him to the malevolence of thofe who were perfonally 
interefted. 

Truth can never injure the hbneft and worthy — the guilty and 
undeferving only have caufe to fear a icnitiny and dread its eftects* 
No one but a fool or knave, whofe character is too vulnerable and 
blafted to be juftified by proof and argument, would attempt a 
vindication by force and violence, when fair and honourable 
means are in his power; Innocence will never employ force in- 
ilead of argument, nor ufe violence where it can convince. It is, 
moreover, quite immaterial by whom a charge is made-; the only 
queftion ip, whether it be true or falfe. The charge, and not the 
author, (hould alone be the objedt of difcuflion. Fads will remain 
the fame, notwithftanding by whom fpoken. 

Could Mr. Blount imagine that he alone was to exercifethe free- 
dom of the prefs, and that it was to be reftrained againft him ? 
His vanity, however inflated, muft have deceived him. Could he 
think his Congreffional importance and Jacobinic airs would awe 
oppofition and hufh public clamour? Efis arrogant prefumption 
muft furely have blinded him. Though he might bully and 
blufter on the floor of Congrefs, and intimidate ftrangers, could 
he fuppofe, in his own State, where he was better known, and, 
if poflible, more defpifed, the like bravo behaviour would anfwer ? 
How truly ridiculous has his folly and paffion made him ! Could 
he flatter himfelf by.a ftreet rencontre, from the iflue of which 
he has little to boaft, to elude charges that render him at leaft more 
than fufpe6led ? He will find, unblufliing as his effrontery mny be, 
that the public will require more convincing proofs of his inno- 
cence. 

When the fedition bill, as it is called, was lately argued in 
Congrefs, Mr. Blount, and his confederates, were violently cla- 
morous againft it, as reftraining and deftroying the liberty of the 
prefs; but the fedition bill, however objectionable, allows, at 
leaft, a fair and impartial trial in a court of juftice. Mr. Blount, 
on his arrival in North Carolina, not only prefumes to judge, but 
makes an impotent attack to avenge. Is there not a degree of in- 
confiftency between the condudt of Mr. Blount in Philadelphia and 
in Halifax, fufficienr to difgrace folly, and put impudence to the 
blufli ? Muft it not induce the pity of his friends, and give caufe 
of triumph to his foes ? 

Mr* Blount's precipitancy in infifling on an immediate furrender 
of the name of the author, induces me to believe that, in reality, 
he did not wi(h to know him, left he might be placed in a fitua- 
tion from which he might not have been able to extricate himfelf 
with his ufual adroitnels on fuch occafions. 

Mr. Blount's behaviour having forfeited all claim to a know- 
ledge of the author, and beir\g willing to afTume aH the refpouli- 
bility, I defy both his malice and power : confcious integrity 
enables me to fear neither. His perfections can neither alter, 

• faai, 
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fiAs, nor refute arguments : itmayy however, fumifli fre(h As- 
terials agtinft himlelf. 

With deference 1 now fubmit the matter to the judgment of my 
fcllow-citizrns, afluring them that neither perfonal attacks, the 
intrigues of faftion, nor the threats of power, (hall ever mak<! me 
fwervc from the duties I owe to them and mjfelf.
